The  funded  debt  has  been  reduced  the  past  year  by  payment 
of  $1,300  water  loan  bonds  of  the  issue  of  1887,  falling  due 
under  provision  of  the  sinking  fund  and  by  payment  of  $1,500 
on  Duxbury  &  Cohasset  K.  K.  loan,  making  $2,800  applicable  to 
the  reduction  of  the  debt  the  past  year. 

Two  thousand  dollars  of  water  bonds,  which  became  due  io 
1885,  were  not  pi^esented  for  payment  until  the  present  year, 
but  were  provided  for  in  the  refunding  of  the  loan,  the  cash  for 
their  redemption  remaining  in  the  treasury,  making  the  funded 
indebtedness  $145,900,  against  $150,700  Dec.  31,  1888. 

Payments  have  been  made  on  principal  of  outstanding  notes 
of  the  Town  of  $1,000,  leaving  the  temporary  indebtedness 
$34,400  against  $35,400  December  31st,  1889. 

Revenue  derived  from  miscellaneous  receipts  and  from  bank 
and  corporation  taxes  in  excess  of  estimates,  less  difference  in 
overdrawn  balances  as  compared  with  last  year,  aggregates 
$1,199.01,  which  amount  has  been  covered  into  the  Treasury,  and 
including  the  payment  of  $3,800  on  principal  of  loans  as  above, 
has  effected  a  reduction  in  the  indebtedness  of  $4,999.01  the  past 
year. 

The  expenditures  on  account  of  indigent  soldiers'  aid  has  been 
$1,571.46  against  $1,210.92  in  1888,  and  of  aid  to  soldiers  under 
a  recent  act  of  the  Legislature,  the  sum  of  $37,  leaving  a 
deficiency  of  $896.98  to  be  provided  for. 

The  amount  assessed  for  taxes  in  1889  was  $78,416.36  against 
$83,693.85  in  1888,  with  an  increased  valuation  of  $127,475,  of 
which  $58,700  was  in  personal  and  $68,775  in  real  property,  re- 
ducing the  rate  of  taxation  from  $14.00  in  1888  to  $12.80  in  1889. 
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Publication  of  Town  Records. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  1887,  it  was  voted  that  the  Select- 
men be  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars  for  the  publication  of  the  Town  Records,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose.  The  first  vol- 
ume has  been  printed,  covering  a  period  from  the  foundation  of 
the  Town  to  1705,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  has  been 
placed  by  the  committee  on  sale  in  Plymouth  and  Boston.  One 
thousand  copies  have  been  printed,  of  which  five  hundred  have 
been  bound,  and  the  sheets  of  the  remainder  have  been  depos- 
ited in  the  upper  safe  in  the  Town  House.  The  payments  made 
on  this  account  have  been  $]70  in  1887,  $30  in  1888  and  $798.44 
in  1889,  making  a  total  of  $998,44,  which,  instead  of  being  pro- 
vided for  by  a  loan,  has  been  paid  from  money  in  the  treasury, 
and  consequently  stands  as  a  deficiency  on  the  books  of  the 
Treasurer. 

As  it  is  expected  that  the  Town  will  be  largely  reimbursed  for 
this  expenditure,  it  will  not  be  advisable  to  meet  the  deficiency 
by  an  appropriation  at  the  present  time,  and  it  is  recommended 
that  future  payments  on  account  of  the  publication  of  the  rec- 
ords be  made  from  money  in  the  treasury  until  the  completion 
of  the  work,  when  the  final  deficiency,  which  probably  will  not 
be  large,  may  be  provided  for.

The  net  expenditure  for  roads  and  bridges  the  past  year  has 
been  $10,865.86  against  $11,144.46  in  1888.  The  only  special 
repairs  included  in  the  expenditure  was  on  the  highway  between 
Cushman  Street  and  Faunce's  Brook,  and  the  rebuilding  and 
widening  of  the  bridge  at  South  Pond  Village.  The  road  between 
Cushman  Street  and  Faunce's  Brook  has  been  for  a  long  time 
inconvenient,  and  at  times  unsafe  for  public  travel,  owing  to  the 
lack  of  a  suitable  foundation  and  underdraiuage.  It  became 
necessary  to  remove  the  road-bed  to  the  depth  of  2.2  feet,  and 
substitute  cobble  stone  in  its  place,  which,  in  addition  to  pro- 
viding a  solid  foundation,  furnishes  drainage  into  the  brook.  It 
has  so  far  worked  satisfactorily  and  made  what  appears  to  be  a 
permanent  improvement. 

The  cost  of  labor  and  material,  including  the  bridge  at  South 
Pond,  was  about  $650. 
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The  work  otherwise  on  roads  has  been  confined  to  general 
repairs,  the  roads  in  the  outlying  districts  having  had  a  larger 
allotment  than  usual,  and  with  few  exceptions  at  the  close  of 
the  year  were  in  better  condition  than  in  any  previous  year. 

As  no  work  requiring  a  special  appropriation  is  anticipated, 
the  Selectmen  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $10,500.00.

Of  the  above  sums  expended  on  new  roads  $130.20  was  ex- 
pended on  the  Doten  Koad,  $371.96  w^as  expended  in  construc- 
tion of  the  Beaver  Dam  Road,  and  $10.00  for  deferred  land 
damages  on  Nelson  Street. 

No  definite  action  on  the  petitions  for  the  laying  out  of 
Faunce's  Lane  and  extension  of  Cliff  Street  to  the  Beach  has 
been  taken.  In  the  former  case  the  difficulties  involved  in  dis- 
posing of  the  surface  water  and  the  possibility  that  some  other 
plan  than  that  asked  for  by  the  petitioners  would  better  serve 
the  public  has  delayed  action. 

In  the  latter  case,  should  the  railroad  now  contemplated  be 
built,  it  might  change  any  plan  at  present  contemplated,  and  it 
was  considered  best  to  defer  action  until  it  was  definitely  settled 
that  the  railroad  was  to  be  built. 
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An  order  of  notice  has  been  served  on  the  Town  by  the  County 
Commissioners  for  the  removal  of  the  building  at  the  junction  of 
Spring  Hill  and  Summer  Street,  and  the  widening  and  improving 
of  the  highway  at  that  point,  which  will  require  working  the 
present  year. 

The  sum  assessed  upon  the  Town  as  its  proportion  of  land 
damages,  together  with  the  working,  will  require  an  addition  to 
the  balance  to  credit  of  the  account,  an  appropriation  of  $1,800.

The  above  balance  repsesents  the  net  income  after  charging 
to  the  general  account  the  sum  of  $1,300  maturing  bonds  of  the 
loan  of  1887,  $2,156  for  extension  and  change  of  pipes,  and 
$472.88  balance  against  the  works  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year,  showing  that  the  net  income  apart  from  the  operating  ex- 
penses would  have  been  about  $6,000. 

There  will  become  due  June  1st  maturing  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $2,800,  the  first  installment  of  the  sinking  fund  of 
the  loan  of  $70,000  issued  in  1885,  together  with  the  sum  of 
$1,300  maturing  bonds  of  loan  of  1887,  in  all  $4,100,  for  which 
provision  will  have  to  be  made. 

The  Selectmen  recommend  that  said  sums  be  charged  to  the 
water  account,  leaving  a  balance  on  the  basis  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  last  year  of  some  $2,000  for  special  repairs  and 
extensions,  a  sum  equal  to  the  yearly  expenditures  for  repairs 
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and  extensions  for  the  past  two  years,  and  much  larger  than  the 
average  of  previous  years. 

Of  the  balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  works  $1,800 
will  be  appropriated  to  the  sinking  fund,  which,  with  the 
amount  now  to  the  credit  of  the  fund,  will,  it  is  estimated,  pro- 
vide for  $11,300  of  the  loan  of  $12,000  becoming  due  the  pres- 
ent year,  leaving  a  balance  of  $700,  which  it  is  recommended 
be  appropriated  to  provide  for  the  deficiency.

The  expenditures  for'  rent  Jof  Armory,  heating  and  lighting 
the  same,  has  been  less  the  amoLint  reimbursed  by  the  State 
$585.00,  and  including  the  expense  of  a  rifle  range  of  $211.51, 
which  the  law  requires  to  be  furnished  by  the  Town  in  which 
militia  companies  are  located  $796.51.  The  annual  expense 
required  to  be  paid  by  the  Town  for  maintaining  a  militia  com- 
pany under  the  present  arrangements  is  $620. 

Included  in  the  above  account  is  an  expenditure  of  $92.56  for 
voting  booths  required  uiider"^the  Australian  system  of  voting. 
They  are  constructed  so  as  to  be  folded  and  kept  for  future  use. 

The  election  expenses  under  the  new  method  of  voting  incurs 
additional  expense,  in  providing  tellers  and  election  officers, 
which  will  be  further  increased  if  the  system  is  to  be  applied  to 
election  for  Town  officers. 

These  and  other  expenses  not^anticipated  when  the  appro- 
priation was  made  has  occasioned  the  overdraft  in  the  account.

At  the  time  of  the  last  annual  report  the  number  of  electric 
lights  was  eighteen,  all  of  which  were  arc ;  gas  lights  forty- 
three,  and  oil  lights  twelve.  For  the  arc  lights  the  sum  paid 
was  $98.82  per  year,  and  for  the  gas  lights  $18.00.  Soon  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  last  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen  made  a 
somewhat  thorough  investigation  of  the  matter  of  street  light- 
ing and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  for  the  interest 
of  the  Town  to  abandon  the  gas  and  oil  lights  and  substitute 
electric.  Consequently  on  the  18th  of  May  they  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  [the  Plymouth  Electric  Light  Co.  for  one 
year,  beginning  Juh^  1st,  for  the  supply  of  eighteen  arc  lights 
not  less  than  twelve  hundred  candle  power  and  eighty-five  in- 
candescent lights  of  thirty-two  candle  power  for  the  sum  of 
$3,100.  Not  less  than  eight  incandescent  lights  were  to  be  sup- 
plied for  the  Town  House  for  which  no  charge  was  to  be  made. 
The  lights  were  to  be  lighted  not  less  than  twenty-four  nights  in 
the  month,  and  tojburn  until  twelve  o'clock.  The  price  of  the 
arc  lights  was  to^^be  considered  eighty  dollars  per  year,  and  of 
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the  incandescent  nineteen  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  Since  the 
above  agreement  was  made  six  incandescent  lights  have  been 
added,  making  ninety-one  in  all.  The  oil  lights  have  been 
abandoned,  and  ths  only  gas  light  in  use  is  one  in  the  lock-up 
where  an  all  night  service  is  required. 

•  It  may  be  thought  expedient  to  reduce  the  number  of  arc 
lights  and  increase  that  of  the  incandescent.  The  cost  of  the 
arc  lights,  $240,  would  furnish  twelve  incandescent,  and  if  these 
were  displaced  nine  lights  could  be  added  to  the  present  system 
in  places  where  they  are  much  needed.  As  the  Town  is  at  pres- 
ent supplied,  the  cost  for  the  coming  year  will  be —

To  meet  this  expenditure,  in  addition  to  the  balance  undrawn 
of  $419  49,  an  appropriation  of  $2,900  is  recommended.

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The  payments  against  this  account  have  been  largely  in  excess 
of  former  years,  caused  by  the  employment  of  an  additional 
night  watchman  at  an  annual  salary  of  $700,  the  employment  of 
an  additional  police  force  at  the  August  celebration,  costing 
$317.25,  and  bill  for  enforcement  of  liquor  law,  $109.80,  all  of 
which  have  been  charged  to  the  above  account. 

To  provide  for  the  present  number  of  officers  and  extra  police 
service,  which  will  probably  be  required,  will  call  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $2,100  in  addition  to  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  the 
account.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 

Of  Plymouth,  Mass.,  February  1.  1890. 


As  this  is  the  first  report  of  this  Commission,  a  brief  history 
of  what  has  l)een  done  in  previous  years  in  the  procurement  of 
lands  for  a  park  seems  to  be  appropriate. 

The  late  Dr.  LeBaron  Russell,  for  many  years  owned  and 
kept  open  for  public  use,  about  fifty  acres  of  our  most  attractive 
park  lands,  extending  from  the  old  grove  at  "  Little  Pond  "  to 
the  Landing  at  Billington  Sea  and  beyond.  It  is  due  to  the 
foresight  of  Dr.  Russell  that  the  forests  of  this  large  tract  were 
preserved  until  there  came  a  demand  for  the  lands  for  a  Public 
Park. 

In  the  year  1885  Dr.  Russell  gladly  agreed  to  sell  this  land 
for  $1,500.00,  provided  it  should  be  used  and  kept  as  a  park. 

At  the  town  meeting,  March  13,  1886,  it  was  voted:  "That 
"  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  in 
"the  year  1882,  entitled,  'An  Act  authorizing  towns  and  cities 
"  to  lay  out  public  parks  within  their  limits,'  be  accepted.  Yes, 
"  73  ;  No.  7."  The  certificate  of  acceptance,  singed  by  Henry 
B.  Peirce,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  is  on  file  at  the 
town  house. 

Private  individuals  were  solicited  to  furnish  the  money 
needed  to  purchase  the  Russell  land,  and  the  full  sum  had  been 
pledged  previous  to  the  town  meeting,  May  17,  1886.  At  this 
meeting  the  Town  was  asked  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Park 

3 
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Commissioners,  which,  under  the  law,  was  the  next  step  to  be 
taken  in  the  procurement  of  a  parli.  After  discussion,  the 
consideration  of  the  question  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

.At  this  juncture  the  land  was  sold  to  Nathaniel  Morton  for 
the  price  named,  he  promising  Dr.  Russell  that  he,  as  agent  for 
the  persons  who  had  pledged  money  for  its  purchase,  would 
again  ask  the  Town  to  accept  it  as  a  park,  and  if  the  Town 
refused,  that  he  would  endeavor  to  have  the  lauds  held  for 
public  use  by  means  of  a  perpetual  trust. 

It  seemed  also  desirable  to  include  in  the  park  several  parcels 
of  land  abutting  on  or  ne  r  to  the  Russell  land. 

The  most  of  the  owners  of  these  lands  favored  this,  and 
either  gave  their  lands  to  the  Town  or  sold  them  at  a  small 
price. 

The  first  of  the  additional  lands  secured  was  a  strip  of  upland 
and  marsh,  of  about  nine  acres,  extending  from  "  Bill  Holmes' 
Dam  "  to  the  road  near  "  Deep  Water  Bridge,"  purchased  of 
Samuel  W.  Holmes,  for  $200.00.  A  road  about  three  eighths  of 
a  mile  long  was  made  over  this  land,  and  a  bridge  built  over 
the  flume  of  the  Robinson  Iron  Company,  with  their  consent, 
at  a  cost  of  about  $600.00  Thus  another  entrance  to  the 
proposed  park  lands,  and  a  road  much  needed  for  public  travel 
were  secured. 

Another  desirable  piece  of  land  was  the  "  Witch  Hollow 
Lot,"  which  lies  between  "  Little  Pond  "  and  the  Carver  road. 
This  lot,  containing  about  twenty  acres,  was  bought  of 
Mrs.  Mary  A.  Hedge  for  $400.00,  and  will  become  a  very 
attractive  part  of  the  park. 

The  several  tracts  of  land  thus  secured,  and  the  improve- 
ments to  the  roads,  paths  and  grounds,  had  cost  in  the  Spring 
of  1889  the  sum  of  $3,300.00.  Individual  subscriptions  were 
made  to  the  amount  of  $3,625.00.  The  land  was  bought  and 
deeded  to  George  R.  Briggs,  as  agent  for  the  parties  subscribing, 
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to  be  presented  to  the  Town  as  a  gift,  on  condition  that  the 
the  Town  should  hold  it  as  a  public  park. 

At  the  town  meeting,  April  8,  1889,  it  was  voted,  "  That  the 
Town  proceed  to  elect  three  persons  to  act  as  a  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners." 

The  election  resulted  in  the  choice  of  the  undersigned. 

At  this  meeting  the  Town  approved  of  the  location  of  the 
before  mentioned  lands  for  a  park  by  vote  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  (125)  to  four  (4). 

The  Board  organized  May  6,  1889,  by  the  election  of  Nathan- 
iel Morton,  Chairman,  and  George  R.  Briggs,  Secretary. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Board,  May  25,  1889,  it  was  voted  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  154  of  the  Public  Statutes  of  1882,  to 
locate  as  a  public  Park  the  land  conveyed  to  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  by  deed  of  George  R.  Briggs,  dated  May  4,  1889,  said 
land  having  been  purchased  by  said  Briggs  as  agent  for —

The  above-named  deed  is  recorded  in  Plymouth  County  Rec- 
ords, Book  581,  page  363. 

At  the  town  meeting,  June  6,  1889,  it  was  voted,  "That  the 
lot  of  land  of  fourteen  acres,  more  or  less,  belonging  to  the 
town,  situated  at  Hospital  Cove,  so  called,  at  Billington  Sea 
being  the  land  conveyed  to  the  town  of  Plymouth  by  Mary  Dun- 
ham by  deed  January  15,  177G,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  a  pu^blic  park,  in  conformity  with  chapter  154:  of  the 
Statutes  of  1882. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  J uly  5,  1889,  it  was 
voted,  in  accordance  with  chapter  154  of  the  Public  Statutes  of 
1882,  to  locate  for  park  purposes  the  land  at  Hospital  Cove,  so 
called,  appropriated  by  the  town  at  the  tovv'n  meeting,  June  6, 


Chapter  154  of  the  Acts  of  1882,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board, 
gives  Park  Commissioners  the  power  to  locate  all  park  lands  ; 
and  whenever  a  location  can  be  made  without  expense  to  the 
town,  concurrent  action  on  the  part  of  the  town  is  not  necessary. 

This  opinion  has  been  confirmed  by  good  legal  advisers,  and 
by  the  Parks-Commission  of  Worcester,  who  have  had  several 
jeais  experience  under  the  law. 

Accordingly  the  Commissioners  accepted  as  gifts  four  other 
parcels  of  land,  and  located  them  as  a  part  of  Forest  Park,  so 
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called.  At  a  meeting  of  this  Board,  November  28,  1889,  it  was 
voted  to  accept  as  a  gift  to  the  town  about  twelve  acres  of  land 
at  Billington  Sea,  deeded  to  the  town  by  Harold  Whiting,  Sep- 
tember 9,  1889,  and  locate  the  same  as  a  part  of  Forest  Park,  so 
called.    Deed  recorded,  Book  585,  page  163. 

It  was  also  voted  to  accept  as  a  gift  to  the  town  about  thirty- 
eight  acres  of  land  at  Billington  Sea,  deeded  to  the  town  by 
Everett  F.  Sherman,  November  18,  1889,  and  locate  the  same  as 
a  part  of  Forest  Park,  so  called.  Deed  recorded,  Book  591, 
page  250. 

Of  the  last  named  lot,  Mr.  Sherman  gave  to  the  Town  as  a 
free  gift  all  the  upland,  containing  twenty  to  twenty-five  acres  ; 
the  remainder  was  in  demand  for  a  cranberry  bog,  but  Mr. 
Sherman,  agreeing  with  the  Commissioners,  that  the  location 
of  a  cranberry  bog  within  the  park  would  be  disadvantageous  to 
the  latter,  consented  to  sell  the  swamp  at  the  moderate  price  of 
$400.00.  This  sum  the  Commissioners,  by  personal  effort, 
secured. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  December  31,  1889,  it  was  voted 
to  accept  as  a  gift  to  the  Town,  from  John  C.  Barnes  and  heirs 
of  Ellis  Barnes,  about  four  and  a  half  acres  of  land  lying  to 
the  westward  of  "  Little  Pond  "  and  adjoining  the  Town  land, 
and  to  locate  the  same  as  a  part  of  Forest  Park,  so  called. 
Deed  dated  December  28,  1889.  Becorded,  Book  593,  pages 
235  -6.  This  gift  is  a  valuable  one  to  the  park  interest,  as  it 
forms  a  border  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  "  Red  Spring"  road 
for  a  distance  of  100  rods,  and  makes  the  westerly  boundary 
of  the  pa^-k  a  straight  line  from  Billington  Sea  nearly  to  the 
Carver  road. 

About  one-half  ci  the  land  in  the  bed  of  the  brook,  between 
Billington  Sea  and  "  Deep-water  Bridge  "  was  owned  b}^  the 
heirs  of  Nathaniel,  Andrew  L.,  and  LeBaron  Russell.  It 
was  given  to  the  Town  by  deed  September  10,  1889.  Recorded 
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in  Book  588,  page  484  This  land  was  accepted  and  located 
as  a  part  of  Forest  Park,  so  called,  by  vote  of  this  Board 
January  16,  1890. 

These  eight  pieces  of  park  land  form  one  tract  of  about  150 
acres,  which  nearly  surrounds  "  Little  Pond,"  containing  40 
acres,  and  borders  for  a  distance  of  over  a  mile  on  Billiugtou 
Sea — a  pond  of  308  acres. 

For  the  uses  of  a  park  we  can  claim  an  area  of  land  and 
water  of  five  hundred  acres. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  the  name  of  the 
park  has  been  changed  from  Forest  Park  to  Morton  Park. 


The  fund  remaining  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Briggs,  as  agent  for 
the  before-named  subscribers,  after  the  purchase  of  the  land 
was  $325.00,  which  was  increased  by  other  receipts  to  the 
amount  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  All  of  this  has  been 
expended  upon  the  roads,  paths,  new  trees,  and  in  the  care  of 
the  grounds,  and  a  further  sum  of  1230.00  has  been  expended 
for  the  same  purposes  and  for  cutting  wood.  To  pay  this 
expense  the  wood  valued  at  about  |150.  is  pledged,  and  the 
balance  has  been  paid  by  personal  subscriptions.  For  the 
current  year  an  appropriation  of  $500.00  is  asked  for  this  park. 

It  has  been  the  plan  of  this  Board  to  preserve  to  a  great 
degree  the  natural  wildness  of  the  forests  which  cover  the  larger 
part  of  the  park  lands ;  to  keep  the  roads  narrow,  but  to  make 
turnouts  at  frequent  or  convenient  intervals ;  and  to  open  some 
new  roads,  these  having,  as  a  secondary  object,  the  division  of 
the  land  into  smaller  parcels,  in  order  to  give  better  chance  to 
check  the  spread  of  any  fires  that  may  occur. 

The  whole  length  of  roads  in  the  park  is  over  four  miles. 
Nearly  two  and  a  half  miles  of  foot-paths  have  been  opened  ; 
some  along  the  margins  of  the  roads ;  some  leading  away  from 
roads  through  the  thick  woods,  to  the  most  attractive  places  on 
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the  shores  of  the  ponds ;  while  others  lead  around,  part  way  up 
the  sides  of  deep  bowl-shaped  hollows,  which  offer  the  quietest 
retreats,  where  a  lover  of  the  woods  can  find  endless  attractions. 
The  path  by  the  side  of  "Little  Pond  Lane"  can  be  followed  all 
the  way  to  "The  Landing"  at  Billington  Sea. 

In  some  places  the  trees  have  been  thinned  out  very  much  to 
give  better  growth  to  those  remaining,  or  to  open  views  of  the 
ponds  or  hillsides.  All  the  wood  has  been  cut  from  a  tract  of 
one  and  a  half  acres,  and  one  hundred  sweet  chestnut  trees  set 
out,  all  of  which  show  a  good  growth  made  last  year.  At  other 
openings  in  the  woodlands,  sweet  chestnut,  shell-bark  walnut, 
butternut,  black  walnut  and  other  nut  trees,  to  the  number  of 
150  have  been  placed.  Three  dozen  fine  Norway  maple  and 
sugar-maple  trees  have  been  planted,  mainly  upon  the  margin 
of  the  road  leading  from  "Deep-water"  to  "The  Landing." 

The  park  is  already  well  supplied  with  oak  trees,  but  the  char- 
acter of  them  can  be  improved  by  the  cultivation  of  seedlings. 
In  some  sections  there  is  an  abundant  growth  of  young  beech, 
white-pine,  pitch-pine  and  some  walnut.  The  plan  has  been  to 
encourage  the  growth  of  these  by  removing  trees  that  interfere 
with  them  ;  and  in  other  places,  more  especially  on  the  crests  of 
the  hills,  to  set  out  white-pine  and  other  evergreens.  It  seems 
desirable  that  the  park  shall  eventually  include  every  variety  of 
native  tree,  shrub  and  wild  flower  that  will  grow  in  this  climate. 

John  Burroughs  writes  that  an  English  traveller  "  complained 
of  the  absence  of  bird  voices  in  oar  fields,  groves  and  orchards, 
compared  with  what  she  had  been  used  to  at  home."  Morton 
Park,  with  its  undulatory  surface,  steep  hills,  deep  hollows, 
sheltered  swamps  and  valleys,  groves,  thick  woods,  open  lands, 
marshes,  brooks  and  ponds,  presents  every  variety  of  protection 
or  exposure  needed  foy  the  homes  of  birds,  squirrels,  rabbits 
and  other  animals.  Many  are  found  there,  but  the  number 
would  increase  rapidly,  and  they  would  be  tamer  and  more  com- 
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panionable,  if  the  use  of  fire  arms  in  these  woods  should  be  aban- 
doned. 

How  little  satisfaction  it  must  be,  for  the  sake  of  a  moment  o^ 
pleasure,  or  for  a  mess  of  pottage,  to  kill  a  bird,  squirrel,  or  rab- 
bit, which,  if  left  to  live,  would  give  pleasure  to  hundreds  of 
people  and  add  much  to  the  attractions  of  the  park.  We  hope 
to  protect  the  birds  and  other  animals  bj  interesting  in  their 
behalf  those  who  use  the  park  ;  but  there  may  be  an  occasional 
instance  where  it  will  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  law. 

By  authorit}^  vested  in  this  Board  by  tho  Statutes,  the  follow- 
ing rule  has  been  adopted,  passed  February  1,  1890  :  Any  per- 
son killing  a  bird,  or  other  animal,  rohhing  a  ne-st,  discharging  fire- 
arms, or  setting  afire,  toithin  the  Umits  of  a  park,  without  permis- 
sion of  the  Park  Commissioners,  will  he  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 


Proposed  Park. 

In  the  judgment  of  this  Board  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  town 
to  devote  to  the  purposes  of  a  public  park  a  lot  of  land  belong- 
ing to  the  town  in  front  of  the  Mount  Pleasant  school-house, 
known  as  "  Jumpiug-hill." 

There  seems  to  be  a  need  of  a  general  play-ground  for  base 
ball  and  other  games.  Such  grounds  could  be  legally  held  as  a 
park  under  the  Statutes  of  1882. 

The  Conimissiouers  desire  to  receive  suggestions  from  any  one 
as  to  any  suitable  location  that  can  be  obtained,  at  reasonable 
expense,  for  such  purpose.

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Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  Improvement 
of  Training  Green. 

As  it  was  found  to  be  impossible  to  complete  the  work  as  soon 
as  August  first,  it  was  thought  best  not  to  begin  until  after  that 
date.  It  was  decided  to  reset  the  cap-stone,  dressed  with  a  bevel 
of  two  inches  in  a  thickness  of  eight  inches.  When  that  was 
done  it  was  found  desirable  to  get  some  advice  as  to  setting  the 
stones,  building  the  steps  and  arranging  the  walks  and  grades. 
We  were  favored  by  the  interest  in  Plymouth  taken  by  the 
prominent  landscape  architects,  Messrs.  F.  L.  Olmsted  &  Co. 
Their  services  were  secured  almost  gratuitously.  They  fur- 
nished plans  which  were  acceptable  to  the  Committee.  So  far 
as  the  work  is  done,  it  is  substantially  in  conformity  with  the 
plans  furnished.  The  architect  recommended  taking  into  the 
Green  a  strip  of  land  five  feet  in  width  on  Pleasant  Street,  which 
was  formerly  left  for  a  sidewalk,  and  a  strip  of  land  four  feet  in 
width  from  both  North  Green  and  South  Green  Streets.  This 
advice  was  followed,  except  that  a  strip  of  only  three  feet  wide 
was  taken  from  North  Green  Street,  and  only  two  feet  wide  from 
South  Green  Street. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  addition  to  the  appropriation  already 
voted,  an  appropriation  of  $600  will  be  needed  to  complete  the 
work.

The  Force  of  the  Department 

Consists  of  a  Board  of  six  Engineers  and  128  men,  organized 
as  follows  :  Two  Steamer  Companies  of  thirty  men  each  ;  one 
Hand  Engine  Company,  twenty  men ;  one  Hook  &  Ladder 
Oompany,  sixteen  men  ;  one  Chemical  Engine  Company,  eight 
men  ;  four  Independent  Hose  Companies  of  six  men  each. 


Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  of  the  Department  consists  of  two  steamers, 
one  hand  engine,  one  hook  and  ladder  truck,  one  small  chemical 
engine,  four  independent  hose  carriages. 
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Hose. 

We  have  in  the  Department  at  this  time  5,000  feet  of  cotton 
rubber  lined  hose,  1,500  feet  having  been  purchased  the  past 
year. 

Buildings. 

The  buildings  of  the  Department  are  in  fair  condition.  A 
room  has  been  added  to  the  brick  engine  house  for  the  chemical 
engine. 


Hydrants. 

Four  new  post  hydrants  have  been  set  the  past  year,  making 
in  all  eighty-three  belonging  to  the  Town,  with  four  private 
hydrants  at  Woolen  Mill  and  four  at  Plymouth  Cordage  Co.'s 
works.  There  are  forty-nine  hydrants  on  high  service  and 
thirty-four  on  low. 


Reservoirs. 

The  five  reservoirs  belonging  to  the  Town  are  in  good  order 
and  condition.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

Of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  the  Year  1889. 


The  rules  and  regnlations  adopted  b;,  the  Board  were  duly 
published  in  the  Old  Colony  Memorial,  EVee  Press,  and  by  post- 
ers. During  the  year  there  have  been  22  complaints  made,  and 
notices  duly  sent  to  householders  to  abate  nuisances  on  their 
premises,  and  the  notices  were,  with  few  exceptions,  properly 
attended  fo  In  a  few  instances  second  notices  were  sent,  and 
all  requirements  were  satisfactorily  met  except  in  one  instance, 
and  then  the  Board  in  this  case  w^ere  obliged  to  vacate  the 
premises.  There  have  also  been  numerous  complaints  made 
during  the  year  to  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  North  Street  sewer 
emptying  into  Town  Dock. 

Notice  was  sent  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  extend  said 
sewer  into  the  Dug  Out  at  Long  Wharf,  which  notice  was  only 
partially  attended  to.  Upon  reviewing  the  premises  the  Board 
became  satisfied  that  a  license  was  needed  from  the  Land  and 
Harbor  Commissioners  to  maintain  said  sewer  over  and  into  the 
tide  waters  of  said  dock.  The  Board  therefore  petitioned  the 
Board  of  Land  and  Harbor  Commissioners  for  a  license  to  build 
and  maintain  a  wooden  drain  20x20  inches,  or  a  pipe  20  inches 
in  diameter  to  run  from  mean  high  water  mark  into  the  Dug 
Out.  Said  license  was  granted  by  said  Board  as  per  plans 
filed  and  recorded  with  Plymouth  County  Register  of  Deeds. 
Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season  before  the  license  was 
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granted,  the  Board  deemed  it  inexpedient  to  build  said  sewer  ; 
but  the  Board  recommend  that  the  said  sewer  be  built  the 
coming  year,  before  warm  weather.

Union  Street. 

Of  the  5  cases  of  scarlet  fever  1  was  at  Seaside,  2  on  Sand- 
wich Street,  1  on  Union  Street,  1  at  Chiltonville. 

The  two  cases  of  measles  were  at  the  Cliff. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Town 
to  the  necessity  of  providing  better  sanitary  accommodations  for 
all  of  the  public  schools,  and  especially  urge  upon  the  Town  the 
great  necessity  of  a  better  system  of  sewerage  throughout  the 
thickly  settled  portions  of  the  Town  than  we  have  at  the  pres- 
ent time.

Total  number  of  feet  and  cost. 

One  hundred  and  eighteen  feet  of  4-inch  pipe  was  lowered 
down  to  conform  with  change  of  grade  on  Franklin  Street,  at  a 
cost  of  $51.73. 


Street  Mains. 

The  street  mains  are  in  good  condition.  Thirty-one  leaks  on 
the  mains  have  been  repaired  in  various  parts  of  the  system. 
This  includes  a  bad  and  expensive  leak  in  the  10-inch  branch 
on  Summer  Street,  junction  of  High,  that  connects  the  high 
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And  low  service,  which  necessitated  shutting  off  the  high  service 
from  the  south  part  of  the  town  for  a  part  of  four  days. 

We  have  not  had  as  many  leaks  the  past  year  as  usual.  We 
had  eighty-nine  in  the  year  1888,  and  fifty-five  in  the  year  1887. 
The  high  service  has  exposed  the  weak  places  in  the  old  pipes. 
The  greatest  number  of  leaks  have  been  in  the  small  pipe, 
2  and  4-inch.  The  hydrants  and  blow-ofi's  have  been  opened, 
and  the  pipes  thoroughly  flushed. 


Service  Pipes. 

Twenty-five  new  service  pipes  have  been  laid  at  a  cost  of 
$148.18,  the  total  number  in  use  being  1,389,  the  street  length 
of  service  pipes  being  27,096  feet,  one  iron  service  pipe  taken 
out  and  replaced  by  lead  at  a  cost  of  $3.93.  No  trouble  was 
experienced  from  frozen  service  pipes  during  the  Winter.  Four 
leaks  have  occurred  the  past  year  in  service  pipes ;  cost  of 
repairs,  $12.95.

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Gates. 

Sixteen  new  gates,  from  two  to  six  inches,  have  been  set  the 
past  year.  The  cost  of  ten  of  the  above  gates  is  included  in  the 
cost  of  the  extensions.  Six  new  gates,  at  street  intersections, 
to  remedy  the  shutting  off  large  sections  when  repairs  are  needed, 
have  been  placed  as  follows : 

One  four-inch  set  on  Franklin  Street,  junction  Mayflower 
Street,  at  a  cost  of  $13.78.  One  two-inch,  set  on  Washington 
Street,  junction  Mayflower  Street,  at  a  cost  of  19.75.  One  three- 
inch,  set  on  South  Street,  north  of  Mount  Pleasant  Street  branch, 
at  a  cost  of  $11.50.  One  two-inch,  set  on  South  Street,  above 
Mayflower  Street  branch,  at  a  cost  of  $13.35.  One  two-inch,  set 
on  South  Street,  above  Whiting  Street  branch,  at  a  cost  of 
$13.35.  One  two-inch,  set  on  South  District  Eoad,  junction  Old 
Sandwich  Road,  at  a  cost  of  $13.20.  Total  cost  of  the  six  gates 
set,  not  included  in  the  extensions,  $74.93.  One  old  two-inch 
gate,  taken  out  on  South  Street,  junction  Sandwich  Streec,  and 
replaced  by  a  new  one  at  a  cost  of  $15.10. 

Reservoirs. 

All  underbrush  and  weeds  in  the  vicinity  of  the  low-service 
reservoir,  have  been  cut  down  and  removed.  I  gave  the  grounds 
about  the  reservoir  a  dressing  of  Stockbridge  Fertilizer,  and 
sowed  grass  and  clover  seed  on  the  embankments,  which  has 
improved  the  sod  on  the  slopes  of  the  basin,  at  a  cost  of  $27.83. 

The  High-Service  Reservoir  is  in  good  condition  ;  the  embank- 
ments and  slopes  should  be  covered  with  soil  and  sowed  with 
clover  and  grass  seed  the  coming  Spring. 


New  Takers. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  takers  this  year,  twenty-one 
tenements,  twenty-eight  water  closets,  eight  bathing  tubs,  four 
stables,  Plymouth  <fe  Kingston  Street  Railway  car  house,  and  the 
Electric  Light  Company,  with  two  120  horse  power  boilers. 
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Butments  at  Ponds. 

The  butment  at  Little  South  Pond  and  well  room  at  outlet  of 
pipe  has  been  repaired,  built  higher,  and  long,  heavy  stones 
having  been  laid  on  top  of  butment  and  dogged  together,  every 
precaution  has  been  taken  to  prevent  the  ice  from  carrying  it 
away,  at  a  cost  of  $65.15. 

The  butment  at  Great  South  Pond  has  been  cemented  and 
put  in  good  condition,  at  a  cost  of  $15.95.  The  screens  have 
been  carefully  cleaned  from  time  to  time. 


Boxes. 

Fifty-two  service  and  ten  gate  boxes  have  been  replaced  by 
new  ones,  at  a  cost  of  $97.30.  Iron  boxes  have  been  connected 
with  the  services  put  in  during  the  year,  when  it  was  considered 
practicable. 


Drinking  Fountains  and  Stand  Pipes. 

Five  drinking  fountains  have  been  in  use  the  past  year.  Three 
of  them  are  on  high-service  and  two  on  low-service,  and  have 
called  for  the  usual  amount  of  attention  and  repairs.  Four 
stand  pipes  have  been  in  use  during  the  Summer  season.  Three 
are  on  low-service  and  one  on  high-service.

For  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  to  be  held  in 
Davis  Hall,  at  8.30  o'clock  in  the  Pore- 
noon  of  Monday,  March  17,  1890. 


Article  1.    To  choose  a  Moderator. 

Art.  '2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  Officers  and 
Committees  of  the  Town  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  following  Officers  will,  in  accordance  with 
a  vote  of  the  Town,  and  until  otherwise  ordered,  be  voted  for 
on  one  ballot,  to  wit :  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer, 
Auditor,  Assessors,  Constables,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  Water  Commissioners,  School  Committee,  Board 
of  Health,  Committee  on  Agawam  and  Half-way  Pond  Fishery. 

Art.  4.  To  revise  and  accept  a  list  of  jurors  prepared  by 
the  Selectmen. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  continue  the  publication 
of  the  Town  Records. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  and  for  disbursement  under  the  provisions 
of  the  laws  relating  to  state  aid,  and  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  Town  after  January  1st,  1891. 

Art.  7.  To  make  the  necessary  appropriations  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  Town,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  raise  such 
sums  of  money  as  the  Town  shall  deem  expedient. 
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Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  defray  the  expenses  of  Decora- 
tion Day. 

Art.  9.  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  Town?  Vote  to  be  by  separate  ballot,  "  Yes," 
or  "No,"  in  answer  to  the  question. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  aid  of 
the  Public  Library. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  direct  the  extension  of  the 
water  pipes  in  Vine  Hills  Cemetery,  and  make  any  necessary 
appropriation  therefor. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  a  free  passage  of 
young  herrings  down  Eel  River. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  reduce  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  from  five  to  three. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  give  to  the  projected  rail- 
road from  Plymouth  to  Bourne  a  right  of  way  through  Water 
Street  and  across  Town  Dock  and  Town  Brook,  so  far  as  the 
Town  may  have  power  in  the  premises. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  discontinue  a  portion  of 
the  old  road  leading  from  Doten  School-house  to  Sandwich  road. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  improving  in  and  about  Cedarville  Cemetery, 
in  compliance  with  the  petition  of  Charles  E.  Kimball  and 
others. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  dispose  of  a  strip  of  land  at  the  foot  of  Burial  Hill  in  the 
rear  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Bartlett  Ellis. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  petition  the  Legislature 
for  authority  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars,  to  aid  in  the  reception  and  entertainment  of

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
prosecute,  compromise  or  defend  any  suit  or  suits  within  the 
Commonwealth,  in  the  name  of  the  Town. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  dollars  for  the  improvement  of  Training  Green. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  for  the  care  and  improvement  of  Morton  Park. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  devote  to  the  purposes  of  a 
public  park  that  part  of  the  Mount  Pleasant  school-house  lot 
that  lies  on  the  easterly  side  of  Whiting  Street,  known  as 
"Jumping  Hill."

To  see  if  the  town  will  make  an  appropriation  to 
purchase  land  for  a  lot  for  a  new  high  school-house. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  make  an  appropriation  for 
providing  better  and  additional  means  of  ventilation  in  the  high 
school  building,  as  required  by  the  Inspector  of  Public  Buildings. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  School  Commit- 
tee to  continue  the  evening  school,  and  appropriate  a  sufficient 
sum  for  the  purpose  out  of  the  general  appropriation  for  schools. 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  sell  the  school-house  and  land  at  Indian  Brook. 

Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  Town,  if  permission  be  given  by  the 
Legislature,  will  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars  to  aid  in  the  reception  and  entertainment  of  the  National 
Convention  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  on  their  pro- 
posed visit  to  Plymouth  in  August  next.

The  Committee  recommend  for  the  support  and 
superintendence  of  schools  and  the  purchase  of  books 
and  supplies  $25,100. 

As  extra  necessary  repairs  will  be  required  during 
the  present  year,  they  recommend  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $1,500  for  repairs,  the  improvement 
of  school-house  grounds,  and  supplying  water  to  the 
Chiltonville  G-rammar  School. 

Included  in  the  general  school  account  is  the  appro- 
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priation  of  $400  for  an  Evening  School.  As  no  money 
has  been  expended  on  account  of  this  school  the  actual 
deficiency  is  increased  to  $726.45. 

There  are  thirty-three  schools  and  thirty-seven 
teachers.  A  detailed  report  of  location,  names  of 
teachers,  salaries,  etc.,  will  be  I  found  in  the  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  Evening  School,  for^  which  an  appropriation  of 
$400  was  made  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  was  opened 
in  the  Russell  Street  school-house  inJNovember  last,  and 
has  been  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  twenty-five  scholars.  The  Committee  recommend  its 
continuance  during  the  winter  of  1890-91,  provided 
sufficient  interest  is  manifested  in  the  school  at  the 
commencement  of  the  term,  the  expense  of  the  same  to 
be  met  out  of  the  general  appropriation. 

The  Committee  ap:ain  call  attention  to  the  condition  of 
the  High  School  building,  to  which  particular  allusion 
was  made  in  last  year's  report.  An  inspection  was  made 
by  a  State  Inspector  in  January  last,  and  a  notice  served 
on  the  Committee  to  improve  its  condition.  To  comply 
with  this  will  require  a  radical  change  in  the  system  of 
heating  and  ventilating  the  building,  for  which  a  consid- 
erable appropriation  will  be  necessary.

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SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT. 


To  THE  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  r 

In  compliance  with  your  regulations,  I  present  the  fol- 
lowing as  my  report  for  the  year  ending  with  December, 
1889  : 

It  is  very  evident  to  one  who  has  carefully  watched  the 
schools  of  the  town  in  their  work  from  day  to  day,  that 
very  satisfactory  improvement  has  been  made  during  the 
past  year;  indeed,  I  am  very  w^ell  assured  that  they  were 
never  in  so  promising  a  condition  as  they  are  at  the  pres- 
ent time. 

I  would  not  imply  that  any  sudden  change  has  taken 
place  in  the  progress  of  the  schools  of  the  town  ;  it  is 
rather  the  result  of  arrangements  made  from  time  to  time 
in  past  years,  of  which  the  effects  are  now  becoming 
clearly  perceptible. 

The  change  in  the  method  of  study  and  recitation  which 
is  now  so  generally  accepted  in  the  best  sghools,  has  pro- 
duced for  us,  perhaps,  more  improvement  in  the  acquisi- 
tion of  true  knowledge  than  any  thing  else  we  have  done. 
The  practice  of  this  method  requires  the  teacher,  not  to 
name  a  page,  or  a  fraction  of  a  page  of  the  text-book  to 
the  class  as  the  subject  of  a  future  lesson,  with  questions 
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at  the  bottom  of  the  page,  and  the  whole  work  to  be 
properly  memorized ;  but  to  present  the  subject  logicallj 
reduced  to  topics,  displayed  on  the  black-board  before  the 
school,  with  the  injunction  that  the  scholars  are  to  make 
themselves  acquainted  with  the  lesson  thus  topically  pre- 
sented, as  best  they  may,  by  their  text-book  or  by  any 
other  book  which  may  give  them  any  help.  By  this 
means  the  scholar  is  attracted  to  the  reference  book  which 
the  school  may  furnish,  or  sent  to  the  public  library,  where 
he  may  begin  to  learn  to  investigate  for  himself.  By 
degrees,  he  acquires  the  power,  and  with  it,  the  pleasure 
of  original  thinking,  of  course,  in  his  youthful  way,  and  is 
soon  won  over  to  the  pursuit  of  knowledge.  The  assist- 
ance derived  from  the  public  library  by  the  older  scholars 
is  invaluable  ;  but  that  is  not  the  only  resource  outside  of 
the  school-room,  which  the  teachers  have  at  their  com- 
mand. When  the  applications  of  arithmetics  and  geom- 
etry are  the  subject  of  instruction,  the  class  is  often 
requested  to  survey  some  plot  of  ground  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  school-house,  map  out  the  w^ork,  and  make  a 
report  to  the  teacher.  At  other  times,  the  scholars  are 
sent  to  the  lumber  yards,  to  inquire  into  the  methods  of 
measuring  lumber,  and  in  half  an  hour  they  learn  more 
than  the  tables  in  their  arithmetics  can  teach  them. 
Again,  the  steam  engine  may  be  the  lesson  of  the  day. 
After  exhausting  the  resources  of  the  school-room,  which 
will  consist  of  teacher,  text-book,  and  a  working  model  of 
a  very  simple  steam  engine,  the  class  ought  to  be  required, 
in  a  leisure  hour,  to  visit  the  working  steam  engines  which 
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may  be  accessible,  to  get  what  information  they  can  from 
the  engineers,  and,  in  all  cases,  to  report  to  the  teacher. 

The  subject  of  geography,  that  very  common,  and  very 
useful,  and  very  comprehensive  branch  of  study,  taught 
in  all  schools,  from  the  primary  upward,  is  receiving  the 
natural,  which  is  at  the  same  time,  the  scientific  treatment 
which  the  new  method  requires.  The  oldest  scholars  in 
the  primary  schools  are  taken  out  on  the  hills,  above  the 
town,  to  learn  what  they  can  from  their  own  observation 
and  the  assistance  of  the  teacher  :  the  hills  and  the  waters 
receive  their  attention  and  study  ;  the  names  and 
relative  position  of  the  streets  are  recorded  ;  and  return- 
ing to  the  school-room,  what  they  have  seen  is  drawn  on 
paper  or  the  bhick-board  with  noteworthy  skill,  and  with 
wonderful  pleasure  to  themselves.  After  such  a  training 
as  this,  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  they  will  readily  under- 
stand what  a  map  of  the  world  means  as  soon  as  they  are 
required  to  study  it. 

That  teachers  may  be  prepared  to  handle  in  this  free 
and  compreliensive  manner  whatever  subject  they  may  be 
called  upon  to  teach,  a  great  deal  of  labor  is  needed  on 
each  lesson.  Tiiat  the  assistance  of  the  most  distinguished 
specialists  may  not  be  wanting,  the  desks  of  teachers  have 
been  very  freely  supplied,  during  the  past  year,  with  the 
best  recent  treaties  on  the  methods  practised  in  other 
schools,  together  with  a  variety  of  text-books  from  which 
teachers  may  choose  appropriate  matter  for  the  daily 
black-board  work  for  their  classes. 

Another  great  help  in  improving  the  character  of  the 
instruction  imparted  in  our  schools  has  been  derived  from 
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the  practice  of  visiting  the  schools  most  noted  for  various 
excellencies  in  other  places.  The  most  enterprising  of 
our  teachers  have  shown  considerable  zeal  in  bringing  in 
from  outside  sources  whatever  may  benefit  themselves  and 
others  in  the  practice  of  their  profession. 

The  plan  of  study  and  construction  thus  briefly  sketched 
appears  to  me  strictly  rational,  and  my  best  efforts  have 
been  exerted  to  make  it  acceptable  to  the  teachers  of  the 
town.  During  the  year  just  passed,  we  have  made 
unusual  progress.  This  plan,  simple  as  it  is,  throws  so 
much  responsibility  on  the  teacher  in  the  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  the  school-room,  that  some  prefer  what 
they  sometimes  see  in  their  visits  abroad,  a  manual  in 
which  is  inscribed  the  daily  routine  of  the  school,  and  all 
originality  of  teaching  impliedly  deprecated ;  where  also 
is  plainly  indicated  unquestioning  obedience  to  some  pre- 
sumably superior  mind.  Such  manuals,  I  am  inclined  to 
think,  tend  toward  machine-like,  not  rational,  teaching  ; 
although  it  must  be  acknowledged  they  bring  about  results 
that  are  widely  satisfactory. 

I  desire  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  discipline  in  our 
schools.  At  the  present  time,  the  excellence  of  discipline 
is  estimated  by  the  excess  of  moral  over  physical  forv-e 
exercised  in  maintaining  it.  Judging  by  this  rule,  I  think 
we  may  look  upon  the  order  which  prevails  in  our  schools 
with  considerable  satisfaction.  The  tend(^n(^y  has  been  in 
the  right  direction  for  several  years  ;  and  now  it  can  with 
truth  be  said  that  almost  all  the  schools  are  governed 
without  the  use  of  any  of  the  ruder  forms  of  physical 
force.    The  High  School  is  a  conspicuous  example  of  this, 
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where  there  is  a  minimum  of  muscular  force,  and,  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  where  no  form  of  cor- 
poral punishment  has  been  practiced  for,  at  least,  twelve 
years.  This,  of  course,  is  a  very  conclusive  proof  that  the 
moral  character  of  the  teachers  of  that  school,  during  this 
period,  has  been  fairly  equal  to  the  demands  of  the  posi- 
tion. There  are  other  schools  in  the  town  which  are  con- 
trolled with  great  gentleness  and  admirable  skill,  but  the 
High  School  is  selected  for  comment,  because  it  is  the 
most  advanced  school  of  the  town,  and  because  it  contains 
pupils  of  that  age  when  the  most  highly  developed  intel- 
lectual and  moral  culture  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  is 
needed,  in  order  to  biing  about  the  best  results. 

The  steady  improvement  in  our  Grammar  schools  shows 
itself  especially,  when  the  pupils  become  members  of  the 
High  School  ;  and  is  noted  with  much  satisfaction. 

The  question  is  frequently  asked  how  are  morals  taught 
in  your  schools  ?  The  answer  is,  first,  by  the  silent  influ- 
ence of  the  character  of  the  teacher;  and,  secondly,  by 
the  direct  instruction  of  the  teacher  when  explanation  and 
enforcement  are  necessary.  The  little  world  of  life  within 
the  school-room,  the  intelligent  teacher  will  see,  offers  all 
the  opportunities  for  moral  instruction  that  are  found  in 
the  great  world  without. 

The  influences  received  in  our  Primary  Schools,  where 
first  impressions  are  made,  are  very  lasting ;  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  say  that  in  these  and  in  our  Inter- 
mediate Schools,  we  have  conscientious  and  high-minded 
teachers,  whose  aim  is  the  mental  and  moral  advancement 
of  their  scholars ;  and  for  this  end  they  spare  no  labor. 
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The  subject  of  atlendaiice  always  occupies  an  important 
place  in  the  minds  of  those  who  have  a  special  interest  in 
the  public  schools. 

All  the  means  which  we  have  at  our  command  have 
been  vigorously  used  to  prevent  truancy,  and  with  a  large 
degree  of  success.  Teachers  are  vigilant  and  prompt  in 
investigating  any  case  of  suspicious  absence,  and  the 
parent  is  notified.  In  addition  to  this,  at  the  end  of  every 
month,  a  report  is  sent  to  every  pupil's  home,  by  which 
the  parent  is  informed  of  the  number  of  times  the  bearer 
has  been  absent  during  the  month.  It  contauis  also  his 
standing  in  each  study,  which  is  determined  by  examina- 
nation,  to  all  of  which  the  parent  is  requested  to  put  his 
signature,  and  return  to  the  teacher.  If  these  reports 
received  the  careful  attention  of  the  friends  of  the  pupils, 
there  would  be  less  disappointment  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
when  promotions  do  not  take  place. 

The  truant  officer  is  always  at  the  command  of  teachers 
whenever  they  think  his  services  are  needed.  Besides 
the  occasional  help  which  he  renders,  he  goes  the  rounds 
of  all  the  schools  in  the  central  part  of  the  town  once  a 
week,  to  receive  the  instructions  of  each  teacher,  to  ena- 
ble him  to  perform  his  duties  intelligently.  These  duties, 
I  am  glad  to  say,  have  always  been  very  willingly  and 
efficiently  executed  by  the  present  truant  officer,  Capt. 
Joseph  W.  Hunting. 

The  changes  in  the  High  School  in  the  past  year  have 
been  very  important,  and  have  rendered  necessary  an 
entire  readjustment  of  the  daily  work.  Two  new 
teachers  have  entered  the  school  this  year,  and,  being 
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specialists  in  departments  differing  from  those  occupied 
by  the  ladies  who  preceded  them,  the  new  conditions 
requn^ed  new  arrangements. 

One  of  the  changes  was  occasioned  by  the  death  of  a 
long-tried  and  faithful  teacher,  Miss  Ellen  W,  Beane, 
She  had  devoted  years  to  the  preparation  of  herself  for 
the  profession  whicli  she  had  chosen,  and  selecting  the 
German  language  as  the  special  branch  w^hich  she 
preferred  to  teach,  she  visited  Europe,  and  resided 
some  considerable  time  in  Grermany,  for  the  purpose  of 
acquiring  from  natives  a  critical  knowledge  of  the 
language  of  her  choice.  Direct  and  honest  in  purpose, 
unassuming  in  manner,  faithful  in  all  her  relations, 
winning  the  affection  of  all  her  pupils,  and  the  unbounded 
love  and  respect  of  her  fellow  teachers,  after  a  service  of 
five  years  in  the  High  School  of  Plymouth,  her  health 
became  seriously  impaired,  and  she  was  obliged  to 
relinquish  her  work.  Her  *death  was  felt  to  be  a  severe 
loss  to  the  school. 

Miss  Anna  M.  Klingenhagen  resigned  her  place  in  the 
High  School  to  enter  Wellesley  College,  where  she  is 
now  pursuing  her  studies. 

Miss  Ada  B.  Chandler  and  Miss  Carrie  L.  Barker^ 
ladies  highly  recommended,  fill  the  two  places  made 
vacant  ;  the  first  as  teacher  of  German  and  English 
Literature,  the  latter  as  teacher  of  Latin  and  French. 

The  present  condition  of  the  High  School  deserves  to 
to  be  highly  commended  for  regularity  of  attendance, 
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and  the  general  improvement  in  the  bearing  of  its 
members. 

The  number  of  pupils  at  the  present  time  is  greater, 
than  at  any  time  'before,  at  this  season  of  the  year.  It 
is  observed  that  not  so  many  are  leaving  now  as 
formerly.  The  further  consideration  that  a  considerable 
number  desire  to  be  fitted  for  higher  institutions  of 
learning,  makes  it  quite  evident  that  the  work  of  the 
school  is  very  greatly  increased. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  parents  often  fail  to  give  the  infor- 
mation sufficiently  early  that  they  intend  to  send  their 
children  to  some  higher  institution,  teachers  have  not  the 
opportunity  to  select,  in  time,  the  studies  required  to  fit 
them  for  their  destined  course.  In  consequence  of  this, 
much  unnecessary  and  hard  work  is  thrown  upon  the 
teachers,  in  hearing  lessons  out  of  school  hours,  in  order 
to  get  their  pupils  ready  at  the  proper  time. 

This  matter  is  thus  earnestly  insisted  on,  because  that  part 
of  the  community  interested  in  the  High  School  do  not 
seem  to  be  aware  that  to  fulfil  their  wishes  often  neces- 
sitates work  by  the  teachers,  from  the  time  school 
begins  in  the  morning  to  the  late  hours  of  night. 

The  success  which  those  scholars  have  attained  who 
have  heretofore  been  fitted  at  our  school  is  marked ;  but 
this  has  been  accomplished  at  the  expense  of  much  extra 
time  and  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  which  it  is 
hoped  may  in  the  future,  by  timely  forethought,  be 
avoided. 

In  closing,  I  would  express  my  grateful  acknowledge- 
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merit  of  the  cordial  co-operation  which  you  have  given 
me  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  which  belong  to  the 
office  with  which  you  have  entrusted  me.

Of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Town  $12,470.00  must  be  paid 
during  the  coming  year.  Of  this  amount  $4,100  will  be  paid 
on  water  bonds  out  of  the  water  receipts,  and  the  payment 
of  $1,500  on  the  Duxbury  and  Cohasset  Eailroad  notes 
is  provided  for  in  the  list  of  recommended  appropriations 
at  the  end  of  this  report.  There  remain  to  be  paid  $4,000 
on  the  High  School-house  loan,  and  $2,870  on  the  two  con- 
solidated temporary  loans,  leaving  $6,870  to  be  provided 
for.  If  to  this  amount,  accruing  interest,  less  estimated 
interest  on  delinquent  taxes,  be  added,  an  appropriation  of 
$11,000,  will  be  required  for  Town  debt  and  interest.

Besides  tbe  ordinary  work  of  repair,  special  improve- 
ments have  been  made  on  Warren  Avenue  and  the  South 
Meadow  Eoad.  On  the  former  of  these  the  improvements, 
were  made  the  more  necessary  by  the  extension  of  the 
Plymouth  and  Kingston  Street  Railway  to  Hotel  Pilgrim. 
For  this,  and  other  work,  the  Town  has  been  reimbursed  by 
the  Bailway  Company  in  the  amount  of  $850.42.  Cobb's  and 
Finney's  valleys  have  been  widened  and  raised  and  the 
whole  avenue  been  made  more  attractive  and  convenient. 
On  the  South  Meadow  Boad  the  road  machine  has  worked 
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to  advantage,  and  about  two  miles  of  the  road  have  been 
finished  in  a  creditable  manner.  The  Town  is  in  possession 
of  five  horses,  and  through  the  season  they  were  kept  in- 
cessantly at  work.  While  occupied  in  the  construction  of 
new  roads  their  time  has  been  charged  to  that  department, 
and  credited  to  the  road  department.  Notwithstanding  the 
heavy  expenditures  on  Warren  Avenue,  and  the  purchase  of 
two  horses  at  a  cost  of  $490,  together  with  the  cost  of  their 
accommodations  in  the  Almshouse  stable,  a  balance  of 
$397.11  remains  to  the  credit  of  the  department.  It  is  be- 
lieved that,  in  addition  to  this  balance,  an  appropriation  of 
$11,500  for  the  ensuing  year  will  be  sufficient.  In  connec- 
tion with  this  department,  the  Selectmen  recommend  that 
some  action  be  taken  by  the  Town  to  control  the  street 
watering,  which  is  now  carried  on  by  private  enterprise  with 
a  lack  of  judgment  which  causes  serious  detriment  to  the 
streets  and  great  inconvenience  to  our  people.  It  is  advised 
that  a  vote  be  passed  requiring  persons  engaged  in  the  work 
to  obtain  from  the  Selectmen  a  permit  stating  the  condition 
on  which  the  work  shall  be  carried  on,  prescribing  the 
character  of  the  equipment  to  be  used,  and  requiring  its 
methods  and  management  to  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Eoard.

During  the  year  five  new  streets  have  been  constructed,  to 
wit :  Alden,  Clyfton,  Lincoln,  Newfields  and  Winter  streets. 
All  the  bills  chargeable  to  this  department  have  been  paid 
except  three  for  land  damages  on  the  line  of  Lincoln  street, 
amounting  to  $918.40.  After  the  payment  of  these  damages 
the  actual  balance  available  for  this  department  for  the  en- 
suing year  will  be  $109.25.  Owing  to  an  informality  in  the 
laying  out  of  a  ne  w  street  at  Wellingsly  from  the  Sandwich 
road  to  the  shore,  a  new  laying  out  has  been  made  and  will 
be  presented  to  the  Town  for  acceptance  at  the  annual 
meeting.  Besides  the  construction  of  the  above  streets, 
Leyden  and  Water  streets  have  been  widened  at  and  near 
their  junction,  making  the  total  payments  for  the  year 
$6,675.81,  which  is  the  amount  stated  in  the  above  account 
less  the  sum  of  $75.74,  charged  to  this  department  and 
afterwards  reimbursed  by  the  road  department.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  above  balance  of  $109.25,  an  appropriation  of 
$300  will  be  sufficient.

It  will  be  seen  in  the  above  analysis  that  the  sum  of 
$948.42  has  been  paid  out  on  account  of  the  Standish 
Guards.  Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $400  is  refunded  by 
the  State  for  the  rent  of  the  armory.  The  heating  and  light- 
ing, as  well  as  the  armory  itself,  and  the  maintenance  of  a 
rifle  range,  are  required  by  law. 

The  sum  of  $439.75  has  been  paid  for  services  and  ex- 
penses of  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Selectmen  recommend 
that  a  Board  of  Health  be  omitted  in  the  list  of  officers 
chosen  by  the  Town  in  order  that  the  Selectmen,  as  provided 
by  law,  may  become  the  Board  of  Health,  and  the  sum  of 
$375  charged  for  services  be  saved  to  the  Town. 

The  sum  of  $57.41,  charged  on  account  of  a  fish  screen,  is 
the  amount  paid  for  the  construction  of  a  screen,  and  keep- 
ing it  clear  for  the  passage  of  water  at  the  flumes  on  Eel 
Biver.  It  is  believed  that  if  herrings,  in  going  down  the 
river  after  spawning,  and  the  young  herrings  are  protected 
from  the  factory  wheels,  and  are  obliged  to  follow  the  waste 
ways,  the  Eel  Biver  fishery  will  become  a  valuable  one.

Twenty  lots  have  been  sold  during  the  year  and  paid  for, 
the  receipts  for  the  same  being  $294.79,  and  $10  has  been 
paid  on  the  amount  due  Dec.  31,  1890,  for  lots  sold  prior  to 
that  date.

Other  expenses  for  trees,  labor,  teaming,  tools,  lumber, 
surveying  and  stone  for  corner  bounds  have  been  incurred 
to  the  amount  of  $183.00,  which  has  been  paid  by  the  Com- 
missioners personally. 

The  view  of  Billington  Sea  from  Hathaway's  Point  and 
its  approaches  is  considered  to  be  the  finest  that  the  Park 
affords. 

The  Sand-spit  as  a  play-place  for  children,  and  the  breeze 
which  always  come^  from  the  water  in  hot  weather,  aid  in 
making  this  Point  very  attractive. 

To  open  these  attractions,  a  road  has  been  built  this  year 
from  Hospital  Cove  through  the  edge  of  the  woods  to 
Hathaway's  Point,  thence  continuing  northerly  and  easterly 
to  the  Eed-Spring  Eoad.    This  new  road  is  about  1,700  feet 
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in  length,  and  runs  wholly  through  woods  and  over  "  Sunset 
Knoll,"  giving  beautiful  views  of  the  pond  through  most  of 
that  distance. 

The  Eoad  from  Hathaway's  Point  to  the  Eed-Spring  Eoad 
is  the  Commissioner's  ideal  of  what  the  most  of  our  park 
roads  should  be.  The  ordinary  width  is  only  enough  for 
one  carriage,  but  there  are  enough  wider  places  for  convenient 
turn-outs.  In  a  few  years'  time  the  undergrowth  and  the 
growing  together  of  the  tops  of  the  trees  over  the  road  will 
give  it  the  artless  appearance  of  an  ordinary  woods-road. 

That  a  visitor  may  naturally  find  the  entrance  to  this  road 
at  Hospital  Cove,  a  road  about  200  feet  long  was  made 
from  Hospital  Cove  to  connect  with  the  road  to  The  Land- 
ing. This  short  cut  does  not  take  away  much,  if  any,  of  the 
beauty  of  the  approach  to  Hospital  Cove  by  the  old  semi- 
circular road,  and  will  permit  the  old  road  to  become  nar- 
rower and  somewhat  more  overgrown  and  attractive. 

The  gunning  stand  at  Hathaway's  Point  has  been  per- 
mitted to  remain  to  the  end  of  this  year  on  condition  that  it 
shall  be  used  no  more  hereafter.  The  building  is  to  be  left 
for  the  use  of  the  Park. 

Work  has  been  begun  upon  a  road  which,  it  is  expected, 
will  be  finished  in  the  Spring  of  1892,  to  begin  on  Summer 
Street,  just  beyond  "  Witch  Hollow,"  thence  to  follow  the 
top  of  a  ridge  of  land  leading  toward  Little  Pond  Grove,  to 
connect  with  the  old  road  near  the  Grove. 

Pleasant  Valley  road,  the  trees  from  which  have  been 
cut  a  year  or  more,  it  is  hoped  may  be  worked  the  coming 
[Spring  to  give  access  to  more  of  our  best  woods,  and  aid  in 
dividing  the  woodlands  into  smaller  tracts  for  better  protec- 
tion against  the  spread  of  fires. 
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The  road  in  Little  Pond  Lane  has  been  much  improved 
in  places  by  stone  ballasting  and  good  gravel  covering,  and 
much  has  been  done  to  improve  the  roads  elsewhere. 

The  foot-paths  have  been  improved.  It  is  hoped  that 
they  may  be  extended  in  the  Spring  and  Summer  of  1892,  so 
that  the  whole  circuit  of  the  Park  may  be  made  on  foot 
without  using  the  roads,  except  to  cross  them  or  walk  in 
them  for  very  short  distances  where  the  character  of  the 
grounds  makes  it  difficult  or  unnecessary  to  have  more  than 
a  common  way  for  a  road  and  a  path. 

Corduroy  Path  has  been  a  great  attraction  this  year.  By 
this  path  the  swamp  is  crossed  "  dry  shod,"  and  the  charm- 
ing scenes  about  the  source  of  Town  Brook  are  reached  by 
a  walk  of  a  few  hundred  feet. 

The  visitor  who  rides  to  the  Park  loses  much,  unless  he 
stops  here  and  there  to  follow  the  foot-paths,  of  which  Cor- 
duroy path  is  but  one,  that  lead  to  the  depths  of  the  woods 
and  to  places  which  give  the  most  attractive  water  views. 

Let  us  call  upon  our  imagination  to  see  the  beautifully 
clear  and  usually  broad  stream  that  Town  Brook  was  when 
our  Pilgrim  Fathers  landed  their  goods  upon  its  banks. 
In  the  mile  and  a  half  of  its  length  from  Billington 
Sea  to  the  harbor,  with  a  descent  of  65  feet,  there 
were  a  number  of  rapids  with  here  and  there  a  pool.  The 
gulches,  broad  banks  and  long  hill-slopes  were  shaded  with 
a  variety  of  trees  and  shrubs  ;  and  well-worn  paths  wound 
up  and  around  the  long  valley.  All  that  remains,  holding 
much  of  the  natural  beauty  of  this  once  picturesque  stream 
is  the  part  now  in  the  Park,  between  the  source  of  the 
Brook  and  "Bill  Holmes'  Dam." 

The  banks  on  the  shores  of  Little  Pond,  having  been  dug 
away  somewhat  in  places  for  gunning  stands  informer  years 
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and  washed,  through  the  most  of  this  year,  by  unusually  high 
water  in  the  pond,  were  worn  away  so  much  as  to  injure 
some  of  the  best  trees  and  bring  many  others  in  danger. 
To  prevent  further  damage,  considerable  labor  has  been  ex- 
pended in  restoring  the  banks.  While  doing  this,  much 
soil  was  available  to  spread  upon  the  ground  around  the 
grand  old  pitch  pine  trees  which  form  a  part  of  the  old 
grove.  They  are  thrifty  now  ;  with  proper  care  some  of 
them  may  remain  a  century  longer. 

Our  constant  friend,  F.  W.  Brewer  Esq.  of  Hingham, 
sent  us  in  the  Spring  some  excellent  white  pine  and  Scotch- 
larch  trees.  We  also  set  out  other  small  white  pines,  pitch 
pines,  pin  oaks,  scarlet  oaks  and  a  few  holly  ;  but  our  tree 
planting  this  year  has  hardly  been  enough  to  be  very  cred- 
itable to  us. 

We  have  had  good  success  in  transplanting  pitch  pine 
trees  four  feet  to  five  feet  in  height,  notwithstanding  the 
opinion  of  horticulturists  of  long  experience  that  we  could 
not  safely  transplant  pitch  pines  over  two  feet  in  height.  In 
places  where  small  trees  are  likely  to  be  trodden  down,  a 
tree  four  feet  high  may  protect  itself,  so  that  very  great  gain 
is  made  by  setting  out  the  larger  trees. 

We  are  well  aware  that  white  pine  is  often  preferred  to 
pitch  pine  by  landscape  architects  and  others  whose  opinion 
we  value  ;  but  pitch  pines  thrive  unusually  well  at  Little 
Pond  Grove ;  their  branches  more  naturally  run  upward, 
and  offer  less  obstruction  to  distant  views  of  the  pond ;  and, 
as  the  pitch  pines  already  have  a  good  start,  we  think  that 
for  this  locality  they  are  to  be  preferred  to  the  white  pine. 
This  grove  now  gives  promise  that  a  quarter  of  a  century 
hence  it  will  not  be  easily  rivalled  as  a  pine  grove  from  be- 
neath which  it  is  desirable  to  get  distant  views.

At  many  places  in  tlie  Park,  white  pine,  pitch  pine,  walnut 
and  beech  seedlings  are  coming  in  naturally,  and  less  de- 
sirable trees  are  being  cut  away  to  make  room  for  these,  as 
fast  as  they  need  it. 

Between  Bed  Spring  road  and  the  northwest  end  of  Little 
Pond  white  pines  predominate  and  give  promise  of  a  fine 
white  pine  grove  ten  years  hence. 

The  nut  trees,  especially  the  sweet  chestnuts,  set  out 
three  years  ago,  are  doing  well.  For  the  general  care  of 
Morton  Park,  to  keep  the  roads  and  paths  in  order  and  ex- 
tend them  but  little,  an  expenditure  in  1892  of  as  much  as 
$500  will  be  required. 

To  continue  to  improve  the  Park  to  as  great  a  degree  in 
the  year  1892  as  has  been  done  in  1891  will  require  about 
$700. 

In  some  parts  of  the  Park,  the  oaks  which  have  grown 
from  old  stumps  have  lost  their  vigor  and  are  beginning  to 
decay.  In  such  places,  if  the  Town  desires  to  improve  the 
Park  further,  it  seems  wise  to  plant  new  trees,  very  small 
and  at  very  little  cost  by  the  thousand. 

An  expenditure  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  year  for  this 
purpose  might  be  made  to  good  advantage.  The  whole  of 
the  several  lots  of  land,  acquired  by  gift  and  appropriated 
by  the  Town  for  Morton  Park,  comprises  a  tract  of  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  acres,  a  description  of  which  by 
boundaries  and  measurements  will  be  placed  on  file  with 
the  Town  Clerk  previous  to  the  annual  Town  meeting,  at 
which  meeting  the  Town  will  be  asked  to  accept  and  allow 
the  same  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  Park. 

There  is  a  prospect  that  at  no  very  distant  time  much  of 
Plymouth  Beach  will  be  occupied  for  summer  cottages  and 
other  private  purposes,  and  the  general  public  be  deprived 
of  privileges  they  now  enjoy,  unless  some  action  is  taken  to 
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prevent  it.  It  seems  to  be  desirable  that  the  part  of  the 
Beach  most  accessible  should  be  permanently  secured  for 
public  use. 

Some,  and  possibly  all,  the  land  that  is  needed  for  such 
purpose  is  already  owned  by  the  Town. 

The  boundaries  and  measurements  of  the  following  desig- 
nated pieces  of  land  will  be  placed  on  file  with  the  Town 
Clerk  previous  to  the  annual  Town  meeting,  at  which  meet- 
ing the  Town  will  be  asked  to  accept  and  allow  or  appro- 
priate the  same  for  public  parks. 

First — Two  adjoining  pieces  of  land  on  Whiting  Street,  at 
Jumping  Hill,  so-called. 

Second — Land  at  the  corner  of  Allerton  and  Vernon 
streets,  dedicated  to  public  use  by  Moses  Bates  in  1856. 

Third — A  part  or  parts  of  Plymouth  Beach  on  both  sides 
of  the  highway  at  the  lower  bridge  of  Eel  River.

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  respectfully 
present  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1891. 


The  Working  Force. 

The  working  force  of  the  department  consists  of  six 
engineers  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  men,  organized  as 
follows  :  Two  Steamer  Companies  of  30  men  each  ;  one 
Hand  Engine  Company  of  20  men ;  one  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company  of  16  men  ;  one  Chemical  Engine  Company  of  8 
men  and  four  Hose  Companies  of  six  men  each. 


Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  two  steam 
fire  engines,  located  in  the  Engine  House  on  Main  Street ; 
one  hand  engine,  located  at  Seaside  ;  one  hook  and  ladder 
truck  and  ladders,  located  under  the  Town  House  on 
Market  Street ;  one  chemical  engine  located  on  Main  Street ; 
four  independent  hose  carriages,  located  as  follows  :  one  on 
Summer  Street,  one  on  Watson's  Hill,  one  on  Whiting 
Street,  one  on  Court  Street  in  north  part  of  Town.  All  of 
the  above  apparatus  is  in  good  order. 
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Hose. 

We  now  have  in  the  department  about  5,000  feet  of  cotton 
rubber-lined  hose,  all  in  good  condition. 


Buildings. 

The  buildings  used  by  the  department  are  in  good  repair, 
except  the  one  occupied  by  the  Hose  Company  in  the  north 
part  of  Town,  near  what  is  known  as  Hall  Town,  and  it  is  the 
desire  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  to  build  a  new  hose  house, 
on  the  lot  lately  purchased  for  that  purpose,  the  coming  year 
if  possible. 


Hydrants. 

Two  new  post  hydrants  have  been  set  the  past  year,  one 
on  Water  Street,  to  replace  an  old  one,  and  one  on  Lincoln 
Street  near  the  new  High  School-house,  making  in  all  86 
now  owned  by  the  Town.  There  are  also  4  hydrants  owned 
by  the  Woolen  Co.,  and  4  owned  by  the  Cordage  Co.,  to  be 
used  for  fire  on  their  premises.  There  are  now  52  hydrants 
on  high  service  and  34  on  low. 

Reservoirs. 

The  five  reservoirs  belonging  to  the  town  are  all  tight  and 
in  good  order  and  condition. 


Fire  Alarms  in  1891 

have  been  few,  and,  in  fact,  none  worth  reporting,  as  the  loss 
has  been  hardly  anything.    The  department  have  responded 
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as  follows :  March  20,  alarm  from  Box  37  for  fire  in  locom- 
motive  cab ;,  April  28,  Box  62,  fire  on  roof  of  house,  Union 
Street ;  June  23,  Box  23,  fire  on  roof  S.  Bradford's  cooper 
shop  ;  July  27,  Box  23,  slight  fire  on  roof  house  of  James 
Hall .  August  25,  Box  35,  fire  in  hen  house  at  Hall  Town. 
Loss  on  above  very  small.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

For  the  Year  Ending  1891. 


The  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  were 
duly  published  in  the  Old  Colony  Memorial  and  Free  Press. 
During  the  year  there  have  been  45  complaints  of  nuisances 
made  and  notice  has  been  duly  sent  to  householders  to  abate 
said  nuisances  upon  their  premises,  and  with  very  few  ex- 
ceptions they  have  been  properly  attended  to  without  further 
notice.  In  some  cases  a  second  notice,  or  a  personal  call 
from  the  Chairman,  or  Secretary,  has  been  necessary. 

Very  few  cases  of  contagious  diseases  have  been  reported 
to  theBoard  this  year,  which  the  Board  think  is  largely  due  to 
the  fact  that  early  in  the  season  an  agent  was  sent  throughout 
the  thickly  settled  portions  of  the  Town,  and  all  places  which 
were  in  a  bad  state  of  sewerage  were  reported  to  the  Board 
and  they  were  at  once  attended  to,  and  made  as  clean  and 
healthy  as  possible. 

The  contagious  diseases  reported  to  the  Board  for  the  past 
year  were  9  in  number,  namely  :  3  typhoid  fever  ;  4  scarlet 
fever ;  2  diphtheria. 

There  has  been  only  one  death  from  contagious  disease, 
that  one  being  from  typhoid  fever. 

We  would  still  urge  upon  the  Town  the  great  necessity  of 
a  better  system  of  sewerage  in  the  centre  of  the  Town, 
especially  through  Court  and  Main  streets,  that  of  Main 
I  Street  being  very  bad.  The  sewer  in  Main  Street  being 
[laid  as  a  private  sewer,  and  badly  laid,  is  a  source  of  trouble 
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two  or  three  times  a  year.  We  would  recommend  that  the 
Town'lay  a  public  sewer  throughout  Main  Street,  and 
Middle  Street,  as  per  plan  at  Town  House.

As  last  year  the  running  expenses  of  the  department,  new 
pipe  laid  and  maturing  bonds  and  interest  have  been  paid 
from  the  receipts  and  there  is  a  small  balance  on  hand.  The 
works  are  in  general  good  condition.  No  extraordinary  re- 
pairs have  been  needed  except  that  the  telephone  line  to  the 
pump  station,  which  was  cheaply  and  therefore  poorly  put 
up  in  the  first  place,  has  been  entirely  rebuilt  with  a  metal- 
lic circuit.  Additional  wires  were  also  strung  for  an  appara- 
tus in  the  Superintendent's  olS&ce  which  indicates  and  records 
the  height  of  water  in  the  reservoir,  so  that  the  present  or 
past  height  of  the  water  can  be  determined.  The  Town 
voted  October  20th  to  lay  pipe  in  the  Russell  Mills  neigh- 
borhood from  the  house  of  Walter  C.  Courtney  to  the  house  of 
Robert  F.  Davidson,  but  it  was  impossible  to  lay  it  last  Fall 
as  the  vote  was  passed  so  late  in  the  season,  but  it  will  be 
laid  as  soon  as  practicable  in  the  Spring.  A  pipe  was  also 
laid,  under  a  vote  of  the  Town,  on  Lincoln  street  from  Sand- 
wich street  to  a  point  opposite  the  new  High  School-house. 
The  Building  Committee  of  the  school-house  construed  the 
vote  to  mean  that  the  Water  Commissioners  should  also  lay 
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the  service  pipe  to  the  school-house  at  the  expense  of  the 
Water  Department.  To  avoid  a  dispute  about  so  small  a 
matter  a  majority  of  the  Commissioners  voted  to  lay  it, 
which  was  done  at  an  expense  of  $23.63.  Although  the 
amount  is  small,  the  Commissioners  feel  that  the  Water 
Department  should  not  bear  this  expense  as  the  pipe  is  on 
school  land  and  is  the  same  as  the  service  pipe  of  any  indi- 
vidual. There  is  no  division  of  the  water  accounts  in  which 
such  an  expenditure  can  be  properly  entered,  and  the 
Water  Department  should  not  be  made  to  pay  bills  so  the 
Duilding  Committee  can  make  a  better  showing.  The  Com- 
missioners therefore  recommend  that  the  new  High  school 
building  appropriation  pay  the  Water  Department  the  sum 
of  $23.63.  The  Commissioners  feel  further,  that  each  de- 
partment should  stand  on  its  own  bottom,  and  that  credit 
should  be  given  the  Water  Department  for  water  supplied 
to  the  various  departments  of  the  Town.  They  therefore 
i*ecommend  that  the  School  Department,  Poor  Department, 
Town  House,  and  Street  Department,  pay  the  Water  Depart- 
ment for  water  furnished.  Of  course  this  will  be  only  a 
charge  in  the  book-keeping  and  not  really  cost  the  Town  a 
cent,  but  the  Water  Department  will  have  its  proper  credit. 
All  other  departments  of  the  Town  are  paid  for  work  done 
for  any  other  department,  and  there  does  not  seem  to  be 
any  reason  why  the  Water  Department  should  not  be  so 
paid.  The  total  cost  of  our  works  to  date  is  $239,995.88,  of 
which  the  Water  Department  has  paid  from  profits  of  main- 
tenance $88,378.95,  and  the  Town  by  direct  appropriation 
has  paid  $33,416.93,  leaving  bonds  now  outstanding,  $118,- 
200,  If  proper  credit  is  given  the  Water  Department  it 
will  probably  show  that  the  works  can  pay  the  outstanding 
bonds  and  repay  the  direct  appropriations  made  by  the 
Town.

The  Town  on  June  29th  also  passed  the  following  vote,  r 
Voted,  That  whenever,  after  the  present  year,  Charles  L. 
Willoughby  shall  satisfy  the  Water  Commissioners  of  his 
intention  to  make  immediate  improvements  on  Plymouth 
Beach,  said  Commissioners  be  instructed  to  lay  on  said 
beach,  to  a  point  midway  between  Broad  Channel  and 
Beach  Pier,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $5,000,  a  water  pipe  of 
such  size  and  material  as  they  shall  think  advisable,  either 
by  the  way  of  Cliff  street  or  from  the  head  of  the  Beach,  as 
they  may  consider  expedient,  upon  the  condition  that  said 
Willoughby  shall  sign  an  agreement  binding  himself  and  his 
heirs  to  take  and  pay  for,  at  current  rates,  water  for  any 
houses  on  said  beach  now  or  hereafter  owned  by  him  or 
them,  and  in  addition  thereto  to  pay  annually  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars  to  meet  any  difference  between 
the  water  receipts  along  the  line  of  said  pipe  and  the  annual 
interest  at  4J  per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  laying  said  pipe,  and 
further  voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  draw 
their  warrant  for  such  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  $5,000, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  this  vote  into  effect,  and  to 
borrow  money  from  time  to  time  for  said  purpose,  and  to 
issue  notes  therefor  upon  such  terms  and  for  such  time, 
within  the  requirements  of  law,  as  they  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

The  Commissioners  are  satisfied  that  Mr.  Willoughby  in- 
tends to  make  sufficient  improvements  on  Plymouth  Beach 
to  comply  with  the  above  vote,  and  the  pipe  will  probably 
be  laid  the  coming  Spring.  The  Commissioners  have  not  as 
yet  decided  upon  the  size  or  material  of  the  pipe,  as  it  is 
very  difficult  to  determine  what  kind  of  pipe  is  the  best  for 
such  a  locality.  Eights  of  way  for  the  pipe  will  have  to  be 
obtained  from  the  land  owners,  but  this  can  be  easily  done. 
Instead  of  making  our  own  pipe,  a  patent  pipe  made  by  the 
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Connecticut  Pipe  Manufacturing  Company  has  been  used 
this  year,  and  if  it  proves  satisfactory,  its  use  will  be  con- 
tinued .  It  is  a  cement-lined  wrought  iron  pipe,  but  has  an 
additional  wrought  iron  covering  over  the  cement  covering. 
It  comes  all  ready  to  lay,  so  that  the  only  work  done  in  the 
trench  is  to  make  the  joints.  The  cost  laid  is  approximately 
the  same,  but  the  pipe  ought  to  be  much  stronger  and  more 
serviceable  on  account  of  the  double  iron. 

The  term  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Commissioners  expires 
this  year,  and  he  declines  a  re-election.  On  retiring  from 
the  Board  he  would  recommend  that  a  fair  compensation 
be  paid  members  of  the  Board,  especially  the  Chairman,  as 
the  duties  require  a  large  amount  of  time.  He  would  also 
recommend  that  the  number  of  Commissioners  be  reduced 
to  three. 

Reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Collector  and  Engineer 
are  appended,  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

Six  hundred  and  eighty-two  feet  of  10-inch  pipe  through 
Thomas'  Swamp  are  to  be  discontinued  when  the  connec- 
tions are  made  with  the  new  pipe. 
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Street  Mains. 

The  street  mains  are  in  good  condition.  Thirty-five  leaks 
on  the  mains  have  been  repaired  in  various  parts  of  the 
system,  four  of  the  above  leaks  on  4-inch  pipe  were  caused 
by  lightning,  August  15th,  on  South  District  Eoad.  Three 
of  the  above  breaks  on  the  8-inch  pipe,  one  on  6-inch  pipe, 
and  four  on  4-inch  pipe  were  caused  by  putting  the  high 
service  on  the  whole  Town.  The  hydrants  and  blow-offs 
have  been  opened  and  pipes  thoroughly  flushed. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  urgent  need 
of  more  gates  to  shorten  the  length  of  sections  on  Main  and 
Court  streets,  when  breaks  occur  in  the  mains.  Now  a  large 
territory  has  to  be  shut  off  while  repairs  are  being  made  to 
the  great  inconvenience  of  water  consumers,  and  hydrants, 
are  rendered  useless  in  case  of  fire.

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Service  Pipes. 

The  street  mains  have  been  tapped  for  new  supplies  in 
43  places,  at  a  cost  of  $231.63.  Four  services  have  been 
discontinued  ;  number  in  use  is  1,454,  and  the  street  length 
of  service  pipes  is  27,706  feet.  Eight  iron  service  pipes 
have  been  taken  out  and  replaced  by  lead  at  a  cost  of  $41.27. 
There  have  been  15  leaks  in  service  pipes  this  year,  caused 
by  putting  on  the  high  service,  the  cost  of  repairs  being 
$43.78. 


Gates. 

Six  new  gates,  from  two  to  ten  inches,  have  been  set  the 
past  year.  The  cost  of  two  of  the  above  gates  is  included  in 
the  cost  of  the  extensions  to  which  they  belong. 

Four  new  gates,  at  street  intersections,  have  been  placed 
as  follows:  One  4-inch  set  on  North  street,  junction  of 
Water  street,  at  a  cost  of  $20.16.  One  2-inch,  set  on  Wads- 
worth's  lane,  junction  Court  street,  at  a  cost  of  $13.10.  The 
old  8-inch  gate  on  Summer  street,  junction  Market  street, 
was  replaced  by  a  new  one  at  a  cost  of  $35.85,  and  the  old 
10-inch  gate  on  Stoddard  street,  junction  Russell  street,  was 
replaced  by  a  new  one  at  a  cost  of  $50.45.  Total  cost  of  the 
four  gates  set,  not  included  in  the  extensions,  $119.56. 

All  the  gates  have  been  inspected  and  put  in  good  con- 
dition. 


Reservoirs. 

Both  high  and  low-service  reservoirs  are  in  good  con- 
dition. 

The  weeds  have  been  cut  down  and  removed,  both  inside 
and  outside  of  the  enclosure,  at  a  total  cost  of  $70.15. 
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New  Takers. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  water  takers  this  year  30 
-tenements,  43  water  closets,  12  bath  tubs,  1  urinal,  7  stables,  1 
store,  2  offices,  1  workshop,  1  blacksmith  shop,  and  1  fish 
market. 

Butments  at  Ponds. 

The  butment  at  Little  South  Pond  is  in  a  very  poor  con- 
dition. I  would  recommend  to  the  Board  to  have  it  rebuilt 
this  year.  A  large  amount  of  labor  has  been  done  on  it 
the  past  year  to  keep  it  up  at  a  cost  of  $49.85.  A  new  set  of 
screens  has  been  made  for  the  gate  house  on  account  of  the 
high  water  flowing  over  them.  The  screens  have  been 
cleaned  from  time  to  time  the  past  year.  At  each  cleaning- 
there  was  found  to  be  very  little  filth  collected  on  them. 
The  butment  at  Great  South  Pond  has  been  cemented  and 
put  in  condition,  at  a  cost  of  $9.60. 


Telephone. 

The  route  of  the  telephone  from  the  Superintendent's 
office  to  the  pump  station  has  been  changed  to  go  direct  to 
the  high-service  reservoir  up  New  Fields  street,  from .  Sum- 
pier  street,  by  setting  46  new  poles  and  running  five  wires 
to  reservoir  and  two  wires  from  reservoir  to  pump  station ; 
the  three  extra  wires  are  to  connect  with  a  telehydroba- 
rometer  in  the  office  to  transmitter  at  the  high-service 
reservoir  to  give  the  height  of  water.  The  cost  of  the  same 
is,  46  poles.  $57.50  ;  trucking,  $5.75  ;  freight,  $5.31 ;  plumb- 
ing, $6.71;  cement,  $3;  labor,  setting  poles,  running  wires, 
building  pit  for  transmitter,  lightning  arrester  at  reservoir, 
taking  down  the  old  wire  and  some  repairs,  amounting  to 
■$142.01.    The  telephone  is  in  good  working  order. 
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Boxes. 

Forty -five  service  and  six  gate  boxes  have  been  replaced 
hj  new  ones,  and  one  wooden  gate  box  taken  out  and  re- 
placed by  an  iron  extension  box  at  a  cost  of  $72.

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year.  The  following  officers  will,  in  accordance  with 
a  vote  of  the  Town,  until  otherwise  ordered,  be  voted  for  on 
one  ballot,  to  wit :  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treas- 
urer, Auditor,  Assessors,  Collector  of  Taxes,  seven  Consta- 
bles, one  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  three  years,  one  Water 
Commissioner  for  three  years,  two  members  of  the  School 
Committee  for  three  years,  one  for  two  5^ears  and  one  for 
one  year,  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  three 
members  of  a  Committee  on  the  Agawam  and  Half-way 
Pond  Fishery. 
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Art.  4  To  revise  and  accept  a  List  of  Jurors,  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  and  for  disbursement  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  laws  relating  to  State  Aid  and  Military  Aid, 
and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  after  January  1st, 
1893. 

Art.  6.  To  make  the  necessary  appropriations  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  Town  and  for  other  purposes,  and  raise 
such  sums  of  money  as  the  Town  shall  deem  expedient. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
Decoration  Day. 

Art.  8.  To  vote  on  the  following  question :  "Shall 
licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in 
Plymouth?"  the  vote  to  be  by  separate  ballot,  "Yes"  or 
"No,"  in  answer  to  the  question. 

Art.  9.  To  take  such  action  as  the  Town  may  see  fit  in 
aid  of  the  Public  Library. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  renew  any  note  on  notes  heretofore  authorized  which  are 
now  due,  or  may  become  due  the  present  year,  for  such  time 
and  on  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  for  the  interest  of  the 
Town. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  prosecute,  compromise  or  defend  any  suit  or  suits  within 
the  Commonwealth  in  the  name  of  the  Town. 

Art.  12.  To  make  such  an  appropriation  as  may  be 
thought  expedient  for  the  care  of  Training  Green. 
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Art.  13.  To  make  such  an  appropriation  as  may  be 
thought  expedient  for  the  care  and  improvement  of  the  Pub- 
lic Parks  of  the  Town. 

Art.  14  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  a  way  laid  out  by 
the  Selectmen  from  Jabez  Corner,  so-called,  to  the  shore. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  discontinue  Town  Dock, 
so-called,  as  a  public  landing  place. 

Art.  16.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  concern- 
ing the  construction  of  a  stone  wall  across  Town  Dock  and 
filling  said  Dock. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  provisions  in 
regard  to  Assessors  of  chapter  255  of  the  statutes  of  the 
year  1878. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will,  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
1893,  choose  three  Assessors,  one  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  at  each  annual 
meeting  one  Assessor  for  three  years. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  ratify  and  approve  the 
agreement  made  October  24th,  1891,  with  H.  B.  Taylor  "re- 
specting the  flumes  over  which  the  highway  crosses  the  Mill 
Pond  at  Manomet." 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  place  an  electric  light 
near  the  house  of  Josiah  D.  Churchill  on  Yernon  Street. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  make  an  appropriation 
for  the  repair  of  the  school-house  on  Spring  Street. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  build  a  new  school- 
house  at  some  point  between  Kussell  and  Samoset  streets 
and  make  an  appropriation  for  the  same. 

Art.  23.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  build  a  new  school- 
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house  on  Court  Street  north  of  Cherry  Street  and  make  an 
appropriation  for  the  same. 

Akt.  24  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  choose  Park 
Commissioners  by  ballot,  and  after  the  present  year  choose 
the  same  on  the  general  ticket. 

Aet.  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  and  allow  the 
location  and  laying  out  by  the  Park  Commissioners  of  cer- 
tain lands  at  and  near  Billington  Sea  for  Park  purposes. 

Aet.  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  and  allow  the 
location  and  laying  out  by  the  Park  Commissioners  of  cer- 
tain lands  at  the  head  of  Plymouth  Beach,  on  Jumping 
Hill,  and  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Vernon  and  Allerton 
streets  for  Park  purposes. 

Aet.  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  for  Park 
purposes  as  located  and  laid  out  by  the  Park  Commission- 
ers certain  la^nds  belonging  to  the  Town  at  the  head  of  the 
Beach  and  on  Jumping  Hill.

The  Committee  have,  during  the  past  year,  made 
many  needed  and  extensive  repairs  in  the  Russell 
Street  School-house.  The  building  is  now  in  good  con- 
dition, and  will  not  for  several  years,  probably,  need 
anything  done  to  it. 
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The  school-house  on  Spring  Street  is  poorly  venti- 
lated, too  small  and  inadequate  to  the  wants  and  ne- 
cessities of  that  locality.  We  feel  that  alterations  and 
enlargement  of  the  building  should  be  made  during  the 
summer  vacation,  and  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$500.00  for  this  purpose. 

The  number  of  scholars  attending  this  school  is  too 
large  to  be  taught  in  a  satisfactory  manner  by  one 
teacher,  the  distance  travelled  by  some  is  considerable, 
and  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  Miss  Smith's 
school  on  Oak  Street  is  too  crowded,  as  well  as  Miss 
Holmes'  at  Cold  Spring,  the  Committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  necessity  for  a  new  school-house  ex- 
ists, to  be  located  at  some  point  between  Summer  and 
Samoset  Streets.  This  matter  will  be  presented  to  the 
Town  at  its  annual  meeting. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  the  scholars  in  the  ex- 
treme northerly  part  of  the  Town,  will  probably,  in  the 
near  future,  require  the  enlargement  of  the  present 
school-house  or  the  erection  of  a  new  building.  The 
Committee,  on  visiting  the  school,  found  that  one  of 
the  rooms  was  overcrowded.  By  placing  a  part  of  the 
scholars  in  the  larger  room,  temporary  but  not  satisfac- 
tory relief  has  been  obtained.  This  matter  will  also  be 
presented  to  the  Town  at  the  annual  meeting. 

As  stated  in  our  last  report,  a  school  at  Indian 
Brook  has  been  opened.  It  appears  that  nearly  all  the 
scholars  come  from  the  neighborhood  of  Ship  Pond,  the 
teacher  also  boarding  in  that  locality,  and  necessitating 
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a  travel  of  one  and  a  half  miles  each  way  to  attend 
school,  and  it  is  apparent  to  your  Committee  that  the 
location  of  this  school-house  should  be  changed  for  their 
better  accommodation,  and  a  place  selected  in  the  im- 
mediate locality  of  Ship  Pond.  This  would  necessitate 
the  moving  of  the  present  school-house,  which  the  Com- 
mittee do  not  think  advisable,  or  the  erection  or  pur- 
chase of  a  buildi.'.  g  suitable  for  the  school.  This  matter 
will  be  presented  to  the  Town  at  the  annual  meeting. 

More  than  the  usual  number  of  changes  have  occurred 
in  our  corps  of  teachers  during  the  past  year.  By  the 
death  of  Mr.  Aaron  H.  Cornish,  who  was  a  teacher  in 
the  Town  for  a  period  of  fifty  years,  although  not  all 
that  time  in  the  pubUc  schools,  the  Town  has  lost  a 
faithful  and  beloved  teacher.  His  place  was  filled  by 
transferring  Mr.  E.  E.  Sherman  from  the  Chiltonville 
Grammar  ;  Mr.  Keyes,  of  Bridgewater,  being  engaged 
to  fill  Mr.  Sherman's  place.  The  vacancy  caused  by 
the  resignation  of  Miss  Ada  B.  Chandler  was  filled  by 
the  engagement  of  Miss  Annie  M.  Klingenhagen. 
Since  the  close  of  the  last  term,  Miss  Emma  F.  Eames 
accepted  a  position  in  a  neighboring  State.  Her  resig- 
nation was  sent  in  too  late  to  fill  the  vacancy  prior  to 
the  commencement  of  the  Winter  term.  The  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Frances  A.  Hadaway 
of  the  Manomet  G-rammar  School  has  been  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Miss  Katie  W.  Hadaway,  and  that  by 
the   resignation   of  Miss  Lydia  A.  Sampson  of  the 
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Manomet  Primary,  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Laura 
Holmes. 

When  vacancies  occur  in  the  most  southerly  part  of 
the  Town,  much  difficulty  is  experienced  in  finding 
teachers  who  are  willing  to  go  so  far  from  the  centre 
of  the  Town,  with  the  irregular  and  uncertain  means 
of  communication.  Vacancies  that  occur  will  be  filled 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment  and  to  the  best  pos- 
sible advantage. 

The  Committee  have  been  duly  notified  by  the 
County  Commissioners  of  the  establishment  of  a  Truant 
School  at  Walpole. 

Although  there  have  been  but  few  cases  of  habitual 
truancy,  due  to  the  efforts  of  our  efficient  truant  offi- 
cer, Capt.  Joseph  W.  Hunting,  it  is  a  relief  to  us  that 
a  place  has  been  provided  for  the  suitable  and  proper 
care  of  such  cases  as  may  be  brought  before  us  in  the 
future. 

We  would  urge  upon  the  parents  and  friends  of  the 
scholars  and  those  interested  in  the  cause  of  education, 
to  visit  the  different  schools  of  the  Town,  not  only  to 
acquaint  themselves  with  the  routine  and  management 
of  the  school-room,  but  to  give  encouragement  to  the 
teachers  and  scholars.  Death  during  the  past  year  has 
removed  from  our  midst  an  honored  and  esteemed 
member,  Mr.  Charles  0.  Churchill.  He  was  a  man  of 
sterling  integrity  and  character,  deeply  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  his  Town,  faithful  in  all  his  undertakings, 
and  an  interested  and  active  co-worker  with  us  until 
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sickness  prevented  bis  regular  attendance  at  our  meet- 
ings. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Charles  0.  Churchill  and  the  resig- 
nation of  Mr.  John  W.  Churchill  created  two  vacan- 
cies in  the  Board  which  have  been  filled  as  required  by 
law  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Charles  H.  Howland  and  Mr. 
Gideon  F.  Holmes. 

The  number  of  school-houses  in  the  Town  is  27, 
with  40  teachers,  and  1,497  scholars.  For  the  names 
and  salaries  of  teachers,  attendance  of  scholars  and 
course  of  studies,  we  call  your  attention  to  the  Superin- 
dent's  report. 

The  Committee  call  attention  to  the  request  they 
have  previously  made  that  all  bills  against  the  School 
Department  be  presented  monthly,  the  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  being  held  on  the  first  Monday  eve- 
ning of  each  month.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  School  Com  miff  ee  of  fhe  Town  of  PJijmoufli : 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  your  rules,  I  present  the 
following  as  mj  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1891 : 

The  course  of  study,  in  all  the  schools  of  the  Town,  dur- 
ing the  year,  has  remained  unchanged,  as  the  subjects  taught 
seem  as  well  arranged  as  is  practicable  under  present  con- 
ditions ;  but  some  of  the  methods  of  instmction  have  been 
much  improved.  The  effort  has  always  been  made  to  avoid 
too  much  supervision,  which  cramps  the  original  thought  of 
the  teachers  and  ends  in  a  mechanical  and  unnatural  treat- 
ment of  the  subject  before  the  class.  This  freedom,  in- 
creased very  much  the  past  year,  has  brought  an  unusual 
degree  of  independence  to  our  teachers,  and  rendered  their 
labors,  in  my  estimation,  very  valuable.  In  all  the  schools, 
from  Primary  to  High  school,  the  pupils  are  accustomed  to 
study  the  subjects  of  their  lessons  where  it  is  possible  in 
the  form  of  topics,  and  thus  they  learn  the  use  of  books  of 
reference  ;  and,  instead  of  memorizing  text  books,  they  be- 
gin to  acquire  habits  of  investigation.  The  old  practice 
among  teachers  of  depending  on  the  one  established  book 
for  their  questions,  and  of  requiring' the  prescribed  answers 
from  their  pupils,  has  ceased,  and  the  rational  and  attrac- 
tive method  of  a  free  treatment  of  the  subject  of  the  lesson 
has  become  the  rule.     The  teacher  of  geograpln'  does  not 
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wish  to  rely  on  any  one  text  book  for  the  work  of  his 
class,  but  asks  for  half  a  dozen,  so  that  the  pupils  may  learn 
that  writers  on  any  subject  may  differ  very  materially ;  a 
fact  which  it  is  best  they  should  discover  in  the  school- 
room. So,  also,  the  intelligent  teacher  of  history  in  a 
Grammar  school  is  very  well  aware  that  he  is  not  keeping 
step  with  the  movement  of  the  times,  if  he  undertakes  to 
teach  the  history  of  his  country  by  the  use  of  any  common 
text  book  alone,  instead  of  beginning,  at  least,  to  introduce 
his  class  to  the  original  sources,  which  are  now  made  easily 
accessible 

In  a  review  of  the  work  of  the  schools  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  it  was  clearly  evident  that  the  teachers  and  pupils  of 
our  schools  had  made  great  progress  in  the  practice  of  these 
methods,  so  rational  to  the  teacher,  and  so  attractive  to  the 
scholar. 

Our  teachers  have,  for  the  most  part,  learned  to  teach  by 
teaching,  with  some  help  from  educational  journals  and  other 
pedagogical  matter  ;  but  they  are  not  supplied  with  many  of 
the  books  which  would  keep  them  always  in  touch  with  the 
external  school- world,  and  supply  them  with  every  new  idea 
as  soon  as  it  is  published.  These  books,  written  by  the 
ablest  men  and  furnished  at  the  lowest  possible  prices,  and 
having  direct  relation  to  the  work  of  the  school-room,  ought, 
I  think,  to  be  liberally  furnished  to  all  teachers  of  the  Town. 

Reading. — The  most  important  branch  taught  in  our  schools, 
or  in  any  schools,  is,  doubtless,  reading,  and  unfortunately,  it 
is  the  branch  in  which  we  meet,  perhaps,  with  the  least  suc- 
cess. There  are  many  reasons  for  these  unsatisfactory  results, 
but  the  principal  cause  of  our  indifferent  success  is  the  want 
of  reading  books  adapted  to  the  nature  of  the  children  who 
have  to  use  them.  We  have,  it  is  true,  the  readers  in  com- 
mon use,  'with  some  help  from  magazines  and  other  supple- 
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mentary  matter,  but  we  have  not  yet  succeeded  in  getting 
the  books  which  attract  and  pre-occupy  the  minds  of  children 
and  young  people. 

A  most  excellent  method  of  selecting  a  reading  book  is 
suggested  by  an  event  which  occurred  recently  in  a  Second 
Grade  school,  its  members  averaging  about  ten  years  of  age. 

Some  of  the  pupils  of  this  school  had  met  with  a  book 
which  had  interested  them  much,  and  it  occurred  to  them 
that  they  and  others  would  like  to  read  it  in  school  instead 
of  some  dull  book  of  which  they  were  weary.  The  teacher 
was  somewhat  alarmed  at  the  suggestion  of  such  an  innova- 
tion ;  but,  after  due  consultion  with  others,  she  gave  her 
consent.  The  pupils  gladly  purchased  copies  of  the  book, 
which  was  that  very  excellent  and  much-read  story,  the 
"  Black  Beauty."  The  fifty  pupils  of  that  school  read  the 
book  with  the  greatest  attention  and  interest ;  doubtless, 
with  enlarged  knowledge  of  language,  and  increased  taste 
for  reading  good  books,  and  with  multiplied  abilities  for 
appreciating  the  excellencies  and  defects  of  any  book  which 
they  might  in  the  future  read. 

In  choosing  reading  books  for  the  schools,  after  the  moral 
tendencies  of  those  from  which  selection  might  be  made 
were  decided  by  older  judges,  it  would  be  well  to  allow  the 
children  to  have  a  voice.  Then  teachers  and  scholars  would 
be  no  longer  wearied  with  the  old,  familiar  text  books  handed 
down  from  class  to  class  for  five  or  six  years,  until  they  will 
no  longer  hold  together.  They  would  have  instead,  selec- 
tions from  Dickens,  Scott  and  Shakespeare ;  from  Eobinson 
Crusoe  and  the  Arabian  Nights  ;  fables  from  the  Greek,  and 
fairy  tales  from  the  German,  and  stories  from  history  and 
the  Bible.  This  change  in  the  matter  of  reading  in  the 
schools  might  not  be  an  economical  arrangement  in  the  im- 
mediate expenditure  of  money,  but  it  would  effect  a  great 
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saving  of  temper  and  time,  and  would  work  a  great  improve- 
ment in  tlie  moral  and  intellectual  tone  of  the  children.  The 
old  books  ought  to  be  discarded  as  fast  as  they  wear  out, 
and  cheap  editions  of  the  class  of  books  suggested  supplied, 
so  that  they  might  not  last  too  long  and  become  unfit  to  be 
handled.  Reading  books  should  be  fresh  in  appearance  and 
fresh  in  matter  if  we  are  to  get  the  greatest  good  from  this 
department  of  school  work. 

Arithmetic. — At  the  present  time  there  is  a  general  protest 
against  the  amount  of  time  that  is  given  to  the  study  of 
arithmetic.  This  protest  would  certainly  apply,  with  pecu- 
liar force,  to  the  practice  in  our  schools.  Our  children  begin 
arithmetic  as  soon  as  they  enter  school,  at  five  years  of  age, 
and  never  relinquish  the  study  until  they  reach  the  High 
school ;  and  even  then,  they  only  intermit  occasionally, 
this  all-absorbing  pursuit.  The  results,  however,  are  not 
entirely  satisfactory,  as  might  be  expected  from  the  fact  that 
we  have  followed  the  text  books  as  to  matter,  and  thereby 
we  have  endeavored  to  teach  things  at  times  when  the  pupils 
were  not  mature  enough  to  comprehend  them  ;  and  we  have 
taught  some  things  in  numbers  that  were  not  very  useful 
when  the  learners  did  understand  them.  However,  that  is 
all  corrected  now.  At  the  last  grade  meeting  of  the  Gram- 
mar School  Masters  of  our  schools,  everything  that  was 
considered  unnecessary  was  rejected,  and  hereafter  we  shall 
pursue  a  course  independent  of  the  regular  text  books. 

Nature  Study. — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Plymouth 
County  Teachers'  Association,  reports  were  received  from 
various  towns  in  the  County,  according  to  a  vote  passed  by 
the  Association  at  a  previous  meeting.  The  object  of  these 
reports  was  to  make  known  to  the  meeting  what  had  been 
done  in  the  towns  of  the  County  in  the  way  of  Nature  Study, 
according  to  a  plan  foreshadowed  in  a  general  way  two 
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years  ago.  It  had  been  proposed  that  the  teachers  should 
devote  any  odds  and  ends  of  time  which  might  be  at  their 
disposal  to  train  their  pupils  to  habits  of  observation  of  the 
natural  phenomena  of  the  districts  in  which  they  resided, 
and  to  observe  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  able  to  describe 
orally,  in  w^riting,  or  graphically,  with  the  pencil,  whatever 
they  might  see  in  the  worlds  of  minerals,  animals  and  plants. 
A  scheme  for  the  guidance  of  teachers  in  this  work,  extend- 
ing through  all  the  grades  below  the  High  School,  has  been 
formulated  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  teacher  of  the  County. 
The  Association  disclaims  any  intention  or  any  right  to  dic- 
tate a  course  of  study  for  the  schools,  but  desires  only  to 
offer  this  program  as  systematized  suggestions  for  the  help 
of  those  who  wish  to  enter  on  the  work. 

Now,  this  plan  for  carrying  Nature  into  the  school-room,  or 
the  school-room  into  Nature,  is  almost  a  new  idea ;  at  least, 
the  practice  is  new,  the  common  practice  being  to  keep  Na- 
ture and  the  school  apart.  The  enterprise,  if  skilfully  car- 
ried out,  will  bring  about  a  reform  in  the  spirit,  method  and 
matter  of  the  instruction  given  in  the  public  schools  that 
will  double  their  efficiency.  The  great  difficulty  in  accom- 
plishing this  desirable  change  is  the  want  of  time.  As  the 
schools  are  at  present  constituted,  every  minute  of  the 
teacher's  time  is  occupied  in  following  the  prescribed  course 
of  study,  and,  of  course,  nothing  new  can  be  introduced  with- 
out, at  the  same  time,  rejecting  something  of  the  old.  There 
is  one  possibility,  however,  left  to  us  ;  we  may  divert  the 
purpose  of  one  important  hour,  the  one  devoted  to  art,  in 
the  form  of  drawing.  Instead  of  considering  art  to  be  the 
main  purpose  of  the  hour,  we  have  only  to  change  our  point 
of  view,  and  regard  it  as  incidental.  Then,  after  having 
sent  the  children  into  the  fields  and  woods  and  along  the 
shores  of  lakes  and  sea,  to  collect  specimens,  as  far  as  pos- 
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sible,  of  what  they  have  seen,  we  may  require  them  to  give 
a  minute  and  as  exact  a  delineation  as  they  can  of  these 
trophies  of  the  forest,  in  order  that  they  may  obtain  a  more 
intimate  knowledge  of  Nature.  This  is  the  course  we  have 
taken  in  our  schools  the  past  year.  The  teachers  were  re- 
quested to  lay  aside  the  drawing  books,  which  had  fur- 
nished copies  for  the  children  to  imitate  for  years,  and  to 
require  their  pupils  always  to  draw  from  natural  objects 
placed  before  them,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  from  objects 
which  they  themselves  had  procured.  Many  objections 
were  made  on  the  ground  of  want  of  experience,  but  objec- 
tions were  waived,  and  the  children  set  to  work  on  flowers, 
fruits  and  trees ;  and  from  that  time  to  this  they  have  had 
nothing  but  pleasure  in  this  part  of  their  school-work. 
Their  knowledge  of  Nature  about  them  has  increased  rap- 
idly, their  skill  in  drawing  is  much  greater  than  it  would 
have  been  under  the  old  practice  of  imitation,  and  all  are 
delighted.  All  this  has  been  done  without  the  help  of  a 
special  teacher ;  indeed,  a  specialist  would  have  been  in  the 
way.  The  regular  teachers  and  the  pupils  have  accom- 
plished the  work.    Nature  came  to  the  help  of  her  children. 

Manual  Training. — The  question  as  to  whether  manual 
training  is  to  be  introduced  into  the  public  schools  as  a 
part  of  their  permanent  organization  may  be  assumed  as 
settled.  A  strong  conviction  seems  to  prevail  among  school 
men  at  the  present  time  that  every  complete  system  of  pub- 
lic schools  must  begin  with  the  kindergarten,  and  that  all 
the  grades  upward  must  be  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  the 
kindergarten,  and  controlled  by  its  methods,  which  will  in- 
clude manual  training. 

In  the  schools  of  all  the  great  cities.  East  and  West,  this 
new  branch  of  instruction  is  finding  a  place.  The  great 
hindrance  to  its  speedy  introduction  everywhere  seems  to  be 
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its  great  expense.  Specially  trained  teachers,  increased 
space  in  buildings,  costly  tools,  and  tlie  lack  of  time  allotted 
to  school-work  are  difficulties  which  seem  to  prevent  cities 
and  towns  of  less  wealth  from  entering  upon  this  new  labor. 
Our  own  Town,  however,  seems  to  be  fortunately  situated  at 
the  present  time  for  making  the  advance  step.  We  are 
soon  to  enter  the  new  High  School  building,  where,  it  may 
be  assumed,  there  will  be  room  enough  for  anything  that 
manual  training  may  require.  There  is  a  company  of  young 
ladies  in  the  town  who  are  interested  in  Sloyd  work,  have 
received  instruction  from  the  ablest  masters,  and  have  car- 
ried on  a  school  here,  in  a  private  way,  with  much  success. 
They  would  be  glad  to  enlarge  their  sphere  of  work,  and 
would  be  willing  to  remove  their  apparatus  to  the  High 
School  building,  and  open  their  school  there,  in  connection 
with  the  High  School,  without  any  other  expense  to  the 
Town  than  what  might  be  necessary  to  furnish  some  addi- 
tional apparatus ;  and,  to  judge  from  some  intimation 
thrown  out,  even  this  sum  may  be  furnished  by  private  mu- 
nificence. Cooking  might  be  made  a  permanent  part  of  the 
course  in  chemistry,  without  any  increase  of  time  allotted 
to  that  study,  as  it  might  take  the  place  of  other  experi- 
ments, it  being  only  one  of  the  many  applications  of 
chemistry. 

In  this  way,  a  careful  beginning  of  manual  training  in  the 
schools  may  be  made  without  any  risk,  and  with  little  or  no 
expense  to  the  Town,  and  with  the  satisfaction  of  seizing  the 
first  opportunity  of  taking  another  step  forward. 

At  the  end  of  the  last  term,  a  vacancy  having  been  made 
by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Emma  F.  Eames,  the  place  has 
been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Lucy  S.  Peirce,  a 
graduate  of  the  Salem  Normal  School  and  a  teacher  of  ten 
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years'  varied  experience  in  several  High  scliools  of  this 
State. 

Owing  to  the  very  great  increase  of  work  in  the  High 
school,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  add  another  assistant 
to  the  force  of  teachers. 

The  lady  selected  for  this  purpose  is  Miss  Katharine 
Rounds,  daughter  of  Dr.  C.  C.  Rounds,  principal  of  the 
State  Normal  School  at  Plymouth,  N.  H.    She  is  a  graduate 
of  this  school,  and  also  of  Smith  College,  and  will  have 
charge  of  the  department  of  science. 

In  several  other  schools  changes  have  been  made  as  fol- 
lows :  Miss  Kittie  W.  Hadaway  has  been  transferred  from 
Cedarville  to  the  Grammar  school  at  South  Plymouth,  in 
place  of  Miss  Frances  A.  Hadaway,  resigned.  Miss  Laura 
Holmes  has  been  removed  from  the  school  at  Indian  Brook 
to  the  Manomet  Primary,  and  her  place  supplied  by  Miss 
Esther  J.  Bartlett ;  Miss  Mary  C.  Hadaway,  from  South 
Pond  school  to  Cedarville,  and  Miss  L.  E.  Mitchell^ 
of  Chiltonville,  has  been  appointed  to  the  South  Pond 
School.

—  Voted,  That  no  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors  in  the  Town  be  granted.  Nays,

—  Voted,  That  after  the  present  year  the  Park  Com- 
missioners be  chosen  by  ballot  and  on  the 
general  ticket. 

March  7. —  Voted,  That  the  offices  of  the  Treasurer  and  Col- 
lector of  Taxes  be  open  from  9  to  1,  from  2  to 
4 J,  and  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  evenings 
from  7  to  8,  and  that  the  salaries  be  fixed  at 
$700  each.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  overdraft  in  this  account  amounts 
to  a  little  over  a  thousand  dollars.  It  is  caused  chiefly  by 
the  large  amount  ($704.89)  which  was  expended  on  fires  in 
woods,  of  which  there  were  a  large  number  this  year.  It 
also  became  necessary  to  paint  the  town  house  and  refit 
the  lock-up,  and  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Health  and 
elections  were  also  larger  than  last  year.

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  the  Depart- 
ment in  various  places  through  the  Town,  and  several  sub- 
stantial improvements  have  been  made.  In  addition  to  the 
ordinary  run  of  work  a  considerable  amount  had  to  be 
spent  for  the  removal  of  snow  last  winter  and  four  of  the 
bridges  were  renewed. 

The  Selectmen  have  considered  with  some  care  the  ques- 
tion of  the  permanent  improvement  of  our  roads,  and  have 
unanimously  come  to  the  following  conclusion  :  That  the 
work  of  repairing  our  roads,  especially  in  the  center  of  the 
Town,  as  now  necessarily  done,  is  penny  wise  and  pound 
foolish  to  the  greatest  degree.  At  present  a  piece  of  road 
is  repaired  at  a  considerable  expense  with  gravel  or  screened 
gravel,  the  best  material  to  be  sure  that  we  have  at  hand. 
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and  tlie  road  will  remain  in  good  condition  for  about  a 
year  with  some  small  repairs.  After  that  the  repairs  con- 
stantly increase  until  within  three  or  four  years  the  road 
must  be  thoroughly  repaired  again.  The  Selectmen  have 
visited  several  towns  which  have  a  stone  crusher  and  ma- 
cadamize their  roads,  and  strongly  recommend  the  Town  to 
make  a  beginning  this  year  in  macadamizing  the  roads  in 
the  center  of  the  Town,  and  each  year  hereafter  make  a  cer- 
tain amount,  and  thus  in  the  end  obtain  good  and  durable 
roads.  If  this  system  had  been  begun  twenty  years  ago 
Plymouth  today,  notwithstanding  the  poor  quality  of  her 
road  material,  would  have  had  the  best  roads  of  any  Town 
in  the  State,  and  at  an  expense  not  much  greater  than  the 
expense  of  the  present  system.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  as  the  amount  of  macadamized  road  increases,  the  cost 
of  yearly  repairs  will  lessen.  The  cost  of  a  stone  crusher, 
set  up  ready  to  work,  is  about  $5,000,  and  the  cost  of  a 
steam  roller  about  $3,000.  The  stone  in  Plymouth  are  not 
particularly  good  for  this  ^^urpose,  but  would  answer  if  the 
cost  of  carting  them  would  not  be  so  great.  Taking  into 
consideration  the  cost  of  a  crusher  and  the  cost  of  the  stone, 
the  Selectmen  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  much 
cheaper  to  buy  the  stone  already  crushed,  and  hire  a  roller 
for  the  limited  time  it  would  be  needed  than  to  invest  so 
much  money  in  a  plant.  Crushed  stone  can  be  bought  in 
Cohasset  at  a  private  plant,  and  the  O.  C.  E.  K.  will  carry 
the  same  at  a  reasonable  price.  The  cost  of  a  mile  of  ma- 
cadam road  is  about  $5,000,  of  course  varying  with  the 
width  of  the  road.  The  Selectmen  recommend  a  special 
appropriation  of  $3,500  for  the  purpose  of  macadamizing. 
An  appropriation  of  $11,500  is  recommended  for  next  year, 
but  if  the  appropriation  is  made  for  macadam  it  can  be  re- 
duced to  $10,500.

The  new  work  in  this  Department  this  year  has  been  the 
working  ofjthe  new  street  from  Jabez  Corner  to  the  shore, 
and  the  laying  of  a  20-inch  pipe  from  the  corner  of  Allerton 
and  xllden  streets  across  land  of  James  D.  Thurber  and 
others,  to  the  brook  at  the  corner  of  Court  and  Murray  streets. 
This  latter  work  has  been  needed  for  a  long  time,  and  the 
opening  of  Alden  Street  made  it  imperative.  The  work  on 
the  new  street  at  Jabez  Corner  is  completed,  except  a  few 
feet  at  the  lower  end,  but  the  damages  have  not  been  paid, 
as  a  dispute  arose  with  the  land  owners,  both  in  regard  to 
the  location  of  the  way  and  the  amount  of  damages,  and  the 
damages  have  been  referred  by  all  parties  to  arbitration  for 
settlement. 

The  new  work  for  the  coming  year  includes  the  working 
of  a  highway  from  Fresh  Pond  to  house  of  Mr.  Ezra  Pierce 
at  Ship  Pond,  which  has  just  been  laid  out  by  the  County 
Commissioners  and  will  cost  at  least  $2,500.00  The  Se- 
lectmen have  laid  out  a  town-way  from  Court  Street  around 
Spooner's  Pond  to  Court  Street  at  Seaside,  and  a  town-way 
from  the  main  road  in  West  Plymouth  to  the  Darby  Station 
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of  the  Middleboro  Railroad.  Tlio  former  way  will  require 
$1/200  for  working,  there  being  no  land  damages,  and  the 
latter  $300,  being  one-half  the  expense  of  working  and  land 
damages,  and  the  Plymouth  Sc  Middleboro  Railroad  will  pay 
the  other  half.  The  cost  of  working  the  Ship  Pond  road  is 
put  at  the  estimate  of  the  County  Commissioners,  but  in 
opinion  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
the  expense  will  be  much  larger,  and  if  so,  will  require  a 
deficiency  appropriation  next  year  if  the  whole  road  is 
worked  at  once. 

The  County  Commissioners  widened  Court  Street  between 
North  and  Brewster  streets  this  year  and  assessed  on  the 
Town  the  sum  of  $2,800  as  the  Town's  part  of  the  land  dam- 
ages. This  assessment,  with  the  expense  of  working  the 
widening,  will  require  $3,000.  If  the  two  ways  laid  out  by 
the  Selectmen  are  accepted  by  the  Town,  an  appropriation 
of  $7,500  will  be  required  in  addition  to  an  appropriation  of 
$481.95  for  deficiency.

The  appropriation  for  sidewalks  had  to  be  used  to  a  large 
extent  in  making  thorough  repairs.  The  walks  are  now  in 
good  condition  and  will  need  few  repairs,  so  that  more  new 
work  can  be  done  next  year  with  an  appropriation  of  $1,000 
than  has  been  done  in  any  one  year  before.  The  Oak  Grove 
Oemetery  was  conveyed  to  the  Town  this  fall  under  the  Act 
of  the  Legislature,  and  the  tomb  authorized  by  the  Town 
should  be  built  this  spring.  No  appropriation  will  be  nec- 
essary. The  Selectmen  ask  that  authority  be  given  to  locate 
the  tomb  in  Oak  Grove  Cemetery  as  a  more  suitable  place 
can  probably  be  found  there  than  in  Yine  Hills  Cemetery.

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Report  of  the  High  School  House  Committee. 


Tlie  undersigned,  a  Committee  charged  witli  the  purchase 
of  a  lot  of  hind  and  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  new 
High  school  house,  submit  the  following  report :  — 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  held  on  the 
7th  of  June,  1890,  the  following  article  in  the  warrant  was 
laid  before  the  Town  for  consideration :  — 

"  Article  4  To  take  such  action  as  the  Town  may  see  fit 
concerning|the  building  of  a  new  High  school  house,  and 
make  such  an  appropriation  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
said  action  into  effect." 

Under  said  Article  the  following  vote  was  passed  :  — 

"That  a  Committee  of  seven  be  chosen,  three  of  whom 
shall  be  members  of  the  School  Committee  and  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  'with  full  power  to  select 
and  purchase  a  site  for  a  new  High  school  house,  and  erect 
a  High  school  house  thereon,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding,  for 
land,  building  and  equipment,  ready  for  occupancy,  140,000 ; 
and  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  condemn  for 
school  purposes  the  lot  so  selected,  if  necessary ;  and 
that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  draw  their  warrant  on 
the  Treasurer  for  such  sum,  not  exceeding  $40,000,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  into^effect  this  vote  ;  and  that  they 
be  authorized  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  for  said 
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purpose  ;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  notes  or 
bonds  therefor,  upon  such  terms  and  for  such  time  as  they 
shall  deem  exjDedient  within  the  requirements  of  law." 

When  the  question  had  been  taken  on  the  above  vote,  the 
record  of  the  Town  Clerk  states  that  the  Moderator  declared 
that  105  had  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  27  in  the  negative^ 
and  that  the  vote  was  adopted,  two-thirds  of  those  present 
and  votino^  havincf  voted  therefor. 

Under  the  same  Article  it  was  voted  "  that  the  members 
of  the  Committee  from  the  School  Committee  and  Selectmen 
be  chosen  by  their  respective  boards,  and  that  the  five 
so  chosen  select  the  remaining  members  from  outside  the 
boards. 

On  the  13th  of  June,  1890,  Charles  I.  Litchfield,  James 
Millar  and  John  W.  Churchill  were  chosen  members  of  the 
Committee  by  the  School  Committee,  and  on  the  14th  of 
June,  William  T.  Davis  andLeavitt  T.  Bobbins  were  chosen 
members  of  the  Committee  by  the  Selectmen.  On  the  16th 
of  June,  at  a  meeting  of  the  five  members  of  the  Committee 
thus  chosen,  James  D.  Thurber  and  Charles  H.  Howland 
vvere  chosen  members  of  the  Committee  outside  of  the 
Boards  of  Selectmen  and  School  Committee. 

On  the  7th  of  August,  1890,  the  Committee  purchased  for 
the  sum  of  $1,000  a  lot  of  land  on  Barnes'  Lane,  so-called, 
of  William  B.  Drev/,  taking  a  deed  in  the  name  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  in  their  corporate  ca- 
pacity, and  said  sum  was  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town 
at  the  above  date  on  a  warrant  drawn  by  the  Selectmen. 

At  a  later  date  plans  for  a  High  school  house  were  asked 
for  and  received  by  the  Committee,  and  on  the  8d  of  Sep- 
tember, 1890,  it  was  voted  by  the  Committee  to  adopt  plans 
submitted  by  Botch  &  Tilden  of  Boston,  and  to  accept  said 
Botch  &  Tilden  as  the  architects  of  said  building. 
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At  a  le  .'■al  meeting  of  the  Town,  held  on  the  27th  of  Sep- 
tember, 1890,  after  the  purchase  of  the  site,  the  adoption 
of  phms  and  the  acceptance  of  architects  by  the  Committee, 
the  following  Article  in  the  warrant  was  laid  before  the 
Town  for  consideration  :  — 

"Article  2.  To  consider  the  business  of  locating  and 
building  the  High  school  house  now  in  contemplation  and 
review  all  action  in  the  past  pertaining  thereto  and  act 
thereon." 

Under  said  Article  the  following  vote  was  offered:  — 

"That  the  Town  reconsider  the  vote  passed  June  7,  1890, 
in  relation  to  purchasing  a  site  and  erecting  a  new  High 
school  house." 

The  vote  as  recorded  by  the  Clerk  was  adopted  by  a  vote 
of  73  in  the  affirmative  and  63  in  the  negative.  A  motion 
w^as  immediately  made  to  reconsider  the  vote  just  passed, 
and  after  some  debate  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried 
by  a  vote  of  123  in  the  affirmative  and  47  in  the  negative. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  the  whole  matter  was 
thus  left  precisely  as  it  stood  at  the  opening  of  the  meeting, 
and  the  original  vote  passed  on  the  7th  of  June  authorizing 
the  appointment  of  the  Committee,  the  erection  of  a  school 
house  and  the  appropriation  therefor,  remained  in  full 
force.  They  deemed  it  expedient,  however,  before  further 
action  in  view  of  the  necessity  of  negotiating  a  loan  and  of 
possible  doubts  on  the  part  of  capitalists  as  to  the  legality 
of  the  authorization  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  a  lawyer  whose 
opinion  would  be  looked  upon  as  final  in  the  premises.  A 
statement  of  all  the  facts  bearing  on  the  matter  was  pre- 
sented to  William  G.  Russell  and  an  answer  requested  to  the 
question,  "does  the  vote  passed  by  the  Town  on  the  7th  of 
June,  1890,  remain  in  full  force?"  An  elaborate  written 
opinion  was  given  by  Mr.  Eussell  concluding  with  the  dec- 
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laration,  "I  am  therefore  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  vote 
of  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  of  June  7th,  remains  in  full  force, 
unaffected  by  any  action  of  the  meeting  of  September  27th." 
The  statement  of  facts  and  the  opinion  are  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  may  there  be  seen. 

On  the  receipt  of  the  opinion  the  Committee  advertised 
for  proposals  to  furnish  materials  and  erect  the  school 
house,  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  George  W.  Brad- 
ford and  Ephraim  D.  Bartlett  at  the  price  of  $31,350.  Sub- 
sequently a  contract  was  made  with  the  Fuller- Warren  Com- 
pany to  furnish  and  construct  the  heating,  ventilating  and 
sanitary  apparatus  for  the  sum  of  $2,600. 

Extra  work  was  done  by  Mr.  Bradford  and  Mr.  Bartlett 
in  their  respective  departments  of  mason  work  and  carpen- 
ter work,  and  the  sums  paid  for  this  will  appear  in  the  de- 
tailed statement  below.  On  the  first  of  April,  1892,  the 
building  vv^as  surrendered  by  the  Committee  to  the  Select- 
men completed  and  fully  equipped  at  a  cost  to  the  Town  of

Gentlemen  —  The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  respectfully 
present  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1892. 

The  force  of  the  Department  consists  of  a  board  of  seven 
engineers  and  128  men  as  follows :  Two  steamer  companies 
of  thirty  men  each ;  one  hook  and  ladder  compan}^,  sixteen 
men ;  one  hand  engine  company,  twenty  men ;  one  chemical 
engine  company,  eight  men;  four  hose  companies  of  six 
men  each. 


APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  Department  consist  of  two  steam 
fire  engines,  one  hand  engine,  one  hook  and  ladder  truck, 
one  small  chemical  engine,  four  independent  hose  carts,  all 
in  good  order. 
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HOSE. 

We  have  at  this  time  about  5,000  feet  of  good  2|-inch 
cotton  rubber-lined  hose.  One  thousand  feet  of  new  hose 
lias  been  purchased  the  past  year. 


BUILDINGS. 

The  buiklings  of  the  Department  are  in  good  order  except 
the  metal  roof  of  the  brick  engine  house,  which  is  poor  and 
will  soon  want  repairing  or  new  roofing. 


HYDRANTS. 

The  number  of  hydrants  belonging  to  the  Town  is  the 
same  as  last  year.  Several  old  ones  have  been  replaced  with 
new,  and  all  are  in  good  order.  There  are  86  belonging  to 
the  Town,  and  15  owned  by  private  parties. 


RESERYOIRS. 

The  five  reservoirs  belonging  to  the  Town  are  tight  and 
in  good  condition  and  kept  full. 


riEES  AND  ALARMS. 

There  has  been  an  unusually  large  number  of  alarms  the 
past  year,  yet  the  only  serious  fire  was  the  burning  of  the 
Unitarian  Church.    The  alarms  were  as  follows:  — 

Jan.  14.  Box  25  for  fire  in  old  building  corner  Summer 
and  Billington  streets ;  J  an.  25,  alarm  from  box  23,  fire  in 
same  location ;  one  building  consumed,  loss  about  $50,  no 
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insurance,  cause  incendiary,  investigated  but  notliing  could 
be  proven. 

Feb.  18.  Alarm  from  box  25.  Slight  fire  at  Plymouth 
Mills.  Same  time  alarm  from  box  37,  which  was  unneces- 
sary. 

March  3.  Alarm  from  box  37  for  slight  blaze  in  house  of 
John  O'Connell.    Damage  slight ;  cause  overturned  lamp. 

March  9.  Alarm  from  box  54  for  slight  fire  in  fruit  store 
at  Central  House.  Damage  about  $10  ;  cause  overheated 
stove. 

April  20.  Alarm  from  box  41  for  fire  in  house  on  Allen 
Court.  Damage  about  $200 ;  cause  defective  flue  in 
chimney. 

May  19.  Alarm  from  box  35  for  fire'  on  roof  of  house  of 
Mrs.  Knapp.    Loss  about  $25  ;  cause  sparks  from  chimney. 

June  24.  Alarms  from  box  25  for  fire  in  building  partly 
burned  Jan.  14  and  25  on  the  corner  of  Billington  and  Sum- 
mer streets.  Building  wholly  consumed  ;  caused  incendiary. 

Nov.  22.  Alarm  from  box  54  and  second  alarm  from  same 
box  w^as  for  fire  in  the  Unitarian  Church.  The  building 
was  wholly  consumed.  This  was  the  most  dangerous  fire 
of  the  year,  and,  perhaps,  the  most  dangerous  that  the  Town 
has  ever  known,  as  several  buildings  were  on  fire  at  tlie  same 
time  from  flying  cinders  from  the  burning  church.  The  De- 
partment, with  the  assistance  of  the  citizens,  by  hard  work 
prevented  the  fire  from  spreading,  and  no  other  building- 
was  much  damaged. 

Dec.  16.  Alarm  from  box  41  was  for  fire  in  house  on 
Staflbrd  Street,  occupied  by  Charles  Wilson.  Loss  on 
house  about  $500  ;  on  furniture,  $600  ;  insured. 

Dec.  17.  Alarm  from  box  34  for  fire  in  picker  room  at 
Cordage  Works.    Damage  about  $200.

As  outlined  in  the  report  of  last  year,  the  pipe  voted  by 
the  Town  to  be  laid  on  Plymouth  Beach,  was  laid  this 
Spring  at  a  cost  of  $2,233.61.  The  Commissioners  decided 
to  lay  a  two-inch  wrought  iron  galvanized  pipe,  and  to  lay  it 
across  Eel  River,  at  the  Franklin  House,  instead  of  from  the 
head  of  the  beach.  The  expense  of  this  pipe  was  met  by 
issuing  notes  to  the  amount  of  $2,400.00,  which  become  due 
next  August.  The  pipe  voted  by  the  Town  at  Chiltonville 
has  also  been  laid  at  a  cost  of  $1,435.36.  The  pipe  laid  was 
four-inch,  made  by  the  Connecticut  Pipe  Manufacturing  Co., 
and  is  the  same  described  in  the  report  of  last  year.  It  has 
proved  very  satisfactory  and  its  use  will  be  continued.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  several  small  extensions  were  made 
about  the  Town  as  will  be  seen  in  the  construction  account. 
The  cost  of  all  the  extensions  except  the  beach  pipe,  the 
expense  of  maintenance  and  the  amount  of  $9,172  paid  on 
bonds  and  interest,  were  all  met  by  the  revenue  of  the  De- 
partment, and  there  is  a  balance  on  hand  of  $658.59.  All 
expensciS  of  the  Department,  including  bonds  and  interest 
and  the  notes  for  the  beach  pipe  of  $2,400.00,  coming  due  in 
August,  can  be  met  by  the  revenue,  but  if  any  large  exten- 
sions are  called  for,  there  will  have  to  be  an  appropriation 
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for  the  cost  of  the  same.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  repair 
work  of  the  Department  it  became  necessary  to  rebuikl  the 
abutment  at  Little  South  Pond.  A  new  wall  was  built  of 
stone  outside  of  the  old  wall,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  will 
stand  for  many  years  without  any  repairs  of  any  account. 
The  abutment  at  South  Pond,  and  the  well-room  at  Lout 
Pond,  were  also  thoroughly  repaired.  The  total  expense  at 
the  three  ponds  was  $738.15. 

A  thorough  examination  of  our  aqueduct  water  has  been 
made  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  discover  the  cause  of 
the  taste  and  odor  which  have  appeared  in  the  water  during 
the  last  year.  The  trouble  was  found  to  arise  from  a  colony- 
forming  infusorian  belonging  to  the  genus  Uroglena,  a  form 
almost  unknown  in  America.  No  remedy  is  known,  but  in 
the  past  experience  of  the  trouble  it  is  found  to  disappear 
as  suddenly  as  it  came,  and  may  not  appear  again  for  many 
years.  It  is  harmless,  but  of  course  its  taste  and  odor  make 
it  very  disagreeable  at  times. 

The  term  of  two  members  of  the  Board  expires  next 
March,  and  there  is  also  a  vacancy  to  fill  for  the  term  ex- 
piring in  1895. 

Reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Collector  and  Engineer 
are  appended  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

The  cost 
of  thirteen  of  the  above  gates  is  included  in  the  cost  of  the 
extensions  to  which  they  belong. 

One  new  3-inch  gate  set  on  South  Street,  south  of  Han- 
cock Street  branch,  at  a  cost  of  $15  55.  The  old  4-inch  gate 
on  School  Street  was  replaced  by  a  new  one  at  a  cost  of 
$14.25.  Total  cost  of  the  two  gates  set,  not  included  in  the 
extensions,  $29.80.  All  the  gates  have  been  inspected  and 
put  in  good  condition. 


EESERVOIES. 

Both  high  and  low-service  reservoirs  are  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  weeds  have  been  cut  down  and  removed,  both 
inside  and  outside  of  the  enclosure,  at  a  total  cost  of  $51.80. 


NEW  TAKERS. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  water  takers  this  year  48 
tenements,  55  water  closets,  23  bath  tubs,  16  summer  resi- 
dences, 2  stables,  1  saloon,  1  8-horse.  power  boiler  and  1 
office. 


BUTMENTS  AT  THE  PONDS. 

The  butments,  and  the  brick  well-room,  at  the  outlet  of 
pipe  in  Little  South  Pond  has  been  rebuilt  this  3^ear  at  a 
cost  of  $668.69.  The  butment  in  Great  South  Pond  has 
been  put  in  good  condition  at  a  cost  of  $18.00.  The  but- 
ment and  well-room  at  the  pump  station  has  been  rebuilt 
and  put  in  good  condition  at  a  cost  of  $33.46. 
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TELEPHONE. 

The  telephone  has  had  some  repairs,  such  as  new  poles, 
and  other  work,  and  kept  in  good  working  order,  at  a  cost 
of  $19.75. 

BOXES. 

Thirty-seven  service  and  six  gate  boxes  have  been  replaced 
by  new  ones,  at  a  cost  of  $61.35. 

DEINKING  FOUNTAINS  AND  STAND  PIPES. 

There  has  been  no  addition  to  the  number  of  stand  pipes

Dear  Sir  :  I  enclose  the  chemical  analysis  of  the  sample 
of  water  from  Little  South  Pond  collected  by  you  on  Feb.  6. 

The  organism  Uroglena  which  caused  the  trouble  last 
Winter  was  present  in  considerable  numbers,  but  the 
colonies  had  gone  to  pieces,  so  that  it  was  impossible  to 
determine  quantitatively  the  number  present.  Please  note 
on  the  certificate  of  the  next  sample  you  send  us  whether 
there  has  been  any  complaint  of  the  taste  and  odor  of  the 
water  by  the  consumers. 

Uroglena  has  made  its  appearance  in  several  other  water 
supplies  in  the  State,  but  the  number  observed  in  most 
cases  up  to  the  present  time  have  been  small.

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The  Park  Commissioners  having  become  convinced  that 
the  methods  used  in  the  location  of  park  lands  previous  to 
1892  did  not  in  all  respects  fully  comply  with  the  law, 
they  placed  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  Feb.  27,  1892,  a 
new  location  of  all  the  lands  contained  in  Morton  Park. 
That  location  was  accepted  and  allowed  by  the  Town  at  the 
town  meeting,  March  7,  and  recorded  in  the  Town  Records, 
book  9,  pages  339,  340,  341. 

Locations  of  Parks  at  Waverly  Square,  Jumping  Hill  and 
Plymouth  Beach  were  also  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk,  Feb. 
27,  and  accepted  and  allowed  by  the  Town,  March  7. 

Waverly  Square,  now  containing  about  18,750  square  feet 
of  land,  was  dedicated  to  public  use  by  Moses  Bates  in 
1856.  In  recognition  of  the  gift,  the  name  of  the  Square  has 
been  changed  to  Bates  Park. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  land  located  at  Jumping  Hill  be- 
longed to  the  Town  and  was  appropriated  for  Park  pur- 
poses March  7.  The  other  part  of  the  land  located  at 
Jumping  Hill  belonged  to  Nathaniel  Morton,  and  was 
deeded  to  the  Town,  April  5,  1892.  Recorded  in  Plymouth 
County  Records,  book  632,  page  161.  The  tract  of  about 
one  acre  formed  by  these  two  parcels  of  land  lying  in  front 
of  Mount  Pleasant  Grammar  school  building  has  been 
named  Burton  Park,  as  a  compliment  to  Mr.  Charles  Bur- 
ton, in  recognition  of  his  valued  services  for  many  years  as 
teacher  and  superintendent  of  our  public  schools. 

The  location  at  Plymouth  Beach  describes  three  parcels 
of  land  adjoining  each  other,  the  whole  tract  having  a 
length  on  the  beach  of  fourteen  hundred  feet  extending 
across  the  beach  to  Eel  River,  and  having  about  the  same 
length  on  the  river.  Two  of  the  parcels  were  appropriated 
by  the  Town  for  park  purposes  March  7,  and  the  other 
parcel  April  9.   The  title  of  the  Town  to  some  of  these  lands 
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was  found  to  be  not  as  clear  as  desirable.  It  is  probable 
that  a  portion  of  the  located  land  was  a  part  of  the  beach 
once  conveyed  by  the  Town  to  private  parties,  and  that 
another  part  belonged  to  the  Warren  farm,  and  another  part 
more  recently  to  Seth  P.  Clark. 

George  W.  Bramhall  and  wife  cordially  gave  to  the  Town 
a  deed  of  their  interest  in  the  located  land.  Deed  April  5, 
1892.    Filed  in  County  Eecords,  book  632,  page  160. 

Robert  F.  Swift,  Robert  C.  Swift,  Edwin  S.  Damon  and 
Daniel  E.  Damon  very  generously  conveyed  their  interest 
in  these  lands  to  the  Town  by  deed  Jan.  24,  1893.  Recorded 
Feb.  1,  1893. 

On  a  part  of  the  located  land  was  a  building  owned  by 
Elkanali  Finney  and  others,  which  building  with  the  land 
on  which  it  stands  was  conveyed  to  the  Town  for  $150. 
Deed  dated  May  16,  1892.  Recorded  in  County  Records, 
book  632,  page  412.  The  building  will  be  of  value  for  park 
uses. 

As  the  Town  originally  owned  these  beach  lands,  and  now 
has  had  conveyed  to  itself  the  title  from  all  who  have  made 
tc  the  Commissioners  any  claim  to  the  land,  the  full  title 
seems  to  be  with  the  Town. 

The  purchase  of  land  took  so  much  of  the  appropriation 
that  it  was  thought  best  not  to  make  any  improvements 
to  the  roads  this  year. 

Five  settees  have  been  placed  upon  the  grounds. 

MORTON  PARK. 

The  larger  part  of  the  expenditures  at  Morton  Park  in 
1892  were  made  upon  the  roads  and  paths.  The  old  roads 
have  been  much  improved. 

Ridge  Road,  leading  from  the  Carver  road  to  Little  Pond, 
joining  the  old  road  near  the  grove  is  nearly  completed.  It 
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is  open  and  already  is  mncli  used.  It  is  the  only  entrance  to 
the  park  on  that  side  over  land  belonging  to  the  Town.  In 
building  this  road  and  in  repairing  some  other  roads,  where 
filling  was  needed,  special  effort  has  been  made  to  place  a 
thick  layer  of  cobble  stones  as  foundation  for  the  gravel 
used  for  the  top  covering. 

About  five  miles  of  the  park  roads  now  in  use  and  about 
one-fourth  of  a  mile  more,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  com- 
pleted the  coming  Spring,  are  all  the  roads  of  any  consider- 
able length  that  the  Commissioners  have  included  in  their 
plans  of  the  park. 

PATHS. 

Foot  paths  have  been  extended  by  making  about  half  a 
mile  of  path  leading  from  Hathaway' s  Point  toward  the 
Carver  road,  following  the  general  direction  of  the  road  by 
the  way  of  Eed  Spring. 

Other  parts  of  the  park  can  be  made  accessible  by  paths 
where  roads  cannot  be  built  to  advantage. 

Corduroy  Path  is  so  novel  and  interesting  at  every  turn 
that  we  beg  to  mention  it  again,  as  it  is  too  fine  to  be  missed 
by  any  who  visit  the  park.  The  route  of  Corduroy  Path 
leads  to  the  outlet  of  Billington  Sea,  the  source  of  town 
brook,  that  stream  once  so  beautiful  throughout  its  whole 
course.    It  here  retains  much  of  its  natural  beauty. 

TEEES. 

No  trees  w^ere  purchased  this  year,  but  several  hundred 
white  pines  were  gathered  and  set  out  on  the  hill  tops  and 
slopes. 

Several  dozen  pitch-pines  were  set  out  at  the  old  grove  in 
pursuance  of  the  plan  to  make  that  a  grove  mostly  of  pitch- 
pines.    It  is  hoped  that  the  pines  will  grow  rapidly  enough 
7 
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to  replace  tlie  oaks  now  going  to  decay.  The  early  part  of 
tlie  season  was  so  wet  that  nearly  all  the  transplanted  trees 
lived.  Mid-summer  was  very  dry  and  warm,  but  our  white 
pines  were  so  well  sheltered  by  the  neighboring  oaks  that 
but  few  of  them  died.  The  pitch-pines  were  kept  alive  by 
water  carried  from  the  pond  close  by.  Deep-rooted  trees 
seemed  to  rejoice  in  the  hot  and  dry  weather. 

The  one  hundred  trees  in  our  sweet  chestnut  grove  and 
scattering  chestnut  elsewhere  are  making  large  growth  every 
year.  The  sugar  maples  and  larches  are  thriving.  Trees 
on  the  white  pine  lands  are  soaring  and  spreading  so  rap- 
idly that  they  will  soon  merit  the  name  of  grove.  Some 
trees  near  the  roadsides  have  been  cut  down  to  open  views 
of  the  Autumn  foliage  of  the  tupelo,  and  scarlet  and  yellow 
maple,  all  of  which  abound  in  the  swamps. 

The  old  gunning  stand  at  Hathaway's  Point  can  now  be 
used  by  picnic  parties  or  as  a  shelter  from  showers. 

The  Commissioners  have,  what  they  consider,  certain 
worthy  projects  for  the  improvement  of  Morton  Park,  requir- 
ing an  outlay  of  money  so  large  that  they  do  not  wish  to  ask 
the  Town  to  supply  it.  They  desire  to  have  a  contribution  by 
any  one  who  feels  an  interest  in  the  park,  the  money  to  be 
given  in  the  same  spirit  that  governed  the  subscriptions  by 
whichthe  park  land  was  procured  and  given  to  the  Town. 
All  donations  for  such  purpose  will  be  kept  until  the  requi- 
site amount  is  secured. 

BATES  PAEK. 

The  Commissioners  having  no  definite  plan  for  laying  out 
this  park  consulted  Messrs.  F.  L.  Olmsted  &  Co.  Their 
suggestions  and  plans  were  accepted  and  have  been  carried 
out  so  far  as  the  appropriation  would  permit.  By  their 
advice,  and  by  consent  of  the  Selectmen,  six  feet  of  the  side- 
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walk  on  Allerfcou  Street,  for  a  distance  of  130  feet,  was  made 
a  grass  plot  with  a  row  of  elm  trees  in  the  middle  of  it,  and 
a  sidewalk  eight  feet  in  width,  made  on  the  park  land  inside 
the  grass  plot.  This  arrangement  brings  the  walk  in  the 
shade  of  the  trees  at  mid-day  and  later.  Other  trees  have 
been  set  out  to ,  shade  the  diagonal  path  made  across  the 
grounds  from  Allerton  Street  to  Vernon  Street.  Many  loads 
of  soil  and  dressing  were  donated  by  residents  in  the  vicin- 
ity. More  will  be  needed  next  Spring.  Some  of  the  trees 
need  to  be  replaced  and  shrubbery  is  to  be  set  out  to  com- 
plete the  plan.  It  is  designed  to  have  grass  the  prominent 
feature  of  this  park. 

BUKTON  PAEK. 

The  sandy  gully  in  the  side  of  Jumping  Hill  has  been 
partly  filled  and  covered  with  soil  in  which  vegetation  has 
taken  root.  Clumps  of  juniper  and  barberry,  pitch-pine  and 
white  pine  have  been  set  out  in  what  seem  to  be  appropriate 
places,  and  also  a  row  of  elm  trees  on  the  Whiting  Street 
side  of  the  grounds. 

This  broad  hillside  now  so  scantily  covered  with  vegeta- 
tion can  be  made  more  attractive  by  growing  large  masses 
of  shrubbery. 

TKAINING  GEEEN. 

Training  Green,  which  for  more  than  two  centuries  has 
been  used  for  a  play-ground  and  for  military  purposes,  by 
recent  action  of  the  Town  is  now  kept  as  an  ornamental 
park,  thereby  increasing  the  beauty  of  the  locality  and  the 
comfort  of  the  neighborhood. 

To  take  away  a  play-ground  and  provide  no  substitute 
seems  to  many  to  be  unjust  and  unwise.  A  piece  of  land 
larger  than  the  Green  is  needed  for  a  play-ground,  in  a 
place  more  retired  from  the  public  street. 
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The  most  desirable  plan  for  this  purpose  that  has  been 
considered  by  this  Board  is  to  enlarge  the  play-ground  of 
the  Mount  Pleasant  Grammar  school  by  purchasing  some 
adjoining  land  of  Seth  W.  Paty  and  the  estate  of  Lemuel 
Stephens,  to  be  held  as  a  part  of  the  school  house  lot,  or  to  be 
held  through  the  Park  Commissioners. 

The  necessary  land  can  be  purchased  for  $1,125.  To 
drain,  grade  and  fence  the  grounds  may  take  $375,  making 
a  total  cost  of  $1,500.  The  draining  and  the  most  of  the 
grading  is  needed  to  make  the  school  house  lot  suitable  for 
the  purposes  for  which  it  is  now  used. 

The  following  appropriations  are  requested  for  the  year 
1893:  — 

Morton  Park,  $600.00  ;  Beach  Park,  $200.00  ;  Bates  Park, 
$75.00 ;  Burton  Park,  $50.00.  We  recommend  an  appro- 
priation of  $200.00  for  Training  Green,  whether  it  is  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  this  Board  or  other  ser- 
vants of  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


We  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1892  : 
The  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health 
were  ^^ublished  in  the  Old  Colony  Memorial  and  Free  Press, 
posted  about  the  Town  in  conspicuous  places  and  also  dis- 
tributed among  the  families  of  the  Town  by  an  agent  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  to  inspect  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  Town,  so  that  everyone  could  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  same. 

The  usual  number  of  complaints  of  nuisances  have  been 
received  and  orders  for  their  abatement  have  been  sent,  and 
with  few  exceptions  have  been  cheerfully  complied  with. 
Many  places  have  been  examined  and  nuisances  abated 
without  having  received  any  formal  complaint. 

Communications  from  time  to  time  have  been  received 
from  the  State  Board  of  Health  notifying  this  Board  of  for- 
eign arrivals  in  this  country  of  parties  whose  destination 
was  Plymouth,  who  had  been  in  danger  of  typhus  fever, 
small  pox  or  cholera.  The  Board  realizing  the  danger  that 
might  occur  from  such  sources  have  looked  up  the  parties 
mentioned,  and  in  every  case  have  located  and  surveilance 
placed  over  them  within  24  hours  of  receiving  such  notice, 
until  all  danger  had  passed. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  for  the  year  is  159.  Of 
this  number  34  have  died  out  of  town. 
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CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  number  of  contagious  diseases  reported  for  the  year 
is  59.    The  number  of  each  is  as  follows  :  — 


A  number  of  the  diphtheria  cases  took  a  bad  form,  and 
of  those  reported  five  have  died.  The  most  alarming  out- 
break of  this  disease  was  in  the  South  Street  district,  where, 
six  cases  were  reported,  four  of  which  died.  Some  of  these 
cases  might  have  been  prevented  had  not  the  parties  been 
careless.  In  one  case  the  party  who  laid  out  the  body  of 
one  who  died  with  the  disease  went  to  her  own  home  directly 
after  and  slept  in  the  same  bed  with  her  child  —  that  child 
took  the  disease  and  died.  A  cousin  of  the  child  took  the 
disease  from  her  by  sleeping  with  her  when  she  was  first 
taken  sick.  Before  the  physicians'  notice  was  received  by 
the  Board  of  Health  of  the  first  case,  the  patient  was  dead. 
Two  members  of  the  Board  immediately  went  to  the  house 
of  the  deceased  and  gave  instructions  to  the  parents  of  the 
child  what  to  do  in  the  way  of  disinfecting  the  house  and 
clothes,  and  the  method  of  washing  the  clothing  and  bed- 
ding. They  were  informed  by  the  parents  that  no  one  had 
been  in  the  house  outside  of  the  family,  and  so  the  Board 
were  led  to  believe  at  that  time  that  others  had  not  been  in 
danger.  After  learning  the  facts  in  the  case  the  Board  is- 
sued orders  to  those  families  from  which  cases  were  re- 
ported and  had  them  enforced,  and  the  Board  felt  that  after 
the  last  case  was  reported  well  and  the  places  had  been  dis- 
infected that  there  would  be  no  danger  from  these  sources. 
During  this  time  circulars  were  distributed  by  the  Board 
throughout  the  Town  giving  instructions  what  to  do  in  case

Typhoid  fever 
Diphtheria  .  .  . 
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of  diplitlieria.  The  schools  in  that  district  were  ordered 
closed  and  the  school  buildings  disinfected.  Of  the  11  cases 
reported  during  the  year,  5  have  proved  fatal. 


SCAELET  FEYEK 

Scarlet  fever  cases  have,  during  the  year,  taken  a  mild 
form,  and  no  deaths  have  occurred. 


TYPHOID  FEYEE. 

Typhoid  fever  is  not  contagious  like  diphtheria  or  scarlet 
fever,  but  care  should  be  taken  that  the  excrements  from  a 
typhoid  patient  should  be  buried  deeply  in  the  ground  and 
not  be  thrown  upon  the  surface  of  the  ground  or  into  vaults, 
the  contents  of  which  may  be  cast  upon  the  ground  for 
dressing,  as  the  germ  of  tyj)hoid  fever  lives  for  years  and 
years.  Of  the  19  cases  reported  during  the  year,  only  3. 
have  proved  fatal. 


CHOLEEA. 

During  the  cholera  scare  throughout  the  country  the 
Board  of  Health  issued  circulars  and  had  them  distributed 
throughout  the  Town  calling  the  attention  of  the  citizens  to 
the  condition  of  the  drains  and  vaults  upon  their  premises, 
and  the  necessity  of  having  them  thoroughly  cleaned  out 
and  the  contents  carried  away.  These  circulars  did  a  great 
deal  of  good  and  the  Town  had  a  general  cleaning  up. 


GLANDEES. 

The  Board  has  been  called  to  investigate  four  suspected 
cases  of  glanders,  namely  :  Two  mules  of  P.  S.  B.  Bartlett, 
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liorse  of  John  Burt  and  liorse  of  B.  Hedge.  These  ani- 
mals were  isolated  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  notice  sent 
to  the  Cattle  Commissioners,  who,  upon  examination,  pro- 
nounced Mr.  Bartlett's  and  Mr.  Burt's  animals  sick  with 
glanders,  and  ordered  the  same  to  be  killed,  which  was  done. 
In  the  case  of  Mr.  Hedge's  horse,  it  was  kept  in  isolation, 
and  no  further  symptoms  of  glanders  having  developed  at 
the  end  of  two  weeks,  the  animal  was  allowed  to  leave  quar- 
antine. The  Board  also  took  the  precaution  to  have  all  of 
the  drinking  troughs  cleaned  out  and  the  hitching-posts 
around  town  to  be  cleaned  with  carbolic  acid  so  as  to  pro- 
tect the  liorse  owners  against  this  dreaded  disease  among 
horses. 


SEWERAGE. 

In  September  the  Board  of  Health  invited  a  number  of 
gentlemen  whom  they  thought  would  be  interested  in  the 
question  of  sewerage  to  meet  with  the  Board  to  devise  some 
plan  to  present  to  the  Town  for  a  better  system  of  sewage 
than  we  already  had.  After  discussing  the  question,  it  was 
decided  to  call  a  public  meeting,  which  was  done.  At  that 
meeting  a  committee  was  appointed  to  make  inquiries  and 
recommend  a  plan  that  in  their  judgment  would  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Town.  That  committee  called  in  the 
Board  of  Health  to  help  them,  as  they  had  no  means  to 
work  with.  The  Board  gave  them  all  the  necessary  assist- 
ance they  asked  for,  in  the  way  of  pre  curing  an  engineer  to 
look  the  ground  over  to  see  if  he  could  suggest  anything 
better  and  cheaper  than  the  plan  which  the  Town  already 
has.  Mr.  Chase  of  Providence,  an  engineer  of  high  recom- 
mendation, was  engaged,  who,  with  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  district  of 
the  Town  which  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  sewer.  Mr. 
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Chase  came  to  the  conclusion  that  a  great  improvement 
could  be  made,  and  he  made  suggestions  and  plans  for  the 
construction  of  an  intercepting  sewer  running  the  length  of 
Water  street,  whereby  the  cost  could  be  greatly  reduced 
from  the  estimate  of  the  old  plan.  He  suggested  a  different 
outlet  from  which  the  sewage  would  be  emptied  into  North 
Guzzle  1,000  or  1,200  feet  from  the  shore,  thus  doing  away 
with  the  nuisance  which  might  acrue  from  having  the  sew- 
age empty  at  the  end  of  Long  Wharf,  as  called  for  in  the 
old  plan.  He  also  suggests  that  the  large  amount  of  catch- 
basins  for  surface  water  to  connect  with  the  sewage  system, 
as  shown  in  the  old  plan,  be  done  away  with,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, thereby  greatly  reducing  the  cost  of  the  whole 
system.  The  Board  of  Health  would  therefore  recommend 
the  system  of  sewage  as  planned  by  Mr.  Chase,  and  which 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Town  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
March,  be  adopted  by  the  Town,  and  that  an  appropriation 
be  made  to  build  the  same. 

There  is  no  question  to  come  before  the  Town  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  March  next  of  so  much  importance  as  the 
question  of  sewerage.  We  have  a  vast  amount  of  privy 
vaults  and  sink  drains  which  are  a  nuisance,  and  always 
will  be  until  they  are  done  away  with  forever,  owing  largely 
to  the  fact  that  either  the  ground  has  become  thoroughly 
saturated  with  their  contents,  as  they  are  situated  in  a  clay 
pan  which  will  not  allow  the  liquids  to  drain  away.  Many 
of  our  sewers  are  very  defective,  and  should  come  up  at 
once.  Town  Brook  has  pouring  into  it  the  drainage  and 
sewage  of  about  150  families,  making  the  brook  a  source  of 
danger  and  a  nuisance.  Other  sewers  emptying  on  the 
shores  of  our  town  from  the  woolen  mill  to  Fremont  Street 
are  another  nuisance,  especially  the  sewer  emptying  at  the 
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foot  of  North  Street,  which  in  its  present  condition  should 
not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  be  allowed  to  exist  another 
season. 


PLUMBING. 

Owing  to  many  houses  being  defective  in  their  plumbing 
arrangements  as  regards  connection  with  drains  or  sewers, 
traps,  ventilating  pipes,  etc.,  we  would  recommend  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  pass  an  ordinance  under  Act  of  1888, 
Chapter  105,  Sections  1  and  2,  whereby  an  Inspector  of 
plumbing  shall  be  appointed. 

Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  the  report  of  the 
Committee  appointed  at  a  special  meeting  to  devise  and 
recommend  a  plan  for  a  system  of  sewage.

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COMMITTEE  REPORT. 


The  Committee  appointed  at  a  meeting  of  citizens  called 
by  the  Board  of  Health,  Wednesday,  Sept.  28,  to  devise 
some  better  plan  of  sewerage,  make  this  report :  — 

They  have  considered  the  plans  offered  some  years  ago 
by  Mr.  Eice,  with  the  help  of  such  expert  testimony  as  was 
available,  and  would  recommend  :  — 

That  the  Town  build  a  main  intercepting  sewer  from 
Arch  bridge  to  a  general  outlet  north  of  North  Wharf,  with 
with  an  extension  of  about  1.000  feet  12-inch  cast  iron  pipe 
to  North  Guzzle  ;  cost  estimated  at  $8,200. 

Also  a  sewer  from  the  Arch  through  Summer  to  Oak 
Street.  Estimated  cost,  $3,100.  These  estimates  include 
man-holes  and  branches  for  house  connections,  but  no  al- 
lowance for  engineering. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  construction  of  these 
sewers,  first,  as  an  essential  part  of  a  general  system  which 
shall  finally,  by  yearly  extensions,  accommodate  the  thickly 
settled  parts  of  the  town,  as  provided  in  Mr.  Rice's  plans, 
from  Lothrop  Street,  north,  to  Fremont  Street,  south.  It 
is  not  deemed  necessary  by  the  Committee,  as  at  present 
advised,  to  provide  for  surface  drainage,  except  on  some  of 
the  main  streets,  when  the  additional  expense  would  be 
justified,  but  to  provide  for  house  sewerage  and  drainage, 
letting  the  rain  floods  run  into  Town  Brook  and  the  harbor. 

By  the  sewers  proposed  above,  all  sewage  now  running 
into  the  brook  and  harbor  as  far  north  as  Brewster  Street

y;ould  be  discharged  at  such  distance  from  shore  as  to  oc- 
casion the  least  possible  offence.  They  would  also  give 
chance  for  needed  extensions  for  some  years,  and  in  most 
cases  the  extensions  could  be  carried  out  by  our  own  Town 
labor. 

The  Committee  would  therefore  further  recommend :  That 
the  Town  issue  bonds  in  accordance  with  the  statutes  for 
the  sum  of  $15,000,  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  to  be  used 
in  constructing  sewers,  and  that  all  estates  using  such  sew- 
ers shall  be  charged  such  rates  as  the  Board  having  charge 
of  sewerage  shall  from  time  to  time  establish.  Future  ex- 
tensions to  be  according  to  the  needs  and  ability  of  the 
Town.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  per- 
sonal property  the  last  year  to  the  amount  of  $37,675,  the 
causes  of  which  are  due  largely  to  the  shutting  up  of  the 
shoe  factories  and  of  distribution  of  estates  that  have  gone 
out  of  town,  which,  with  the  increase  of  the  appropriation 
of  $5,255.46,  made  it  necessary  to  increase  the  rate  80  cents 
on  $1,000  over  that  of  last  year.  It  will  also  be  seen  that 
an  overdrawn  balance  is  charged  to  the  Assessors'  account 
of  $57.93. 

Under  Chapter  91  of  the  Acts  of  1883,  copies  of  Asses- 
sors' valuation  books  shall  be  deposited  every  third  year 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth.  This  last  year  a 
complete  copy  had  to  be  made  and  returned  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  before  Oct.  1.  The  extra  writing  of 
the  valuation  book,  accounts  for  the  overdrawn  balance.

The  school-houses,  of  which  there  are  27  in  the 
Town,  are  with  the  exception  of  the  one  at  Indian 
Brook,  in  very  good  condition  and  will  not  need  any 
extensive  repairs  during  the  present  year. 
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With  the  appropriation  of  $500  made  at  the  last 
annual  meeting,  the  school-house  on  Spring  Street  has- 
been  enlarged,  and  with  new  furniture  much  better 
accommodations  have  been  afforded. 

The  $2500  appropriated  for  a  new  school-house  be- 
tween Russell  and  Samoset  Streets  has  not  been  ex- 
pended ;  the  land  selected  by  the  Committee  being 
held  at  so  high  a  price,  that  the  school-house  could  not 
be  completed  and  furnished  within  the  appropriation. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  $500  for  tlie  same. 

Last  year  tlie  attention  of  the  Town  was  called  to 
the  crowded  condition  of  the  schools  in  the  northerly 
part  of  the  town,  and  an  article  inserted  in  the  Warrant 
for  the  erection  of  a  school-house,  but  through  an  error 
in  the  wording  of  the  same  no  action  was  taken. 

Temporary  relief  as  stated  in  our  last  report  has 
been  obtained,  but  the  increase  in  the  population  and 
the  educational  rec[uirements  of  that  portion  of  the 
town  demand  that  a  new  school-house  should  be  erect- 
ed, and  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $:^,500  for 
the  same  ;  the  school-house  to  be  located  north  of  Cen- 
tennial Street. 

Two  years  since  the  school  at  Indian  Brook  was  re- 
opened and  continued  through  the  past  year. 

The  small  number  of  scholars  attending  both  at  this 
school  and  the  one  at  EUisville,  and  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  teachers  for  those  localities,  for  reasons  stated 
in  our  last  report,  have  induced  the  Committee  to  close 
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the  former  school,  transferring  the  teacher  and  scholars 
to  Ellisville. 

It  is  very  evident  to  your  Committee  that  some  ar- 
rangement will  in  the  near  future  be  necessary  to  pro- 
vide for  the  educational  wants  of  tlie  Ellisville  and 
Ship  Pond  localities,  and  although  we  are  not  prepared 
to  give  any  decided  opinion  as  to  what  we  consider  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  two  localities,  yet  from  inform- 
ation received  of  the  laying  out  of  a  new  road,  bring- 
ing the  two  places  nearer  together  by  a  public  highway, 
it  may  be  advisable  to  locate  a  school-house  at  a  point 
between  the  two  and  not  more  than  a  mile  distant  from 
•either. 

Several  vacancies  have  occurred  in  the  corps  of 
teachers  during  the  past  year.  Miss  Mary  A.  Morton,  of 
the  South  Street  Sub-primary,  Miss  Myra  C.  Holmes,  of 
the  Cold  Spring,  Miss  ^^ellie  Smith,  of  the  Oak  Street, 
Miss  Lina  F.  Bates,  of  the  Oak  Street  Primary,  and  Miss 
Laura  Holmes,  of  the  So.  Plymouth  Primary,  have  the 
past  year  resigned  their  positions  as  teachers,  necessi- 
tating the  following  changes  : 

Miss  K.  A.  O'Brien,  of  the  South  Street  Sub-primary, 
was  transferred  to  the  Oak  Street  Primary,  Miss  Theresa 
Rogan  filling  the  vacancy  in  the  Oak  Street  Sub-primary, 
and  Miss  Susan  C.  Thomas  and  Miss  Lizzie  C.  Holmes 
filling  the  vacancies  in  the  South  Street  Schools.  Miss- 
Lizzie  H.  Sampson  was  transferred  from  Long  Pond  to 
the  Cold  Spring  Sub-primar}^,  Miss  Florence  Darling 
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filling  the  vacancy  at  Long  Po.rcl.  Miss  Mary  S.  Clark 
fills  the  vacancy  at  South  Plymouth. 

Two  vacancies  which  occurred  in  the  High  School 
were  filled  at  the  commencement  of  the  school  year  by 
the  engagement  of  Miss  Grace  W.Irwin  and  Miss  Jennie 
W.  Geer. 

Few  cases  of  truancy  have  come  to  our  notice  during 
the  past  year,  and  in  only  one  case  has  punishment 
been  inflicted  and  then  only  for  a  short  time. 

The  methods  of  teaching  in  the  several  schools  are 
satisfactory,  and  with  an  efficient  corps  of  teachers  now 
in  the  employ  of  the  Town  good  results  can  but  be  ob- 
tained. 

We  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  specimens  of  work 
collected  from  a  few  of  the  schools  of  the  Town  and 
exhibited  at  the  Town  House  the  last  of  December. 

This  exhibition,  though  incomplete,  was  very  satis- 
factory and  gave  to^the  many  persons  who  attended  an 
idea,  though  imperfect,  of  the  work  of  the  school- 
rooms. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Superintendent  to  make  a 
more  extensive  and  interesting  display  at  the  close  of 
the  school  year,  at  which  it  is  hoped  all  interested  in 
the  cause  of  education  will  attend. 

Although  your  Committee  have  in  years  past  deemed 
it  unnecessary  to  insure  the  school-houses  of  the  Town, 
they  did  not  desire  to  assume  the  responsibility  in  rela- 
tion to  the  new  High  School-house,  and  consequently 
have  insured  the  same  and  furniture  for  $25,000. 
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The  number  of  school-houses  is  27,  with  33  teachers 
and  1533  scholars. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  Superintendent's  report  for 
the  names  and  salaries  of  teachers,  attendance  of 
scholars  and  course  of  studies.

EXHIBIT  OF  SCHOOL  WOEK. 

An  effort  has  recently  been  made  to  bring  together  sam- 
ples of  the  various  kinds  of  work  which  the  busy  hands  of 
the  pupils  in  our  schools  are  now  constantly  engaged  in 
performing.  This  being  the  first  attempt  at  an  exhibition 
of  this  kind,  it  was  wanting  in  that  completeness  which  a 
better  organization  would  have  accomplished.  Some  teach- 
ers did  not  fully  realize  what  was  wanting ;  others  erred 
as  to  the  time  when  their  work  would  ^be  needed,  and  al- 
lowed their  work  to  pass  out  of  their  hands  beyond  recall 
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These  schools  were,  of  course,  not  represented  in  the  exhibit. 
Now  that  it  is  understood  that  there  is  to  be  an  annual  call 
for  specimens  of  work  accomplished  in  the  schools  directly 
or  indirectly  by  manual  dexterity,  a  full  representation  of 
all  the  schools  may  be  expected. 

It  is  very  important  that  all  those  who  send  their 
children  to  the  public  schools,  and  pay  money  for  their 
support,  should  have  an  accurate  and  comprehensive  knowl- 
edge of  what  is  taught  in  them.  It  has  been  found,  how- 
ever, a  very  difficult  matter  to  render  the  schools  sufficiently 
attractive  to  call  out  many  of  those  who  have  the  greatest 
interest  at  stake  in  them.  In  order  to  render  this  informa- 
tion as  easily  accessible  as  possible,  the  recent  exhibit  was 
offered  to  the  public,  and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  the  teachers 
that  their  efforts  have  received  so  much  notice  and  com- 
mendation. 

The  most  important  facts  demonstrated  by  this  exhibi- 
tion of  the  work  of  the  schools  is,  doubtless,  the  improved 
methods  of  treating  all  subjects  taught  in  them.  In- 
stead of  a  slavish  adherence  to  the  words  of  a  text-book  by 
memorizing  its  contents,  the  book  is  used  as  a  basis  of  in- 
formation on  the  subject  of  the  lesson  divided  into  topics, 
and  treated  b}^  teacher  and  pupils  in  language  suggested  by 
the  occasion.  Whenever  it  has  been  found  practicable  to 
do  so,  text  books  have  been  discarded,  so  far  as  the  pupils 
are  concerned,  and  after  the  work  for  each  grade  has  been 
marked  out  for  the  term,  the  teacher  is  left,  for  the  most 
part,  to  the  methods  suggested  by  experience  as  best,  as- 
sisted by  the  text-book  on  the  desk,  as  to  the  order  of  treat- 
ment, with  the  blackboard  always  at  hand  to  illustrate  or 
record  work  to  be  done  by  the  school  In  this  way,  it  is 
thought,  all  mechanical,  plodding  and  memorizing  modes  of 
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instruction,  so  common  and  so  fatal  to  all  excellence  in 
teaching,  are  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Much  of  the  work  that  appears  in  our  exhibit  ma}^  be 
classed  under  the  head  of  Nature  Study,  a  term  which 
might,  of  course,  properly  include  all  science,  but  which,  as 
at  present  used  in  the  schools,  applies  only  to  elementary 
science,  pursued  only  in  an  observational  way  which  may 
be  entirely  attractive  [o  children.    For  the  last  two  years 
the  drawing  exexcises  have  been  connected  with  this  study, 
especially  the  study  of  trees,  liowers  and  insects,  with  the 
most  gratifying  results.    No  copying  from  books  has  been 
permitted ;  natural  objects  have  been  supplied  in  abun- 
dance and  variety,  generally  collected  by  the  children  them- 
selves from  the  gardens,  fields  and  woods.     This  employ- 
ment is  evidently  very  attractive  to  all  who  are  engaged  in 
it ;  for,  instead  of  the  lagging  too  frequently  observed  in  the 
work  of  the  school  room,  the  greatest  enthusiasm  is  shown, 
and  the   wants  of  the  teachers  are  anticipated,  and  the 
desks  are  covered  with  flowers.    Thus  the  senses  of  the 
young  observers  are  sharpened,  their  knowledge  of  nature 
enlarged  by  their  own  experience,  their  manual  skill  de- 
veloped by  the  drav\dng  of  natural  objects ;   and  by  the 
essays  which  are  written  on  the  subject  of  their  lessons,  a 
varied  training  is  given  to  all  their  powers. 


BEADING. 

There  have  always  been  well-grounded  reasons  for  dis- 
satisfaction with  the  results  obtained  in  our  schools  in  the 
art  and  practice  of  reading.  This  is  especially  discreditable 
to  us,  as  all  admit  that  this  art  and  practice  may  justly  be 
regarded  as  the  most  important  part  of  what  we  undertake 
to  teach.    So  important  is  this  acquisition,  that  any  j^oung 
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person  who,  iu  passing  tlirongli  our  schools,  should  acquire 
the  power  to  read  understandingly  all  books  suitable  to  his- 
years,  with  the  judgment  to  select,  and  the  taste  to  enjoy 
them,  might  be  considered  as  having  a  good  education,, 
which  would  carry  him  successfully  through  life. 

Now  there  must  be  some  very  good  reasons  for  this- 
failure  to  do  justice  to  this  branch  of  our  educational  work. 
The  reasons  are,  without  doubt,  these  :  As  schools  are 
constituted,  and  must  be  constituted,  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  demands  of  the  times,  sufficient  time  cannot  be 
allowed  for  the  work,  nor  have,  in  the  past,  proper  books 
been  furnished.  The  Class  Readers  that  have  been  used 
are  made  up  of  ver^^  good  extracts,  it  is  true,  but  still  they 
are  only  scraps ;  and  do  not  arouse  the  interest  of  the  pupil 
as  would  a  well  chosen  whole  book  —  a  complete  story  with 
an  attractive  plot  to  call  forth  the  reader's  power  of  criti- 
cism, and  to  make  a  lasting  place  iu  his  memory. 

Our  teachers  have  at  their  disposal  an  hour  a  day  for  the 
reading  lesson;  and,  probably,  fifty  pupils  who  ought  to 
take  part  in  the  exercise,  allowing  about  one  minute  to  each, 
if  all  are  to  read.  When  it  is  considered  that  they  could 
have  very  little  interest  in  the  book  which  they  use,  it  is 
not  surprising  that  tliey  do  not  read  with  fine  expression 
and  good  understanding,  but  that  tliev  read  as  well  as  they 
do. 

We  have  made  a  beginning,  quite  recently,  to  remove  the 
obstructions  to  a  reasonable  success.  The  old  reading- 
books  have  been  discarded  in  all  the  schools  above  the 
primaries,  and  the  scholars  are  to  be  requested  to  carry 
their  reading  books  home  and  give  such  time  to  their  work 
as  the  teachers,  in  their  judgment,  may  think  proper.  Only 
classical  books,  the  best  in  our  literature,  are  to  be  put  into 
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tlie  liMiids  of  the  cliilclren.  Tlie}^  are  books,  lioweY-^r,  which 
the  pupils  will  desire  to  read  ;  otherwise,  the  arrangement 
would  be  a  failure.  The  reading  hour  in  the  school  room 
is  to  be  considered  as  a  time  for  a  review  of  the  work  at 
home. 


PEOMOTION. 

Much  thought  and  many  years  of  experiment  have  been  given 
to  the  subject  of  classification  in  our  schools,  and  the  best 
method  of  promotion  from  one  grade  to  the  next  higher,  so 
as  to  avoid  injustice  to  the  pupils  differing  greatly  in  ability. 
The  v>bject  always  kept  in  view  has  been  to  make  an  ar- 
rangement of  classes  which  will  allow  the  brightest  pupils 
to  pass  through  all  the  grades  to  the  High  school  in  the 
least  time  consistent  with  fair,  honest  work  ;  and  to  give  to 
those  who  are  less  able,  all  the  time  that  is  needed  to  pass 
through  the  grades  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  In  order  to 
attain  this  elasticity  of  arrangement,  it  is  necessary  to  place 
all  the  pupils  in  each  school  in  one  class,  so  far  as  the 
studies  and  recitations  are  concerned.  This  arrangement 
does  not  apply  to  the  High  school ;  the  course  in  which  re- 
quires four  years,  promotion  taking  place  at  the  end  of  each 
year.  The  Sub-primaries  are  also  excepted.  At  the  end  of 
each  year  all  the  children  are  promqted  whom  the  teachers 
may  consider  able  to  do  the  work  of  the  next  higher  grade. 

I A  pupil  must  pass  through  five  grades  before  he  reaches 
the  High  schooL  The  lowest  grade  requires  one  year,  and 
each  of  the  other  four,  either  one  or  two  years,  according  to 
the  ability  of  the  pupil.  No  pupil  has  ever  passed  through 
the  five  grades  in  less  than  six  years. 
^_  Each  school  is  to  be  divided  into  two  sections,  after  an 
j^^xamination  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
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The  fi.  st  section  is  to  consist  of  the  best  half  of  the 
school. 

In  order  to  determine  which  pnpils  are  to  remain  in  the 
first  section,  and  which  are  to  be  promoted  from  the  second 
section,  monthly  tests  are  to  be  made  by  the  teacher ;  and  the 
pupils  who  get  the  average  "  Good  "  in  the  first  section  re- 
main there  ;  if  in  the  second  ^section,  those  who  get  that 
average  are  promoted  to  the  first. 

Each  pupil  must  undergo  the  monthly  test  of  the  teacher. 

Any  common  lessons  may  be  taken,  according  to  the 
judgment  of  the  teacher,  for  the  purpose  of  these  monthly 
tests,  which  are  always  to  consist  of  ten  questions. 

At  the  end  of  a  term,  the  pupil  who  has  not  obtained  the 
required  average  three  months  out  of  four,  or  two  months 
out  of  three,  as  the  case  may  be,  falls  from  the  first  to  the 
second  section. 

All  pupils  found  in  the  first  section  at  the  end  of  a  term, 
are  to  take  for  their  last  examination  in  the  term  ten 
printed  questions  in  each  study,  furnished  by  the  superin- 
tendent, in  addition  to  the  usual  tests  by  the  teacher. 

In  estimating  the  value  of  examination  papers,  nine  cor- 
rect answers  shall  be  represented  by  E  (excellent)  ;  eight, 
by  G  (good)  ;  seven,  by  E  (fair) ;  six,  by  P  (poor),  and  five 
by  B  (bad). 

In  averaging  the  monthly  report.  Excellent  shall  be  re- 
presented by  5  ;  Good,  by  4 ;  Eair,  by  3  ;  Poor,  by  2,  and 
Bad  by  1. 


CHANGE  OF  TEACHERS. 

A  vacancy  having  been  made  by  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Lucy  S.  Pierce  in  the  High  school,  the  services  of  Miss 
Grace  "W.  Irwin  were  secured  ;  and  to  fill  the  place  of  Miss 
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Katharine  E.  Eoiinds,  who  resigned  as  teacher  of  science, 
Miss  Jennie  "W.  Geer  was  elected. 

Miss  Maud  Morton  resigned  her  position  at  Ellisville,  to 
enter  the  Normal  School  at  Bridgewater,  and  Miss  Susie  C. 
Thomas  took  her  place.  Miss  Thomas  has  since  been 
elected  to  succeed  Miss  Mary  E.  Morton  at  the  South  Street 
Sub-Primary  school. 

Miss  Katharine  A.  O'Brien  resigned  the  Sub-Primary 
school  in  Doten's  Lane,  to  take  the  place  of  Miss  Lena  F. 
Bates  in  the  Oak  Street  Primary.  Miss  Lizzie  H.  Sampson 
was  transferred  from  the  school  at  Long  Pond  to  the  Cold 
Spring  school,  made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Myra 
C.  Holmes.  Miss  Sampson's  place  at  Long  Pond  was  filled 
by  Miss  Florence  M.  Darling.  The  school  at  Indian  Brook 
was  united  to  the  school  at  Ellisville,  with  Miss  Lucy  F. 
Hadaway  as  teacher.

To  either  of  the  Constahles  of  the  Town  of  Phpnotith  in  the 
Com  monwealth  of  Massachusetts :  — 

Greeting  : 

You  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  tlie  inhabit- 
ants of  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections 
and  Town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Armory  in  said  Plymouth 
on  Monday,  the  sixth  day  of  March  next,  at  eight  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit : — 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  boards  of 
officers  and  committees  of  the  Town  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  3.  To  cnoose  all  necessary  Town  officers.  The  fol- 
lowing officers  to  be  voted  for  all  on  one  ballot,  viz.:  Five 
Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes, 
Auditor,  one  Assessor  for  three  3'ears,  one  Assessor  for  two 
years  and  one  Assessor  for  one  year ;  seven  Constables,  one 
Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  three  years,  two  Water  Commis- 
sioners for  three  years  and  one  Water  Commissioner  for 
two  years,  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  three 
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years,  one  Park  Commissiouer  for  three  years,  five  members 
of  a  Board  of  Health,  and  three  members  of  a  Committee 
on  Agawam  and  Half-way  Pond  Fishery. 

Art.  4.  To  revise  and  accept  a  list  of  Jurors  prepared  by 
the  Selectmen. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  and  for  disbursement  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  laws  relating  to  State  Aid  and  Military  Aid, 
and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  after  Jan.  1st,  1894. 

Art.  6.  To  make  the  necessary  appropriations  to  defray 
the  exj^enses  of  the  Town,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  to 
raise  such  sums  of  money  as  the  Town  shall  deem  expedient. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  pay  the  expenses  of  Dec- 
oration Day. 

Art.  8.  To  vote  by  ballot,  "Yes"  or  "No,"  in  answer  to 
the  question  "Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquors  in  this  Town?" 

Art.  9.  To  take  such  action  as  the  Town  may  see  fit  in 
aid  of  the  Public  Library. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  renew  any  note  or  notes  heretofore  authorized,  which  are 
now  due  or  may  become  due  the  present  year,  for  such  time 
and  on  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the 
interests  of  the  Town. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  23rosecute,  compromise  or  defend  any  suit  or  suits  within 
the  Commonwealth  in  the  name  of  the  Town. 
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Art.  12.  To  see  if  tlie  Town  will  accept  a  town-way  laid 
out  by  the  Selectmen  around  Spooner's  Pond,  on  the  peti- 
tion of  Gideon  F.  Holmes  and  others. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  a  town-way  laid 
out  by  the  Selectmen  from  Plymouth  Street  to  Darby  Sta- 
tion, on  the  petition  of  B.  A.  Hathaway  and  others. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  tlie  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  macadamising  streets. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  future  use  of  the  old  High  School-house,  including 
letting,  leasing  or  selling  the  same. 

Art.  16.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  recasting  the  Town  bell,  and  jDroviding  a  place  for  hang- 
ing the  same,  and  raise  and  appropriate  any  money  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Town  may  require. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  Sections  2  and  3 
of  Chapter  104  of  the  Public  Statutes  in  regard  to  the  ma- 
terials of  buildings,  and  prescribe  the  limits  within  which 
the  same  shall  apply. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  Section  1  of 
Chapter  104  of  the  Public  Statutes  and  adopt  by-laws  reg- 
ulating the  inspection,  materials,  construction,  alteration 
and  use  of  buildings  and  other  structures,  and  define  the 
limits  wathin  which  the  same  shall  apply. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  supplying  sanitary  arrangements  for  the  use  of  the  public, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  any  money  which  the  action  of  the 
Town  may  require. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will,  accept  Sections  1  to  10 
inclusive  of  Chapter  51  of  the  Public  Statutes,  in  regard  to 
betterments. 
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Art.  21.  To  see  if  tlie  Town  will  amend  the  vote  passed 
March  9,  1891,  authorizing  the  building  of  a  tomb  in  Yine 
Hills  Cemetery,  so  that  the  same  may  be  built  in  either  said 
Yine  Hills  Cemetery  or  in  Oak  Grove  Cemetery. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
an  amount  not  exceeding  $500  for  a  new  grade  school  house, 
in  addition  to  the  sum  of  $2,500  already  raised  and  appro- 
priated.

January  24. —  Voted,  That  the  Town  accept  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  386  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  entitled  an  Act  to  au- 
thorize the  printing  and  distribution  of  ballots  for  Town 
Officers  at  the  public  expense. 

January  24 —  Voted,  That  all  officers  not  required  by  law 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot  who  were  chosen  by  ballot  last  year, 
shall  hereafter  be  chosen  by  ballot,  ^nd  the  number  and 
terms  of  the  same  to  remain  as  last  year. 

January  24. —  Voted,  That  the  number  and  terms  of  all 
Town  Officers  now  required  by  law  to  be  chosen  by  ballot, 
shall  be  the  same  as  now  provided,  except  that  the  Assessors 
shall  be  chosen  as  provided  at  the  last  annual  meeting.

March  6. —  Voted,  That  the  Town  authorize  the  Treasurer,

—  Voted,  That  the  land  and  buildings  on  School 
street  now  occupied  for  school  purposes,  when  abandoned, 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen  to  be  sold,  leased 
or  applied  to  such  purposes  as  they  may  consider  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  Town. 

May  24. —  Voted,  That  the  vacant  lot  of  land  on  North 
Russell  street  westerly  of  the  Russell  street  school  house, 
now  owned  by  the  Town,  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
School  Committee  to  build  thereon  a  school  house  to  accom- 
modate the  schools. 

May  24. —  Voted,  That  the  School  Committee  be  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  purchase  land  and  erect  a  school 
house  for  the  accommodation  of  the  schools  now  occupying 
the  school  house  on  the  north  side  of  South  street.

—  Voted,  That  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars 
be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  land  and 
the  erection  of  school  houses  as  voted. 

May  24. —  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  draw  their  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for  a 
sum  not  exceeding  twelve  thousand  dollars  to  carry  into 
effect  this  vote,  to  borrow  money  for  said  purpose,  and  to 
issue  notes  or  bonds  therefor  upon  such  terms,  and  for  such 
time,  as  they  deem  expedient  within  the  requirements 
of  the  law. 

May  24. —  Voted,  That  the  School  Committee  be  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  purchase  a  lot  of  land  adjoining  the 
school  house  near  Barnabas  Hedge's,  and  that  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars  be  appropriated  therefor. 
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May  24. —  Voted,  That  tlie  vote  passed  at  [the  last  annual 
meeting  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  old  High  School  build- 
ing be  reconsidered,  and  that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed 
to  permit  the  building  to  be  used  for  any  public  purpose 
which,  in  their  opinion,  may  be  for  the  interest  of  the  Town, 
until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Town. 

May  24 —  Voted,  To  authorize  the  Water  Commissioners 
to  remit  the  amount  now  due  the  Town  from  the  Rider 
Home,  and  supply  the  Home  with  water  without  charge  as 
long  as  it  continues  to  be  used  for  charitable  purposes. 

May  24: —  Voted,  To  authorize  the  Water  Commissioners 
to  lay  a  pipe  in  the  new  street  around  Spooner's  pond  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  and  charge 
the  same  to  the  water  account. 

May  24 — Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  al- 
low the  Fire  Department  the  use  of  any  public  building  not 
used  for  other  purpose. 

May  24 — Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  ex- 
pend such  an  amount  as  may  be  necessary  in  altering  build- 
ings for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department. 

May  24 —  Voted,  That  the  Town  of  Plymouth  adopt  the  sys- 
tem of  sewerage  substantially  as  shown  in  the  plans  sub- 
mitted by  Charles  F.  Chase,  subject  to  such  modifications 
and  alterations  as  the  Committee  on  Sewerage  may  approve, 
and  appropriate  for  the  construction  and  care  of  said  sew- 
ers the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  such  further 
sums  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  paid  for  the  right  to  en- 
ter them. 

May  24 —  Voted,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  chosen  to  be 
known  as  the  Committee  on  Sewerage,  which  shall  have  sole 
charge  of  the  construction  and  care  of  said  sewers  and  any

when  the  Town  shall  choose  their  successors. 

May  24 — Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  for  the  time  being 
are  hereby  authorized  to  draw  their  warrants  on  the  Treas- 
urer for  the  sums  hereby  appropriated  for  the  construction 
of  sewers,  and  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  for  said 
purpose,  and  are  further  authorized  to  issue  the  notes  or 
bonds  of  the  Town  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand 
dollars  upon  such  terms  and  for  such  times  as  they  shall 
deem  expedient. 

May  24. —  Voted,  That  the  Committee  of  Three  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Chair. 

May  24 — Article  9  was  taken  up  as  follows  :  "  To  see 
if  the  Town  will  investigate  the  manner  and  lawful  methods 
by  which  Oak  Grove  Cemetery,  a  private  corporation,  was 
transferred  to  the  Town  for  a  public  burial  ground. 

Voted,  That  the  Article  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of 
Three  to  report  at  the  next  Town  meeting. 

December  9. —  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to 
borrow  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  and  to  issue 
therefor  the  notes  ot  the  Town,  each  for  the  sum  of  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
of  4|  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  dated 
November  1,  1893,  and  payable  one  at  the  end  of  one  year 
from  the  said  day,  and  one  at  the  end  of  each  successive  year 
thereafter  until  the  whole  are  paid,  the  said  notes  to  be 
signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
Selectmen  of  the  Town. 

December  9. —  Voted,  That  the  above  vote  be  in  substitu- 
tion for  the  vote  passed  May  24th,  appropriating  twenty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  same  purpose.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


We  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1893 :  The  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Health  for  the  current  year,  were  published  in  the  Old  Col- 
ony Memorial  and  Free  Press,  posted  about  the  Town  in 
conspicuous  places,  and  also  distributed  among  the  families 
of  the  Town  by  an  agent  appointed  by  the  Board  to  inspect 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Town,  so  that  every  one  could 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  same. 

Complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  received,  and  orders 
for  their  abatement  have  been  sent,  and  been  cheerfully 
complied  with.  Sixty-three  places  have  been  examined 
and  nuisances  abated  without  having  received  any  formal 
complaint. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  for  the  year  is  167.  Of 
this  number  34  have  died  out  of  town.

A  number  of  the  diphtheria  cases  took  a  bad  form,  and  of 
those  reported  22  have  died.  * 

Nearly  all  of  the  above  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  typhoid 
fever  and  diphtheria,  have  been  traced  by  the  Board,  to 
imperfect  drainage  and  ventilation. 

After  learning  the  facts  in  the  cases,  the  Board  issued 
orders  to  those  families  from  which  cases  were  reported, 
and  had  them  enforced,  and  the  Board  felt  that  after  the 
last  case  was  reported  well,  and  the  places  had  been  disin- 
fected, that  there  would  be  no  danger  from  these  sources. 
During  this  time  circulars  were  distributed  by  the  Board 
throughout  the  Town,  giving  instructions  what  to  do  in  case 
of  diphtheria. 


SCAKLET  FEYEK 

Scarlet  fever  cases  have,  during  the  year,  taken  a  mild 
form,  and  only  one  death  has  occurred. 


TYPHOID  FEYEB. 

Typhoid  fever  is  not  contagious  like  diphtheria  or  scarlet 
fever,  but  care  should  be  taken  that  the  excrements  from  a 
typhoid  patient  should  be  buried  deeply  in  the  ground  and 
not  be  thrown  upon  the  surface  of  the  ground  or  into  vaults, 
the  contents  of  which  may  be  cast  upon  the  ground  for 
dressing,  as  the  germ  of  typhoid  fever  lives  for  years  and 
years.  Of  the  13  cases  reported  during  the  year,  none  have 
proved  fatal.  The  death  of  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  oc- 
icurred  in  Washington,  D.  G. 
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PLUMBING. 

In  accordance  with  the  acts  of  1893,  chap.  477,  the  Board 
have  appointed  Inspectors  of  Plumbing,  and  have,  at  the 
request  of  the  Selectmen,  prepared  a  list  of  by-laws,  and 
presented  them  to  the  Town  for  adoption,  and  have,  by  the 
vote  of  the  Town,  had  the  by-laws  printed  and  distributed 
throughout  the  thickly  settled  portions  of  the  Town.

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STEEET  MAINS. 

The  distributing  system  of  each  section  of  the  Town  have 
given  no  unusual  trouble  during  the  year.  We  had  about 
the  usual  number  of  leakages,  but  with  two  exceptions,  all 
were  of  minor  importance,  and  as  far  as  known  or  can  be 
ascertained,  all  the  street  mains  and  services  are  now  in 
good  condition. 

The  cost  of  all  repairs  on  the  main  and  distributing  pipes 
has  been  $20474.

The  pipe  on  the  beach  has  been  a  source  of  trouble.  It 
was  laid  in  very  warm  weather,  and  last  winter  being  very 
cold,  the  contraction  pulled  the  joints  apart,  and  several 
couplings  were  broken ;  the  cost  for  repairs  and  maintenance 
being  $30.59. 
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SEEYICE  PIPES. 

The  street  mains  have  been  tapped  for  new  supplies  in  43 
places,  at  a  cost  of  $18455.  Add  those  in  use  as  per  last 
year's  report,  1,500,  making  a  total  of  1,543  services  in  use. 
The  street  length  of  service  pipes  is  28,486  feet.  There  has 
been  15  leaks  and  obstructions  in  service  pipes  this  year 
the  cost  of  repairs  and  removing  obstructions  being  $38.69. 
A  great  part  of  the  leaks  on  the  service  pipes  were  caused 
through  accidents  while  excavating  for  the  sewer. 

Five  iron  service  pipes  have  been  taken  out  and  replaced 
by  lead,  at  a  cost  of  $12.37. 


GATES. 

Twelve  new  gates  have  been  set  the  past  year.  The  cost 
of  eleven  of  the  above  gates  is  included  in  the  cost  of  the 
extensions  to  which  they  belong.  One  new  2-inch  gate 
was  placed  on  Union  street,  junction  of  Water  street,  at  a 
cost  of  $6.60.  All  the  gates  have  been  inspected  and  put  in 
good  condition. 


EESEKYOIES. 

Both  high  and  low-service  reservoirs  are  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  weeds  have  been  cut  down  and  removed,  both 
inside  and  outside  of  the  enclosure.  A  good  coat  of  dressing 
was  spread  on  the  outside  slopes  of  both  reservoirs,  at  a 
total  cost  of  $164.75. 
6 
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BUTMENTS  AT  THE  PONDS. 

The  butment  at  Little  South  Pond  has  had  some  minor 
repairs  at  a  cost  of  $7.35.  Two  new  screens  have  been  put 
in,  and  one  repaired,  at  a  cost  of  $59.25.  The  butments  at 
Great  South  and  Pump  Station,  have  not  had  any  repairs 
the  past  year.    All  three  butments  are  in  good  condition. 


TELEPHONE  AND  TELEHYDKO-BAKOMETER. 

There  has  been  a  house  built  over  the  pit  at  the  high 
service  reservoir  that  contains  the  battery  and  transmitter 
that  gives  the  height  of  water  in  the  reservoir  to  the  re- 
ceiver in  the  office,  and  everything  is  now  in  good  working 
order  at  a  cost  of  $65.27.  There  has  been  some  repairs  on 
the  transmitter  and  wires ;  the  batteries  have  to  be  charged 
occasionally.  The  cost  of  repairs  and  maintenance  has 
been  $66.72. 


PUMPING  STATION. 

The  boilers  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  are  in 
good  condition.  During  the  month  of  July  the  stack  was 
repaired  at  a  cost  of  $102.44.  A  ventilator  has  been  put  in 
on  three  sides  of  the  boiler-room,  down  to  the  sill,  to  create 
a  draught  to  carry  off  the  gas.  The  house  has  been  newly 
papered  andwhite  washed  ;  two  clothes  presses  have  been 
built  in  the  attic,  and  everything  put  in  good  order  at  a  cost 
of  $58.82. 
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NEW  TAKEES. 

There  have  been  added  to  tlie  water  takers  this  year  46 
tenements,  57  water  closets,  17  bath  tubs,  8  stables,  5  urin- 
als, 1  factory,  1  fish  market,  1  church,  and  6  school-houses  ; 
in  3  of  the  school-houses  there  are  12  water  closets  that 
the  Water  Department  makes  no  charge  for,  and  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  57  water  closets  above,  which  makes  a  total  of 
74  water  closets  the  past  year. 


BOXES. 

Thirty-four  service  boxes  and  three  gate  boxes  have  been 
replaced  by  new  ones  at  a  cost  of  $45.45. 


DRINKING  FOUNTAINS  AND  STAND  PIPES. 

There  has  been  one  new  stand  pipe  added  this  year,  mak- 
ing the  whole  number  five.  There  are  ^five  drinking  foun- 
tains ;  there  has  not  been  any  addition  the  past  year  ;  all  are 
in  good  condition. 


WORK  SHOP. 

There  have  been  a  few  minor  repairs  on  the  shop  this  year. 
A  new  chimney  have  been  built ;  the  brick  foundation  has 
been  repaired  and  put  in  good  order  at  a  cost  of  $9.85.

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Eire  Engineers  respectfully 
present  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1893: 

The  force  of  the  Department  consists  of  a  board  of  six 
engineers  and  155  men,  as  follows  :  Two  steamer  companies 
of  30  men  each,  one  steamer  company  of  15  men,  two  hook 
and  ladder  companies  of  16  men  each,  one  chemical  engine 
company  of  16  men,  one  chemical  engine  company  of  eight 
men,  four  hose  companies  of  six  men  each. 

APPAKATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  Department  consists  of  three  steam 
fire  engines,  two  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  two  chemical  en- 
gines and  four  independent  hose  carts,  all  in  good  order. 
Three  new  pieces  of  apparatus  have  been  purchased  the 
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past  3^ear  and  located  as  follows  :  New  steamer  in  brick 
engine  house  No.  3,  steamer  at  Seaside,  new  liooks  under 
Town  house,  new  chemical  in  engine  house  on  Main  street. 
The  old  hook  and  ladder  truck  and  small  chemical  en- 
gine have  been  located  on  South  street  in  school  house 
altered  for  the  purpose  and  companies  formed  for  each. 

HOSE. 

We  now  have  about  5,500  feet  of  good  2J-inch  cotton 
rubber-lined  hose  ;  500  feet  has  been  purchased  during  the 
past  year.    All  in  good  order. 

BUILDINGS. 

The  buildings  of  the  Department  are  in  good  condition. 
Two  have  been  added  the  past  year — one  new  building  for 
hose  near  Hall  Town  and  one  on  South  street  has  been 
altered  over  for  Department  uses.  All  are  in  good  condi- 
tion. 

HYDEANTS. 

The  number  of  hydrants  belonging  to  the  Town  is  87. 
One  new  one  has  been  added  the  past  year.  There  are  also- 
15  hydrants  owned  by  private  parties. 


KESERYOIKS.

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A  review  of  the  work  of  this  Board  for  the  five  years  of 
its  existence  shows  that  the  four  public  parks  now  held  by 
the  Town,  namely  :  Morton  Park  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
acres,  Beach  Park  of  about  ten  acres ;  Burton  Park  of 
more  than  one  acre,  and  Bates  Park  about  two-fifths  of  an 
acre  were  secured  at  an  expense  to  the  Town  for  the  titles 
to  the  land  of  only  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  plus  the 
value  of  a  few  acres  of  land  donated  by  the  Town  now  in- 
cluded in  the  parks. 

All  citizens  of  the  Town  have  equal  ownership  in  and 
equal  rights  to  use  these  public  lands,  subject  only  to  such 
regulations  as  are  necessary  for  the  individual  to  observe  in 
order  that  the  rights  of  others  may  be  properly  cared  for. 

Including  Training  Green  which  by  vote  of  the  Town  is 
in  the  care  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  the  variety  of  these 
public  lands  is  enough  to  meet  the  different  wants  and 
tastes  of  very  many  of  the  inhabitants. 


Training  Green  is  an  example  of  the  beauty  to  be  found 
in  a  cultivated  grass  lawn,  partly  shaded  by  trees,  enclosed 
by  a  formal  stone  curbing,  with  convenient  yet  gracefully 
formed  walks.  By  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  residents 
of  the  neighborhood  bordering  on  the  Green,  and  the  gen- 
eral desire  of  the  people  to  keep  this  spot  an  ornamental 
one,  the  notice,  "  Keep  off  the  grass,"  is  almost  always  re- 
spected. In  public  parks  of  many  other  towns  and  cities  it 
is  found  necessary  to  resort  to  fences  or  shrubbery  to  con- 
fine travel  to  the  paths.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  our  commu- 
nity that  it  governs  itself  so  well  in  these  matters  that  a 
few  notices,  to  remind  the  careless  and  ^forgetful,  have 
proved  sufficient  to  preserve  the  grass. 
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Bates  Park  comes  next  to  Training  Green  as  a  desirable 
location  for  a  cultivated  park.  A  small  annual  appro- 
priation will  carry  out  the  plans  of  the  Commissioners  for 
this  park  and  make  it  an  attractive  spot.  Objection 
was  made  by  some  parties  residing  near  by  to  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  was  laid  out.  It  was  a  new  thing  for 
our  Town  to  have  a  grass  plot  with  trees  in  it  between 
the  sidewalk  and  roadway,  and  some  of  our  people  seemed 
to  think  it  to  be  a  plan  originating  with  the  Park  Commis- 
missioners,  and  an  undesirable  innovation ;  but  the  fact  is 
that  in  many  new  and  growing  towns  and  cities  it  is  not  un- 
common for  streets  to  be  laid  out  in  this  way,  especially 
streets  designed  for  the  better  class  of  residences. 

Some  malicious  person  has  girdled  the  four  elm  trees 
which  are  in  the  grass  plot  near  the  street,  and  these  will 
have  to  be  replaced  at  some  trouble  and  expense  to  the 
Town.  Vandalism  of  this  kind  will  sometimes  occur  even 
in  honest  communities.  This  is  the  first  instance  which 
has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Commissioners,  however, 
and  they  earnestly  hope  it  will  be  the  last. 

At  Burton  Park  a  few  elm  trees  have  been  set  out  by  the 
side  of  the  street  in  the  place  of  defective  ones,  but  tho 
little  improvement  needed  every  year  to  make  this  promi- 
nent hillside  very  attractive  and  creditable  to  the  Town  has 
not  been  made  this  year  for  the  want  of  money,  as  the  Town 
made  no  appropriation  for  this  park. 

The  feeling  is  too  common  that  because  a  public  place  is 
not  very  attractive  it  is  not,  therefore,  worth  spending  any 
money  upon  ;  and  it  is  also  true  that  as  soon  as  a  public 
ground  has  been  made  attractive  there  is  a  general  desire  to 
keep  it  so. 
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A  prominent  feature  of  Burton  Park  was  a  sand  gully. 
It  was  also  used  as  a  dumping  ground  for'  many  cast-off 
articles,  but  the  sand  has  been  covered  with  soil  and  the 
grounds  cleared  up  and  a  few  trees  and  shrubs  have  been 
planted.  It  is  for  the  Town  to  say  whether  it  will  lose 
much  that  has  been  gained,  or  by  a  little  money  yearly  spent 
make  Burton  Park  as  attractive  in  its  way  as  Training  Green 
now  is.  It  does  not  need  the  closely  clipped  lawn,  nor  stone 
curbing,  but  it  needs  a  few  trees  and  many  shrubs  which, 
when  once  established,  will  remain  as  permanent  features, 
requiring  very  little  money  for  renewals. 

In  contrast  with  cultivated  parks  of  small  area  we  have 
in  Morton  Park  the  charm  of  wild  wood  and  lake  scenery, 
where  every  one  may  roam  at  their  own  will,  breathing  in 
health  and  inspiration  from  the  trees,  shrubs  and  flowers  in 
their  season,  plucking  anything  they  may  choose  to  gather 
except  possibly  some  new  variety  of  tree  or  shrub  which 
the  Commissioners  may  be  trying  to  propagate.  Here 
the  seeker  for  rest  and  pleasure  and  the  lover  of  nature 
may  come  often  and  always  with  renewed  interest. 

And  then  in  contrast  with  all  the  others  comes  Beach 
PARK,on  the  Ocean's  border,  more  properly  a  beach  reserve 
than  a  park  ;  a  place  where  half  the  town  may  picnic 
together  and  find  room  to  dig  in  the  sand  and  bathe  in 
the  surf. 

A  waiting  room,  supplied  with  South  Pond  water  and 
toilet  rooms,  has  been  added  this  year.  It  is  the  desire  of 
the  Commissioners  to  erect  here  low  buildings  for  shelter 
from  sun  and  storms. 
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At  Morton  Park  the  opening  of  "  Valley  Koad,"  leading 
from  tlie  Carver  road  to  join  tlie  road  at  tlie  northerly  end 
of  Little  Pond,  with  a  branch  to  Little  Pond  lane,  brings 
out  a  very  attractive  portion  of  the  park.  The  woods  on 
both  sides  of  the  road  are  quite  thickly  sprinkled  with  white 
pines,  which  will  become  a  prominent  feature  by  and  by. 

There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  general  character 
of  the  roads  and  paths.  Much  care  has  been  used  to  make 
the  small  annual  appropriation  for  this  purpose  go  as  far  as 
possible.  If  no  further  outlay  is  made  for  new  roads  the 
same  amount  of  money  expended  yearly  upon  the  roads  and 
paths  would  show  greater  improvement  and  be  much  ap- 
preciated by  all  visitors  at  the  park.  The  main  road 
through  the  park  from  the  Lout  Pond  road  to  the  Carver 
road  has  become  as  much  used  for  business  traffic  as  many 
of  our  highways. 

Several  hundred  small  white  pine  trees  were  set  out  in 
the  Spring  on  some  of  the  higher  lands  where  the  old 
growth  must  soon  give  way.  The  white  pines  near  the 
west  side  of  Little  Pond  have  got  possession  of  the  ground, 
a  great  transformation  in  three  years  from  an  ordinary 
piece  of  woodland  with  oak  in  the  ascendency.  The  sweet 
chestnut-trees  are  growing  very  rapidly  and  give  promise 
of  making  a  fine  grove  in  a  few  years. 

Some  of  our  townspeople  visiting  the  park  have  shown  a 
desire  to  have  the  undergrowth  of  shrubbery  removed,  and 
have  the  trees  the  only  occupants  of  the  ground.  That 
would  be  undoing  what  nature  has  so  well  done  for  us,  and 
what  some  superintendents  of  parks  are  doing  at  great  ex- 
pense in  artificially-made  parks,  trying  to  make  them  look 
like  the  works  of  nature.  If  there  was  an  abundance  of 
money  it  would  seem  more  appropriate  to  plant  other  wild 
shrubs  to  give  greater  variety  to  the  undergrowth. 
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Morton  Park  lias  become  one  of  the  noted  attractions  of 
tlie  Town,  to  which  strangers  resort  after  seeing  the  places 
of  historic  interest.  Their  expressions  of  admiration  are 
very  profuse,  and  they  show  much  surprise  and  pleasure 
that  Plymouth  has  a  park  more  attractive  and  valuable  than 
some  of  the  noted  and  costly  parks  in  other  portions  of  our 
country.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  realize  that  the  interest  our 
townspeople  take  in  the  parks  is  increasing  year  by  year. 

The  Commissioners  have  what  they  consider  certain 
worthy  projects  for  the  improvement  of  Morton  Park,  re- 
quiring an  outlay  of  money  larger  than  they  wish  to  ask 
the  Town  to  supply.  We  hope  the  money  needed  will  be 
voluntarily  offered.

The  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  condition  of  the  several  appro- 
priations, will  be  found  in  the  Treasurer's  report  here- 
with submitted.  It  is  believed  that  this  change  from  the 
custom  heretofore  adopted  of  embodying  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  Town,  in  the  Selectmen's  report,  will  be 
found  more  convenient  to  the  citizens  and  in  accordance 
with  the  better  practice  in  other  towns. 

The  condition  of  the  Town  finances,  and  particularly  the 
state  of  the  funded  debt,  is  deserving  of  careful  attention. 

On  December  31st,  1892,  the  funded  debt  was  $233,030  00. 
This  debt  has  been  increased  during  the  past 
year  under  votes  of  the  Town  as  follows:

'For  the  year  1894  the  payments  on  account  of  principal 
■and  interest  of  the  Town  indebtedness,  including  the  water 
debt,  will  amount  to  $30,419.  Deducting  the  amount  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  the  water  debt,  which  is  $8,914, 
leaves  a  balance  of  $21,505  to  be  raised  by  direct  taxation 
on  account  of  these  payments  of  principal  and  interest,  of 
which  $1,500  is  directly  appropriated  in  payment  of  the 
balance  due  on  the  Duxbury  &  Cohasset  Eailroad,  being 
the  last  payment  on  account  of  that  loan.  This  makes 
necessary  an  appropriation^  of  $20,005  for  town  debt  and 
interest.  While  it  is  true,  of  course,  that  the  income  of  the 
Water  department  provides  for  the  payment  of  principal 
and  interest  on  account  of  the  water  debt,  still  the  burden 
upon  the  tax-payers'  pocket  is  no  less  heavy  whether  his 
tax  is  paid  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes  or  to  the  Collector  of 
water  rates. 

This  matter  of  the  Town  debt  is  peculiarly  within  the 
control  of  the  voters  of  the  Town.  No  permanent  debt  can 
be  incurred  except  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  voters  pres- 
ent and  voting,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  in  this  connec- 
tion how  small  is  the  number  of  voters  who  vote  upon  these 
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questions  of  the  increase  of  tlie  debt.  The  last  large  in- 
crease in  the  debt  was  carried  by  thirty-three  votes  in  the 
affirmative.  The  Selectmen  think  it  desirable  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Town  to  this  condition  of  affairs  somewhat 
more  at  length  than  has  been  the  practice  heretofore,  in 
order  that  the  voters,  when  subjects  are  under  considera- 
tion involving  new  indebtedness  during  the  coming  year, 
may  be  fully  informed  upon  the  present  condition  of  the 
Town  finances. 

Including  the  reduction  on  account  of  the  water  debt,  the 
present  debt  will  be  reduced  during  the  year  1894,  $20,420. 
And  substantially  this  reduction  must  be  maintained  for 
several  years  to  come.  The  Town  will  see  that  the  debt  is 
being  rapidly  paid  off,  and  that,  if  not  increased  by  vote  of 
the  Town,  it  will  in  a  few  years  be  largely  reduced. 

The  present  funded  indebtedness,  meaning  thereby  the 
outstanding  notes  and  bonds  of  the  Town,  is  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  Town,  and  slight  comparison  with  former 
years  shows  how  rapid  has  been  its  increase.

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The  annual  appropriation  and  tax  rate  for  1894  rests  with 
tha  voters  of  Plymouth. 

The  increase  in  rate  and  appropriation  is  mainly  due  to 
the  increase  in  Town  debt,  and  consequent  payments  on  ac- 
count of  principal  and  interest.  The  appropriation  neces- 
sary in  1890  for  Town  debt  and  interest  was  $2,700  ;  for  the 
same  purpose  in  1894,  $20,000  will  be  necessary. 

It  seems  to  the  Board  that  for  the  present  there  should 
be  no  increase  in  the  indebtedness  which  involves  a  corres- 
ponding increase  in  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  Town 
debt  and  interest,  unless  the  necessity  is  very  clear,  until 
the  rate  of  taxation,  which  is  now  above  the  average  of  the 
other  towns  and  cities  in  the  State,  can  be  lowered  to  at 
least  the  average  rate. 

Twenty  thousand  dollars  of  the  water  debt,  bearing  inter- 
set  at  6  per  cent.,  will  mature  August  1st  next,  and  it  will 
be  necessary  to  provide  by  a  new  loan  to  meet  that  debt  at 
maturity,  as  there  is  no  sinking  fund  which  can  be  applied 
to  its  reduction. 

The  Selectmen  have  inserted  the  appropriate  article  there- 
for in  the  warrant  and  recommend  that  under  it  the  Town 
vote  to  issue  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  notes  of  the  Town. 
Probably  this  loan  can  be  effected  at  4  per  cent.,  making  a 
reduction  of  four  hundred  dollars  a  year  on  account  of  in- 
terest. 

A  year  ago  there  was  a  deficiency  of  $3,500  in  the  High 
school  account,  which  the  Town  voted  should  be  met  by  a 
new  loan. 

Some  question  having  arisen  as  to  the  legality  of  the  vote, 
the  Selectmen  have  therefore  inserted  an  article  in  the  war- 
rant for  the  annual  meeting,  under  which  a  loan  can  be 
made,  and  that  indebtedness  provided  for. 
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NEW  KOADS. 

During  the  year  the  street  at  Jabez  Corner  called  Howes 
Lane  has  been  completed,  and  the  land  damages,  which 
were  referred  to  arbitration,  have  been  paid.  Under  the 
decree  of  the  County  Commissioners  the  Selectmen  have 
completed  the  working  of  the  highway  from  Fresh  Pond  to 
the  house  of  Ezra  Pierce  at  Ship  Pond.  The  cost  of  work- 
ing the  way  was  estimated  by  the  County  Commissioners  at 
twenty -five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500).  The  work  has  been 
completed  in  a  satisfactory  manner  at  a  cost  of  $2,412.43. 
Spooner  Street,  leading  around  Spooner's  Pond  to  Court 
Street  at  Seaside,  has  been  worked  at  an  expense  of 
$1,172.02,  and  the  town  way  in  West  Plymouth  to  the  Darby 
station  at  a  cost  of  $300.  During  the  year  the  widening  of 
Court  Street,  between  North  and  Brewster  streets,  as  laid 
out  by  the  County  Commissioners,  was  made,  and  a  large 
amount  of  concrete  side  walk  has  been  constructed  and 
curbstone  set.  The  exj)ense  for  the  Court  Street  widening, 
including  land  damages  charged  to  "New  Eoads,''  was 
$2,957.45  The  present  Board  of  Selectmen  have  laid  out  an 
extension  of  Water  Street,  and  also  Hall  and  Atlantic 
streets,and  their  laying  out  has  been  accepted  by  the  Town. 
The  work  on  Hall  and  Atlantic  streets  will  be  done  during 
the  year.  There  has  already  been  expended,  on  account  of 
the  working  of  Water  street,  the  sum  of  $1,227.13. 

It  is  believed  that  a  substantial  reduction  can  be  made  in 
the  appropriation  for  new  roads  the  coming  year.  The 
Selectmen  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2,500  for  that 
department,  in  place  of  $7,500  last  year.  With  this  amount 
it  is  believed  that  all  the  streets  which  have  been  laid  out» 
and  which  are  in  process  of  construction,  can  be  completed, 
and  there  is  no  petition  now  pending  before  the  Board  for 
any  new  street. 
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The  widening  of  Middle  Street,  proposed  under  tlie  will 
of  J.  Henry  Stickney,  involves  so  many  elements  of  expense 
which  have  not  been  determined,  that  it  is  not  thought 
advisable  to  insert  any  recommendation  for  an  appropria- 
tion on  account  of  that  widening.  The  street  has  not  yet 
been  laid  out,  and  whether,  if  laid  out  and  accepted  by  the 
Town,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  any  appropriation  in 
excess  of  the  twelve  thousand  dollars  devised  by  Mr. 
Stickney,  depends  upon  the  character  of  the  plans  approved 
by  the  consulting  engineers.  Questions  relating  to  this 
widening  are  fully  considered  in  another  place  in  this  report. 

The  Selectmen  have  had  under  consideration  the  con- 
struction of  a  way  leading  from  Alden  Street  to  Spooner 
Street,  and  a  plan  of  such  way  has  been  prepared.  If 
satisfactory  arrangements  for  land  damages  can  be  made,  it 
is  probable  that  a  way  in  that  locality  will  be  reported  to 
the  Town  during  the  year,  but  no  appropriation  is  now 
necessary.  The  Selectmen  are  of  opinion  that  such  a  way 
will  be  of  service  to  the  Town,  and  would  bring  into  the 
market  a  large  amount  of  land  suitable  for  building  lots, 
but  they  feel  that  the  Town  should  not  be  called  upon  to 
construct  such  a  way  unless  the  land  damage  is  largely 
released  by  the  abutters,  whose  land  will  be  greatly 
benefited. 

During  the  year  petitions  for  the  laying  out  of  Sever 
Street,  and  for  a  further  extension  of  Water  Street,  were 
heard  by  the  Selectmen,  and  upon  consideration  of  the 
expense  involved,  they  Avere  refused.  From  the  decision  of 
the  Selectmen  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  County  Commis- 
sioners in  both  cases,  and  after  hearing  before  that  Board 
the  appeals  of  the  petitioners  were  dismissed  and  the 
decision  of  the  Selectmen  sustained.  There  are  now  no 
suits  or  proceedings  pending  against  the  Town. 
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LIGHTING  STEEETS. 

During  the  year  tlie  Selectmen  have  made  a  contract  with 
the  Electric  Light  Company  by  which  the  lights  are  fur- 
nished to  the  Town  at  a  somewhat  reduced  price  over  that 
of  last  year,  and  no  charge  is  made  for  lighting  the  Town 
house.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  contract  they  have  re- 
duced the  number  of  arc  lights,  substituting  in  place  there- 
of incandescent  and  series  lights.  Now,  there  are  14  arc 
lights  against  18  last  year,  and  251  incandescent  lights 
against  227  the  previous  year.  With  the  same  appropria- 
tion as  last  year,  a  slightly  increased  number  of  lights  can 
be  furnished,  as  the  price  which  is  now  paid  is  $75  pey  year 
for  arc  lights  and  $18  per  year  for  incandescent  lights. 
There  is  a  constant  demand  for  new  lights,  which  the  Se- 
lectmen have  sought  to  meet  by  changing  the  candle  power 
of  the  light  from  32  to  25,  which  in  their  opinion  is  ample 
and  sufficient  for  lighting  purposes,  increasing  thereby  the 
number  of  lights  to  be  furnished  for  the  same  appropria- 
tion. The  increase  of  the  expense  in  this  department  in 
the  last  decade  has  been  very  considerable.  In  1885  the 
appropriation  for  street  lighting  was  $1,100.  Last  year  it 
was  $5,850.  And  the  demand  for  the  light  is  constantly  in- 
creasing. 

If  the  Town  desires  to  light  miles  of  its  territory  the  same 
appropriation  will  be  necessary.  The  amount  of  the  appro- 
priation rests  with  the  Town,  and  the  appropriation  cannot 
be  materially  reduced  without  taking  out  a  large  number  of 
these  incandescent  lights.  While  it  is  clear  that  these 
lights  contribute  to  the  order  of  the  community  and  the 
convenience  of  the  citizens,  it  seems  to  the  Board,  in  view  of 
the  heavy  burdens  upon  the  Town,  a  large  sum  to  apply  to 
such  purposes.  Without  extending  the  street  lighting  be- 
yond its  present  limits,  to  maintain  the  present  efficiency 
an  appropriation  of  $5,800,  the  same  as  la,^t  year,  will  be 
required. 
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ASSESSOKS. 

The  Selectmen  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  for 
this  department  the  coming  year,  which  will  provide  for  the 
deficiency  of  $23.77,  and  give  an  additional  amount,  which 
is  believed  to  be  necessary  to  make  certain  needed  surveys 
to  insure  a  more  accurate  valuation  of  the  property.  The 
experience  of  recent  years  shows  that  in  many  cases  where 
land  is  taken  for  public  purposes  the  price  paid  is  largely 
in  excess  of  the  assessed  A^aluation  of  the  property.  In 
some  instances  it  appears  that  the  price  paid  for  the  part  of 
the  lot  taken  is  several  times  the  assessed  value  of  the  whole 
lot  of  which  it  formed  a  part.  This  is  due  in  part  to  the 
system  of  valuation  under  which  land  is  still  valued  accord- 
ing to  the  ancient  practice  by  the  acre  when  ready  for  the 
market,  and  when  sold  is  sold  by  the  foot.  The  Board  be- 
lieve that  the  lots  on  the  main  streets  should  be  carefully 
surveyed  and  that  some  accurate  estimates  of  the  contents 
given,  and  that  the  result  will  insure  a  more  equitable  val- 
uation and  increase  the  revenue  of  the  Town.  With  the  in- 
creased appropriation  the  Assessors  inform  the  Board  that 
the  needed  surveys  can  be  made.  It  is  readily  seen  that  the 
assessment  of  land  at  a  valuation,  much  below  the  price  for 
which  it  is  sold  upon  the  market,  is  not  only  inequitable  to 
the  tax  payers,  but  induces  land  owners  to  hold  their  prop- 
erty for  a  further  rise  in  valuation,  and  materially  delays 
the  building  up  of  the  Town.  If  the  increased  appropria- 
tion will  remedy  some  of  the  apparent  results  of  the  pres- 
ent S3^stem  of  valuation,  the  money  will  be  well  expended. 


POOR  DEPAETMENT. 

The  Selectmen  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  poor 
department  for  the  coming  year  of  the  same  amount  ex- 
pended last  year,  $7,000.    It  is  interesting  to  notice  in  this 
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connection  that  the  expense  of  the  department  has  not  in- 
creased in  proportion  to  the  expenses  of  the  Town  in  other 
departments.  While  it  may,  in  part,  be  attributed  to  the 
fact  that  a  considerable  amount  is  expended  by  the  Select- 
men under  the  provisions  for  military  and  indigent  aid, 
T.diich  expenditures  relieve  the  present  necessities  in  many 
cases  of  persons  who  would  otherwise  ask  for  relief  from 
the  Town,  it  also  indicates  in  a  striking  degree  the  general 
prosperity  of  the  community,  and  the  fortunate  absence  of 
serious  need.  The  suffering  and  destitution  which  has  taxed 
the  resources  of  so  many  towns  and  cities  in  the  Common- 
wealth during  the  past  year  has  been  singularly  wanting 
here.  The  experience  of  our  poor  department  shows  that 
the  number  of  cases  seeking  relief  has  not  materially  in- 
creased over  other  years.  The  employment  of  deserving 
labor  in  the  construction  and  repair  of  roads,  and  the  ju- 
dicious action  of  the  Town  in  laying  out  new  highways,  has 
doubtless  contributed  to  that  result.  It  is  a  matter  of  serious 
consideration  whether  it  is  not  advisable  for  the  Town  each 
year  to  enter  upon  some  public  improvement,  which  during 
the  winter  months  will  furnish  employment,  relieve  suffering 
and  enable  many  of  the  citizens  to  meet  the  payment  of 
their  taxes  which  otherwise  would  be  a  serious  burden. 


TOWN  EECOEDS. 

In  the  last  report  of  the  Selectmen  the  recommendation 
was  made  that  the  deficiency  in  the  Town  record  account 
should  remain  until  the  publication  be  completed.  The  de- 
ficiency at  that  time  was  $1,441.54,  but  it  has  now  been  in- 
creased by  the  payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  the  prepa- 
tion  for  publication  of  the  third  volume  to  the  sum  of 
$1,545.74.    In  the  present  condition  of  afi'airs,  the  Selectmen 
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understand  that  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  Committee  to 
recommend  the  printing  of  the  third  volume  of  the  reports 
at  present.  The  sale  of  the  two  volumes  already  issued 
has  been  less-than  was  expected  at  first.  It  now  appears 
to  the  Selectmen  that  it  is  desirable  to  appropriate  enough 
this  year  to  provide  for  the  deficiency  in  this  department^ 
and  that  an  efi'ort  should  be  made  to  dispose  of  the  copies 
on  hand  (even  if  at  a  reduced  price)  in  order  that  the  ac- 
count may  be  closed  up.  The  Selectmen  have  inserted  an 
article  in  the  warrant  for  the  next  meeting  to  consider  the 
Committee's  report  on  the  matter  of  publication  of  the 
Town  records,  and  under  that  article  the  necessary  action 
can  be  taken. 


COLLECTOK  OF  TAXES. 

Under  the  annual  vote  of  the  Town,  the  Collector  of 
Taxes  has  been  allowed  a  salary  of  seven  hundred  dollars 
a  year,  from  which  has  been  deducted  one  per  cent,  for  un- 
collected taxes.  The  present  Collector  (who  was  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Rogers) 
has  under  the  circumstances  been  successful  in  a  marked 
degree  in  collecting  the  taxes  of  present  and  past  years. 

The  uncollected  taxes  December  31st,  1892,  were  as  fol- 
lows :

Since  that  date  the  taxes  of  1890  have  been  paid  and  the 

unpaid  taxes  of  other  years  reduced. 

Since  the  first  passage  of  the  vote  referred  to,  the  amount 
of  taxes  to  be  collected  has  largely  increased,  with  no  in- 
crease in  the  compensation  of  the  Collector.    It  is  rarely 
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possible  to  collect  tlie  eiitire  tax  levy.  The  Selectmen  are 
of  opinion  that  in  view  of  the  large  increase  in  the  amount 
of  taxes  to  be  collected,  the  fairest  way  to  the  Collector  is 
not  to  increase  the  amount  of  his  compensation,  but  to  pay 
him  his  salar3^  without  deductions  on  account  of  taxes  un- 
collected, and  they  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Col- 
lector be  fixed  at  the  full  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars  for 
the  coming  year. 

EOADS  AND  BRIDGES. 

The  amount  of  appropriation  on  this  account  was  $14,000, 
of  which  $3,500  was  voted  for  macadamizing. 

In  view  of  the  construction  of  the  sewers  in  some  of  the 
streets  where,  if  anywhere,  macadamizing  would  be  desira- 
ble, it  was  not  thought  advisable  to  macadamize  the  streets 
the  past  year.  Of  this  appropriation,  under  vote  of  the 
Town  at  the  last  meeting,  $1,243.28  was  transferred  to  the 
account  of  "  New  Eoads,"  and  the  overdraft  is  $383.39.  No 
appropriation  is  necessary  to  meet  this  overdraft,  as  it  will 
be  met  by  the  collections  of  certain  amounts  now  due  the 
Town  for  outside  work  done  by  this  department,  and  by 
credits  from  work  done  for  other  departments. 

An  appropriation  of  $12,500  for  the  ensuing  year  is  rec- 
ommended, being  $1,500  less  than  was  appropriated  for 
the  department  last  year.  The  work  in  this  department  has 
been  efficiently  and  economically  done,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  the  condition  of  the 
highways  and  sidewalks  of  the  Town  compare  favorably 
with  those  of  other  towns  in  the  Commonwealth. 

There  are  few,  if  any,  which  exceed  Plymouth  in  the  num- 
ber of  miles  of  concrete  sidewalks,  and^ats  198  miles  of 
highway  require  constant  care  and  expense^to  keep  them 
safe  and  convenient.    The  result  of  the  past  year  justifies 
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the  increased  responsibility  wliicli  tliis  Board  has  imposed 
upon  the  Superintendent,  and  the  present  condition  of  the 
roads  and  bridges  is  in  the  main  excellent. 

During  the  year  the  work  on  the  sewers  has  necessarily 
made  the  condition  of  some  of  the  streets  unsatisfactory, 
but  that  important  work  has  been  accomplished  with  less 
friction  and  inconvenience  than  is  usual  in  towns  under 
such  circumstances. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  the  best  results  cannot  be 
obtained  until  to  one  department  is  intrusted  the  sole  re- 
sponsibility of  the  care  of  the  streets.  If  street  openings 
are  made  for  sewers  and  water  pipes  by  other  departments, 
the  responsibility  for  the  condition  of  the  streets  does  not 
fall  upon  the  street  department  alone.  If  it  is  possible  to 
provide  by  an  arrangement  between  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  Town  that  no  openings  in  the  street  surface 
shall  be  made  except  by,  or  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  we  shall  not  see,  as  in  the  past, 
trenches  lying  open  for  weeks  —  a  menace  and  incon- 
venience to  the  jDublic.  The  best  results  can  be  obtained 
only  when  there  is  a  single  Board  to  be  held  responsible. 
The  result,  if  possible,  should  be  accomplished  by  the  har- 
monious action  of  the  different  Boards.  If  not,  then  under 
legislative  authority,  and  vote  of  the  Town,  the  care  of  the 
streets  should  be  intrusted  and  the  entire  responsibilit}^  for 
their  condition  placed  in  the  street  department  alone. 

STATE  HIGHWAY. 

The  Selectmen  recommend  that  the  Town  avail  itself  of 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  476,  of  the  Act  of  1893,  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  highway 
commission  to  improve  the  public  roads,  and  define  its 
powers  and  duties."    Under  the  provisions  of  that  act  the 
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County  Commissioners,  or  two  or  more  cities  or  towns  may 
petition  the  Commission,  representing  that  in  their  opinion 
the  common  necessity  and  convenience  require  that  the 
Commonwealth  should  acquire  as  a  State  highway  a  new  or 
existing  road  leading  from  one  city  or  town  to  another. 
This  petition  should  be  accompanied  by  a  detail  description 
of  such  road  and  a  plan  and  profile  of  the  same.     If  the 
Board  judge  that  the  common  necessity  and  convenience 
require  that  such  road  be  laid  out  as  a  State  highway,  it 
then  becomes  the  duty  of  the  County  Commissioners,  at 
the  expense  of  the  County,  to  cause  said  road  to  be 
surveyed   and   laid  out.     The   report   of  the  Highway 
Commission,  the  plans  with  the  estimate  for  constructing 
the  road,  and  the  annual  cost  of  maintaining  the  same, 
are  then  to  be  laid  before  the  Legislature.    If  the  Legisla- 
ture makes  an  appropriation  for  constructing  the  road,  the 
Highway  Commission  shall  cause   the  same  to  be  con- 
structed under  contract  with  the  Town  in  which  the  road 
lies,  if  it  desires,  which  road  shall  hereafter  become  a  State 
highway.    If  laid  out  as  a  State  highway,  the  Commission- 
ers may  contract  with  the  town  in  which  the  highway  lies 
for  keeping  in  repair  and  maintaining  the  highway,  and 
the  Commonwealth  is  liable  for  injuries  to  persons  or  prop- 
erty occurring  through  a  defect  or  want  of  repair  upon  that 
highway. 

To  bring  this  matter  before  the  Town  the  Selectmen 
have  inserted  an  article  in  the  warrant.  In  the  opinion 
of  the  Selectmen  they  should  be  authorized  to  cooperate 
with  other  cities  or  towns  along  the  line  of  the  highway  in 
order  to  secure  a  finished  road  under  the  direction  of  the 
State  Commission,  following  mainly  the  lines  of  the  ancient 
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turnpike,  and  extending  from  Boston  to  the  Cape.  If  sucli 
a  road  can  be  secured,  tlie  benefit  to  the  Town  would  be  at 
once  apparent.  To  secure  a  convenient  and  well  con- 
structed road  leading  from  Boston  through  the  Town  would 
contribute  in  no  slight  degree  to  its  development  and 
growth.  Second  only  to  the  advantages  of  railroad  commu- 
nication are  the  advantages  to  be  gained  by  a  road  built  ac- 
cording to  the  most  approved  plan,  maintained  in  the  best 
way,  and  furnishing  a  convenient  mode  of  access  for  carriages 
and  foot  travel,  not  only  to  all  parts  of  the  Town,  but  also 
to  other  towns  and  cities.  The  saving  to  the  Town  of  the 
cost  of  construction  and  maintenance  would  be  the  least  im- 
portant of  its  advantages. 

The  suggestion  has  already  been  made  that  the  name  of 
the  streets,  now  forming  a  continuous  highway  from  Boston 
to  the  Cape,  should  be  so  changed  that  throughout  its  whole 
length  it  may  have  the  single  name  of  the  "  Pljanouth 
Boad."  With  the  approval  of  the  Town,  the  Selectmen  will 
cooperate  with  other  towns  and  cities  along  the  line  of  the 
Plymouth  road,  and  seek  to  secure  for  the  benefit  of  this 
community  at  as  early  a  date  as  practicable  the  construction 
of  such  a  road.  Whether  the  effort  is  successful  or  not,  the 
opportunity  is  one  which  ought  not  to  be  neglected.  There 
are  strong  arguments  which  at  once  suggest  themselves 
that  this  ancient  road  should  be  early  and  favorably  con- 
sidered. Not  only  its  convenience  to  the  public  but  its  an- 
cient associations  mark  it  as  one  of  the  first  which  the 
Commission  might  properly  report  favorably  upon  to  the 
Legislature.  The  Selectmen  therefore  recommend  that 
favorable  action  be  taken  under  the  article  in  the  warrant  to 
secure  that  result. 
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CONTINGENT. 

The  deficiency  in  this  account  is  S404.37,  and  is  to  be  attributed 
in  part  to  the  new  items  of  $150  for  compensation  of  the  Inspec- 
tor of  Cattle,  an  officer  whom  the  Selectmen  are  now  required  by 
law  to  appoint ;  to  the  necessary  expense  of  $164.13  for  protect- 
ing and  trimming  trees,  and  the  cost  ($124)  of  new  uniform 
closets  at  the  Guards'  Armory.  The  salaries  and  expenses  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  over  which  apparently  the  Selectmen  have 
no  control,  were  $538.52  the  past  year,  and  as  the  Town  made  no 
appropriation  therefor  are  charged  to  this  account.  The  same 
appropriation  as  last  year  ($4,000)  and  an  appropriation  of 
$404,37  to  meet  the  deficiency  will  be  necessary  and  are  recom- 
mended. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  overdraft  on  this  account  is  $2,310.90,  and  was  incurred 
under  the  vote  of  the  Town  authorizing  such  expenditure  as  may 
be  necessary  in  altering  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  department, 
for  which  expenditure  no  special  appropriation  was  made. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  new  apparatus  it  was  necessary  to 
build  the  new  hose  house  on  Court  Street.  This  department  is 
now  thoroughly  equipped  and  in  excellent  condition.  It  is  prob- 
able  that  some  saving  of  expense  in  the  cost  of  maintenance 
could  be  effected  if  some  arrangement  could  be  made 
by  the  street  and  water  departments  so  that  some  of  the 
town  horses  could  be  kept  in  the  rear  of  the  engine  house 
on  Main  Street.  The  Selectmen  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$4,500  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  department  for  the  year  1894, 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Engi- 
neers, which  is  $500  less  than  last  year,  and  an  appropriation  of 
$2  ,310.90  to  meet  the  deficiency. 
8 
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STICKNEY  FUND. 

Under  the  will  of  the  late  J.  Henry  Stickney  of  Baltimore,  Md., 
the  sum  of  seventy  thousand  dollars  was  devised  by  him  to  trus- 
tees to  be  applied  under  certain  limitations  in  public  improvements 
in  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  The  trustees  of  this  fund  are  the  Presi- 
dent and  Treasurer  of  the  Pilgrim  Society,  the  Presidents  of  the 
two  National  Banks  in  Plymouth,  the  President  of  Plymouth 
Savings  Bank,  Treasurer  of  Plymouth  County,  Chairman  of 
the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  and  the  Judge  of 
Probate  of  Plymouth  County.  Of  this  amount,  $4,000  is  to 
be  appropriated  to  the  building  of  a  monument  on  Clark's 
Island,  $21,000  to  buying  land  and  extending  Cole's  Hill  south 
to  Leyden  Street  and  filling  out  to  Water  Street  so  that  the  pres- 
ent curved  line  and  finish  of  the  Hill  and  wall  on  the  easterly 
side  may  be  continuous  from  North  Street  to  Leyden  Street.  If 
the  Pilgrim  Society  shall  think  it  desirable,  $10,000  is  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  removal  of  the  canopy  over  the  Rock  to  Cole's  Hill, 
and  the  erection  of  a  light  but  substantial  iron  structure  around 
the  Rock.  Ten  thousand  dollars  is  devoted  to  the  improvement 
and  protection  of  Burial  Hill,  and  $3,000  to  improving  the  lot  on 
which  the  Pilgrim  Monument  is  erected  and  the  approaches  thereto. 
Ten  thousand  dollars  is  devised,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be 
used  in  keeping  Pilgrim  Hall  in  good  order  and  repair  and  pay- 
ing the  current  expenses,  and  $12,000  is  to  be  applied  under  the 
following  provisions,  as  stated  in  his  will  : 

6.  "  And  believing  it  would  be  for  the  great  advantage  to  the 
said  Town  of  Plymouth  to  widen  Middle  Street,  from  Main  Street 
to  Cole's  Hill,  thereby  rendering  Cole's  Hill  more  accessible,  as 
well  as  opening  it  to  view  from  Main  Street,  I  give  and  bequeath 
to  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Stickney  fund  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  appropriated  and  applied  by  them  to  aid  in 
so  widening  said  Middle  Street — upon  the  condition,  however, 
that  the  said  Town  of  Plymouth  shall  make  the  said  improvement, 
and  shall  enter  upon  the  work  of  making  the  same  within  one 
year  of  my  decease  :  otherwise,  the  said  twelve  thousand  dollars 
shall  pass  into  and  be  a  part  of  the  residue  of  my  estate." 
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The  trustees  therein  named  have  already  organized  and  have 
been  in  communication  with  the  executors  of  the  will.    It  is  now 
probable  that  these  legacies  will  be  paid  within  one  year  from  the 
decease  of  Mr.  Stickney,  which  was  in  May  last.     Under  this 
provision  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Town  t('  act  during  the  early 
Spring.    The  Selectmen  have  had  plans  prepared  for  the  proposed 
widening  of  Middle  Street,"  and  have  had  several  hearings  thereon. 
As  the  object  which  Mr.  Stickney  had  in  mind  in  providing  for 
this  widening  was  "to  render  Cole's  Hill  more  accessible,  as  well 
as  opening  it  to  view  from  Middle  Street,  and  as  it  has  been 
suggested  that  the  canopy,  if  removed  from  the  Rock,  should  stand 
at  the  foot  of  Middle  Street,  this  widening  should  be  carried  into 
effect  in  such  a  way  as  will  best  conform  to  the  changes  contem- 
plated upon  the  Hill  itself.     The  trustees  of  the  fund  have 
arranged  to  secure  the  services  of  eminent  engineers  to  report  a 
plan  for  these  changes  on  Cole's  Hill,  and  the  removal  of  the 
canopy.     As  incidental  to  that  plan  the  lines  along  which  the 
widening  of  Middle  Street  should  take  place  become  important. 
Before  submitting  a  report  in  detail  to  the  Town,  or  laying  out  the 
widening,  the  Selectmen  desire  to  be  guided  by  the  report  of  that 
engineer.    It  is  hoped  that  before  the  April  meeting  the  details  of 
the  plan  can  be  furnished,  and  the  widening  made,  and  reported  to 
the  Town  at  that  meeting  for  its  acceptance.     At  that  time  the 
Selectmen  will  submit  for  the  information  of  the  Town  a  full  and 
detailed  report    aad  plans  of   the  widening  proposed.  Until 
these  plans  are  completed,  it  is  not  possible  to  determine  how 
large  the  expense  would  be  which  the  Town  would  have  to  incur, 
in  addition  to  the  amount  to  be  devoted  to  the  purpose  by  Mr. 
Stickney's   will.     But  at  the   annual   meeting   the  Selectmen 
recommend  that  some  formal  action  be  taken  by  the  Town,  in 
recognition  of  the  generous  lega(;y  of  Mr.  Stickney.    It  is  by  far 
the  largest  bequest  ever  made  to  Plymouth.      If  judiciously 
expended,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  his  will,  it  will  not 
only  preserve  and  mark  those  historic  localities  inseparably  con- 
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nected  with  the  beginnings  of  a  great  people,  but  will  also 
contribute  in  a  striking  manner  to  the  improvement  and  beautifying 
of  this  ancient  Town.  The  citizens  of  Plymouth,  in  whose  history 
and  associations  he  took  so  deep  and  generous  an  interest,  will 
iong  hold  in  grateful  remembrance  the  name  and  memory  of  J. 
Henry  Stickney. 

In  conclusion,  the  following  appropriations  are  recommended  by 
the  Selectmen  and  the  several  departments  :

The  Committee  recommend  the  following  appro- 
priations for  the  current  year  :

The  amount  recommended  to  be  appropriated  for 
the  present  year  will,  we  think,  make  up  the  defi- 
ciency of  the  past  year,  as  no  extensive  repairs  appear 
to  be  necessary. 

All  the  school  houses,  of  which  there  are  29,  with 
the  exception  of  those  at  Indian  Brook  and  West 
Plymouth,  which  are  unoccupied,  are  in  good  con- 
dition. 

On  account  of  the  crowded  condition  of  one  of  the 
schools  at  the  Mt.  Pleasant  school  house,  the  partition 
in  the  second  story  was  changed,  the  rooms  made  of 
equal  size,  and  accommodations  better  suited  to  the 
wants  of  both  schools  obtained.  This,  with  the  neces- 
sary outlay  in  rebuilding  the  chimneys  above  the  roof, 
caused  an  expense  not  contemplated  when  our  last  re- 
port was  made.

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Slate  blackboards,  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mittee are  far  superior  and  more  economical,  although 
entailing  more  expense  at  first,  were  also  used  where 
required. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  held  in  May  last  the 
School  Committee  was  authorized  to  purchase  land  and 
erect  three  new  school  houses,  and  the  sum  of  $12,000 
was  appropriated  therefor.  This,  with  the  sum  of 
$3,000  already  appropriated,  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Committee  the  sum  of  $15,000  for  the  erection  of 
four  buildings. 

Two  have  been  completed  and  are  now  occupied. 
The  third  is  in  process  of  completion  and  will  probably 
be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  commencement  of  the 
Spring  term. 

The  expense  incurred  in  the  erection  of  these  build- 
ings has  been  more  than  at  first  contemplated,  but  the 
improvements  over  what  was  at  first  planned  will  no 
doubt  meet  the  approval  of  the  Town. 

The  cost  of  the  school  house  located  on  Spooner 
street,  in  the  north  part  of  the  Town,  the  land  for 
which  was  presented  to  the  Town  by  the  Plymouth 
Cordage  Company,  has  been  $3,150.47,  about  $150 
more  being  needed  for  grading. 

The  school  house  on  AUerton  street,  including  $600 
paid  for  the  land,  has  cost  $3,550.13,  about  $75  more 
being  needed  for  grading. 

These  schoolhouses  are  heated  by  furnace  and 
ventilated  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Inspectors  ; 
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have  each  one  well  lighted  and  well  arranged  school- 
room, with  accommodations  for  fifty  scholars ;  suita- 
ble clothes  rooms  and  a  teacher's  room,  and  are 
provided  with  slate  blackboards.  The  plumbing  has 
been  carefully  attended  to,  and  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments are  perfect.  The  closets  have  been  placed  in  the 
basements,  the  floors  of  which  are  concreted. 

As  stated  in  the  report  of  last  year,  it  still  remains 
evident  that  some  arrangement  must  sooner  or  later  be 
necessary  looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  school  in 
the  Ship  Pond  district. 

The  long  distance  to  be  traveled  by  the  scholars 
and  the  difficulty  of  providing  transportation  seems  to 
point  to  the  opening  of  a  school  in  that  locality  at  no 
late  day. 

The  number  of  teachers  employed  by  the  Town  is 
forty,  and  the  number  of  scholars  1,567.  The  loca- 
tion of  the  schools,  names  of  teachers  and  salaries 
paid  will  be  found  in  the  Superintendent's  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Plymouth  : 

I  respectfully  submit  for  your  approval  my  report 
for  the  year  1893  : 

In  reporting  the  condition  of  the  schools  of  the 
Town,  from  year  to  year,  sameness  is  unavoiadable  ; 
and  yet,  it  is  very  proper  and  necessary  that  the  citi- 
zens of  the  Town  should  have  all  the  means  possible 
of  knowing  what  is  taught  in  their  schools  and  the 
methods  by  which  the  instruction  is  accomplished. 

The  schools,  it  is  true,  are  always  open  to  all  who 
wish  to  learn  what  is  going  on  within,  but,  for  many 
reasons,  we  are  not  often  called  upon  to  show  and 
explain  our  work. 

THE  EXHIBIT. 
At  the  last  Convention  of  the  Plymouth  County 
Teachers,  held  in  this  Town,  a  very  favorable  oppor- 
tunity was  offered  to  our  citizens  to  see  at  a  glance 
the  results  of  what  is  done  in  our  lower  grade  schools 
annually ;   for  it  is  necessary  to  except  the  High 
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school  from  which  there  was  no  work  on  exhibition  ^ 
a  very  great  deficiency,  as  one  hundred  and  seventy 
of  the  most  mature  pupils  of  our  schools  are  found 
there.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  an  omission  will 
not  occur  again. 

In  looking  over  the  papers,  it  was  at  once  observa- 
ble that  the  practice  of  drawing  prevails  in  all  the 
schools,  and  in  all  the  studies  to  which  drawing  can 
be  applied  as  an  illustration.  For  three  years,  great 
efforts  have  been  made  to  have  every  teacher  do  all 
that  time  and  ability  will  allow,  in  training  her  pupils 
in  what  is  known  as  Nature  Study,  that  is,  the  study 
of  the  flowers  and  tree,  the  animals  and  minerals  of 
the  surrounding  country.  This  was  done  without 
regard  to  the  experience  or  inexperience  of  the 
teacher  or  the  awkwardness  of  the  child  ;  with  nature 
and  a  few  simple  books  as  guides,  they  were  asked  to 
do  the  best  they  could.  This  simple  direction  and  these 
simple  guides  transformed  the  instructions  given  in 
the  lower  grade  schools.  All  the  children  have  be- 
come, in  their  way,  interested  observers  of  nature. — 
They  explore  fields  and  forests  in  order  to  procure 
subjects  for  their  pencils  and  specimens  for  future 
use,  thereby  constantly  improving  their  powers  of 
observation  and  increasing  their  skill  of  hand.  To 
the  intelligent  teacher  the  readiness  with  w^hich  very 
young  children  acquire  knowledge  of  this  kind,  when 
presented  to  them  in  a  simple  and  natural  way,  is  a 
source  of  continued  surprise  and  wonder, 
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This  public  presentation  of  the  work  of  the  public 
schools  was  not  limited,  however,  to  Nature  Study 
proper,  but  it  included,  especially,  a  very  large  exhibi- 
tion of  geographical  work  in  the  form  of  map-draw- 
ing. An  entirely  new  interest  has  been  given  to 
this  very  important  part  of  public  education  by  mak- 
ing the  study  a  rational  one,  instead  of  a  mere  memo- 
rizing of  facts. 

The  penmanship,  as  shown  in  the  little  composi- 
tions and  language  lessons  of  the  children ,  their 
spelling,  and  their  skill  in  putting  their  work  on 
paper,  were  very  satisfactory  to  all,  and  very  credita- 
ble to  their  teachers,  who  accomplished  all  this  work 
with  the  least  possible  help  from  text-books,  moved 
only  by  a  sense  of  duty,  and  by  honorable  competi- 
tion. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  all  this  work  of  the 
schools  was,  in  a  strictly  proper  sense,  original  on  the 
part  of  the  pupils,  even  of  the  Primary  schools,  some 
members  of  which  did  importan;  parts  of  their  work 
at  home,  removed  from  the  observation  and  criticism 
of  their  teachers.  This  is  true  of  some  children  of 
eight  years  of  age,  who  collected,  pressed  and 
mounted  their  specimens  of  plants  and  flowers,  at 
home,  without  any  help. 

BOOKS  FOR  TEACHERS'  DESKS. 

The  method  observed  in  our  schools  in  the  distri- 
bution of  work  among  the  teachers  is  to  call  them 
together  in  grades  at  the  beginning  of  each  term, 
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three  times  a  year,  and  after  discussion,  to  assign  to 
each  grade  the  work  for  the  coming  term,  according 
to  a  printed  programme,  or  time-table,  As  to  the 
manner  of  treating  the  various  subjects  taught,  only 
general  directions  are  given,  among  which  the  most 
prominent,  perhaps,  is  that  all  methods  observed  in 
the  school  rooms  be  considered  and  discussed  in 
the  teachers'  meetings  as  thoroughly  as  possible,  and 
that  the  teachers  visit,  at  times  appointed  by  the 
Superintendent,  schools  of  their  grade,  so  that  each 
may  know,  from  personal  observation,  what  is  done 
by  other  members  of  her  grade. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  that  to  carry  on  the  labors 
of  a  school  according  to  this  arrangement,  much  read_ 
ing  of  educational  books  and  magazines  is  necessary, 
so  that  the  teachers  may  be  furnished  with  the  last  and 
best  ideas  in  the  books  which,  at  the  present  time,  are 
constantly  flowing  from  the  press,  without  which  a 
teacher  must  fall  to  the  rear. 

For  obvious  reasons  few  of  our  teachers  have  these 
resources  at  hand,  and  as  their  presence  in  the  desks 
of  the  teachers  would  be  the  greatest  help  to  the 
schools,  it  would  be  wise  to  supply  them  liberally. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

The  district  at  Ship  Pond  has  needed  a  new  school 
house  for  many  years,  but  as  the  number  of  school 
children  has  always  been  very  small,  the  demand  for  a 
new  house  has  not  been  very  pressing;  consequently, 
it  has  been  thought  best  to  transport  the  children, 
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who  are  all  small,  to  Ellisville,  and  unite  the  schools 
in  one.  A  part  of  these  children  have  to  be  carried 
two  miles  and  the  rest  three  and  a-half.  The  cost  of 
transportation  is  nearly  as  much  as  the  expense  of  a 
school,  and  the  number  of  children  is  now  fifteen,  all 
of  whom  have  not  been  carried  to  Ellisville  this 
Winter,  nor  could  they  be  accommodated  there.  The 
old  Indian  Brook  school  house  has  been  abandoned  as 
a  place  unfit  for  a  school;  besides,  it  is  a  mile  and 
a-half  through  the  woods  from  the  place  where  the 
teacher  and  most  of  the  children  must  live. 

The  inconveniences  of  the  situation  are  so  great 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  induce  any  teacher  to 
go  there  and  remain  during  a  Winter. 

At  the  present  time  a  very  early  solution  of  the 
difficulty  is  offered.  There  is  a  building  at  Ship  Pond 
conveniently  located,  quite  new,  as  good  as  any  build- 
ing in  the  community,  satisfactory  to  the  people,  and 
can  be  bought  for  one-third,  perhaps  less,  of  what  a 
new  school  house  would  cost. 

This  dwelling  house  could  be  put  in  condition,  at 
very  little  cost,  in  a  week's  time. 

CHANGE  OF  VACATION. 

Some  years  since  the  Town  voted  that  the  schools 
should  be  kept  forty  weeks  in  the  year.  Since 
that  time  the  schools  have  been  opened  the  re- 
quired forty  weeks,  but  the  cranberry  interest  has  in- 
creased so  much  in  importance,  and  the  demand  for 

the  labor  of  children  has  become  so  great  and  is  so 
8 
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well  paid  that  parents  in  the  cranberry  districts  yield 
to  the  inducement,  and  set  their  children  to  work  ; 
consequently,  the  children  lose  four  weeks  of  school- 
ing annually,  and  the  teachers  lose  one-tenth  of  their 
salaries.  This  creates  much  dissatisfaction,  and  justly. 

This  trouble  can  easily  be  remedied.  Let  the 
schools  in  the  cranberry  districts  continue  throughout 
July,  instead  of  closing  on  the  first  of  the  month  with 
the  other  schools,  and  open  on  the  middle  of  October, 
instead  of  the  middle  of  September  ;  thus  all  will 
have  justice  and  be  satisfied.

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TOWN  MEETING. 


To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  in  the 
Commomvealth  of  3Iassachusetts  : — 

Greeting  : 

In  tlie  name  of  tlie  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Town  of  Plymouth,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and 
Town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Armory  in  said  Plymouth,  on 
Monday,  the  fifth  day  of  March  next,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2,  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  boards  of 
officers  and  committees  of  the  Town  and  act  thereon. 

Art  3.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers.  The  fol- 
lowing officers  to  be  voted  for  all  on  one  ballot,  viz.  :  Five 
Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes, 
Auditor,  one  Assessor  for  three  years,  seven  Constables,  one 
Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  three  years,  two  Water  Commis- 
sioners for  three  years,  two  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  three  years,  one  Park  Commissioner  for  three 
years,  five  members  of  a  Board  of  Health,  and  three  mem- 
bers of  a  Committee  on  Agawam  and  Half-way  Pond 
Fishery. 

Art.  4.  To  revise  and  accept  a  list  of  Jurors  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen. 
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Art  5.  To  see  if  tlie  Town  will  authorize  tlie  Treasurer 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  and  for  disbursement  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  laws  relating  to  State  Aid  and  Military  Aid, 
and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  after  Jan.  1st,  1895. 

Art.  6.  To  make  the  necessary  appropriations  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  Town,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  to 
raise  such  sums  of  money  as  the  Town  shall  deem  expedient. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  pay  the  expenses  of  Deco- 
ration Day. 

Art.  8.  To  vote  by  ballot,  "Yes"  or  "No,"  in  answer 
to  the  question,  "  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  in  this  Town  ?" 

Art.  9.  To  take  such  action  as  the  Town  may  see  fit  in 
aid  of  the  Public  Library. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  renew  any  note  or  notes  heretofore  authorized,  which  are 
now  due  or  may  become  due  the  present  year,  for  such  time 
and  on  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the 
interests  of  the  Town. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  prosecute,  compromise  or  defend  any  suit  or  suits 
within  the  Commonwealth  in  the  name  of  the  Town. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  appropriations  the  Town  will  make 
for  the  care  and  improvement  of  the  various  public  parks 
and  of  Training  Green. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  to  an'amount  not 
exceeding  thirty-five  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  money  to  be  expended  in  the  payment  of  the  bal- 
ance of  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  new  High  school 
house. 
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Aet.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  $20,000,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  $20,000  six  per  cent,  water  bonds 
due  August  1,  1894. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen 
to  petition  the  Legislature  for  the  passage  of  an  act  author- 
izing the  Town,  acting  by  or  through  its  Park  Commission- 
ers or  Selectmen,  to  grant  rights  to  maintain  buildings  on  and 
use  for  boating  and  fishing  purposes,  and  for  the  landing 
and  storing  of  sea  manure  on  parts  of  the  Beach  Park,  so 
called,  at  the  head  of  the  beach.    [By  request]. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  School 
Committee  to  grant  the  use  of  the  new  High  school  house 
to  the  School  of  Ethics  under  such  arrangements  as  said 
Committee  may  approve. 

Art.  16.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
publication  of  the  Town  Eecords  and-  act  thereon. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  rela- 
tion to  the  bequest  of  the  late  J.  Henry  Stickney  of  Balti- 
more. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  petition  the  highway 
commission  to  lay  out  as  a  State  highway,  under  Chap.  476 
of  the  Acts  of  1893,  the  main  highway  leading  from  the 
Kingston  line  to  the  Sandwich  line,  and  co-operate  with 
other  towns  and  cities  to  secure  a  State  highway  from  the 
Town  of  Sandwich  to  the  City  of  Boston,  or  take  such  other 
action  by  petition  to  the  County  Commissioners,  or  otherwise, 
as  will  secure  the  building  of  such  highway. 

Art.  19.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Sewer  Committee  and 
act  thereon. 
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Art.  20.     To  elect  a  Sewer  Committee  and  take  sucli 


the  sewers  as  may  seem  advisable. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  issue  bonds,  or  notes  of  the  Town,  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding $5,000  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  be  ex- 
pended in  the  construction  of  sewers. 

The  polls  for  the  election  of  officers  and  the  vote  on  the 
license  question  will  be  open  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, and  may  be  closed  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

And  you  are  hereby  required  to  serve  this  warrant  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  a  vote  of  the  Town,  by  posting  no- 
tices thereof  in  three  public  places  in  the  Town,  seven  days 
at  least  before  the  meeting,  one  of  which  postings  shall  be 
in  Chiltonville  and  one  in  Manomet  Ponds,  and  also  by 
publishing  the  warrant  in  the  newspapers  published  in 
Plymouth,  and  make  return  thereof,  with  your  doings  there- 
on, at  the  time  and  place  above  mentioned.
